No sndi 
conqnesis were ever acbieicd ns are a%- 
cribcil to Osiris, Ilioniisus, and Se^gi|# 
tris. The hislories of Jil<*rcu]cB and 
Fersius are equally void of trulli. l<nini 
rolls iticcd, and 1 how I shpll satinTqo 
torily prove, that Codmns noverbrou^it' 
letters to Greece, and that no auth per* 
sou existed as the Greciana have de¬ 
scribed. What I have saiif qipmt ^ , 
sostris and Osiris iitfl beri^teaieil aJiOni ‘ 
Nimis and Sriniraniis,tw« personages af 
ideal as the lornier. There never wem 
such cjcpcditions uuderlaken or con- 
quesU made, as arc aUnbuted to those 
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^ineei i norirere nnysnch empires con¬ 
stituted as are supposed to have been es¬ 
tablished bj them. 1 make as little ac¬ 
count of the histories of Saturn, Janus, 
Pelops, AtM, Dardanui, hUnoi of 
. Cret^ aod Zoroaster taf Bactria: fet 
■ aomething mysterious and of moment 
is concealed under these various charac* 
ters, and the invcstijgatlon of this latent 
truth will be the principal purt, of my 
iiiquiry.. In redpect to Greece, I can 
afford credence to very few events which 
were^ntecedent to Uie Olympi^pls. I 
cannot give the least assent to the story 
, efPbryxus and the golden fleece, ft 
deems to me plain, beyond doubt, 
that there were no such persons as the 
Grecian Argonauts, and that the expe¬ 
dition of Jason to Colchis was a faMe.*’ 
Such are the daring positions of Mr. 
Bryant, whidi the reader wilt see it 
would require courage and learning 
«quai to his own to controvert. Dr. 
Butherford has, ‘in oite instaace, the 
Argonaiitic expedition, ranged on his 
jsidr, and, in contradistinction to !^ir 
Isaac Newton, proved that the censlcf- 
lations delineated on the sphere of Ghi- 
I'on could not possibly be of his fxbr^. 
catioh, or of any other Grecian, since 
'the ‘greatest part of the stara in the 
constellation'Anno', and in narlicii- 
lar Canoi'ds, the brightest of them, 
were not visible in any part of Greece,* 
Po much npon trust have even the 
greatest men taken the Icddtnj^ symbols 
of the celestial, and thence cunjectured 
theic influence upon the terrestrial 
World. It was the passion of Mr. B. to 
divest historical r'csearchi^ of tlie*fcxu- 
beranre of conjecture, and upon per- 
Vnanent data to cstablisli^encral truths. 
It has been said, that if he had more 
^frequently directed his attention to the 
literature of Persia and Arabia, hq 
might have derived a surprising support 
to his assertions from niaii^ of theit 
nslrunoinical production^. vVe have 
two reasons for being of a'ditTercnt 
ogiriioiK the first, that^lfc astronomy 
of those ebiintrics is still more vague 
iiimI unc^tain than the spliere of Chi¬ 
ron ; ami the second, because wc have 
iio doubt but that the in'quisiti\e mind 
of Mr. B. frequently directed its re- 
scarciies toward those countries which 
have been generally termed the crad'ea 
ofscienepi and to the works of philo¬ 
sophers that have always been consi- 
rfereJ as tlie fo.stcrcrs of learning; and 
tlttit, after long examination, he, upon 
grounds, rejected thqir systems,

except only so far as they served to ex¬ 
plain and correct others that uere more 
to be depended upon. 

The ideas of Mr. Bryant, as near as we 
calf conjecture, from aslight knowledge 
of the maii,,andaeonteniplatioti of liU 
works, were, that systems, we mean iiiy- 
.tby!ogii:alsystcms,to which ancient iiislo- 
ry owes its sourrxt, were in most inst ances, 
like the oriental fables respecting the 
gods of Hiudostan, thcelFiisions of men ' 
of superior ingenuity, who have blended 
a small portion of historic truth with 
an iimntMisity of extravagant fletion, in 
^manner which, although it soars to a 
much greater liciglit, and lakes a miirli 
more extensive rahge, distinguishes the 
sublimip romance of the nii.'idJc ages. 

llpon this subject, were wc lo follow 
the impulse which we have derived from 
his genitis, wc should make this article 
os long as the work to which wc have 
alluded ; but having in view our con¬ 
tracted limits, wc must tiicrefore dq- 
'scend to the real purpose of a brief me¬ 
moir, and state what 18 absolutely neces¬ 
sary to be known, in order, as well as 
the'paucity of our materials will allow, 
to elucidate''his Portrait.

The earliest account obtainable hy ns 
of the birth of ,Incob Bryant, is that 
extracted from the rcjjistcr of Kt'on 
college, in which he is entered “ 
Chatnuin in the county of Kent, of tbo 
age of twelve years, in IT.SOhe Wa# 
eonscqiiciitly born in Hilt; tliuugJi, 0 n 
hisinoitiiracnt, lie is stiid to have been of 
the age of 8fl, wliirli we believe lo bo 
correctly the date of his existence. }I<)W 
the difl'erciice Imlwixt the period of tbq 
rcgi.stcr, and of t)m nionument, whicb 
was uuqu(>stioH!i!iIy taken from the iOt 
formation of his nephew and intimate 
friends, lues arisen, il is now impossible 
even to conjecture. 

This great and profound scholar re- 
reived the first rudiments of his educsi- 
tion at the rilinge of /.iillingston ilt 
Kent} ami, was admitted upon Ike

to be worth about l-iOOi. per aimiiKl.

A S comedy i.s a picture of polished 
life, Ibe foihles oid peculiunlicsuf 
wi. ch it cxhiti f"*, ebarad- r more t! aii 
action i.s itsoitjeci ; for it is not conduct 
and sufen'ii^s which ar<‘ here so much 
ref;ardi:'l, as wet/wif.*.'/aud maniiers. tint 
it is re([iiired, ll.ai, bedde consistency 
and pro!)iihi>it\, ihe action heauimaUd 
and u‘itiir;il, aiuf.adiTiil, at least, such 
intent of i::tri;;iic as sh^tll he culpable of 
cxcilinsr «»r hopes and fearsj> .f tl.c 
concatcnatiouof iacidcnisproducc strik¬ 
ing and interesting situations, it w^li 
serve to display <nnd nssirk ^laracler, 
which is the chief ciij of this species of 
dramatic imilaflon. 

There are two kinds: comedjf of cha¬ 
racter, and comedy of inlrigue; but 
from the principles wc have established, 
the former is more excelk.*nl,»sinre hy it, 
the predominant iiianiiers ajid usau-es of 
the age ill which tlie scene is laid are 
ttmrked, and its peciiiiarities di.scriiui- 
nated. It is obvious, that th6 vices 
which the moralist reprobates and the 
historian details arc put the objects 
of thisdrnma, which exposes the (b'.bics, 
the improprieties, and eccentricities of 
life. 

Obsolete manners, as they do not 
interest, must form no naif of ronilc 
exhibition. If be would excite our 
risibility, the poet should have recourse 
to existing characler.s,^t>«l)leS, and inci- 
^dciits, wiiich, cverv day passing before 
us iu review, will come recuminended 
in the imitation with a peculiar zest. 

While the drama is not permitted to 
excite the more violent emotions, it 
•bo.nid operate most powerfully on the 
itente of rhlietile; atid incidents should 
be selected for eliciting that vein of 
hopoour, or those oddities of character, 
which are b st calculated for producing 
Ais etlert. The caprices ana iiidiscrc- 
tious of lovers, and of the married slate, 


arc (he legitimate objects of eomcdyi 
aiid reformation in this important ebn- 
ccrii of human life is one of the great 
■(oral ends it proposes. Hymen, then,* 
occupies this drama more than any 
otlier divinity, and the maze of in¬ 
clinations, aversions, apd intrigues^ 
through which we follow him is both 
intricate and delightful; for he is al¬ 
ways sure to reward us for the soli¬ 
citude he occasions, and, by a felicitous 
termination of affairs, to inspire the 
whole party with hilarity .and good 
humour. A disastrous result, conse- 
rpiciUly, in comedy is abhorrent to its 
nature ; for the tear which we revere in 
the snfferiiigs of Melpomene would of- 
Iciid.iis in the sportive eccentricity of 
her laughter-loving sister, Thalia- 

Although unity of design is a capital 
beauiyf in every production of human 
ail, yol tin; action of comedy must be 
Si) cousinictcd as lo admit of a double 
p!o!; ai least this is the case iu our best 
Jaigtish comedies: and it must be ai- 
loued, that a double project is necessary 
to alVord business for occupying the 
attention, and for giving interest to 
such an extended rcureseutation. While 
the subject of this drama is gay, and its 
rhararlers dislingiiislietl for tiieir viva¬ 
city, it should he strictly observant of 
decorum, otherwise it will degenerate 
into a levity and licentiousness destruc¬ 
tive at once of amnseiuciit and utility. 
There are, it must he confessed, inde¬ 
cencies and improprieties which disgrace 
our comic diama; but as^ this is the 
abuse of what is in itself truly excellent, 
and quite adventitious, it can afford no 
ohi^ction against comic exhibition, 
which will always be the favourite 
entertainment pf polished society, and 
may, under proper regulations, furnish 
a school of urbanity and virtue. 

As comedy rehecis the character of 
the age, it w ill necessarily be affected 
by th(‘ progress of society from a slate 
of barbarism to refinement. In a rude 
slate, and in the dawn of the arts and 
sciences, vulgar wit, low humour, and 
pointed conceits, will prevail, and a 
more refined taste will not be cultivated 
till a high degree ofcivilizalion has be¬ 
stowed polish, and the free intercourse 
of the suxes has introduced urbanity. If 
wc estimate the most refined comedy of 
(ireeceby the imitations of Plautus and 
Terence, and from the most polished pe¬ 
riods of their history derive our notions 
of their manners, we shall not be in¬ 
duced to form high ideas of their delicacy 
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ftnd refinenuint in comic exhitiilioni*. hibiteil indicate fn^rer power*, and 
Thi* the uauolishcd state of ancienb leave u» to r^ret the want of circumo 
manners would not permit t for whaL stance* propitious for their displpvt and 
polish or charm could that society’ of more perfect ori^rinals^r the subject 
pusst's* where women of decency and of their imitation, 
virtue were excluded from all parties That elegance of execution in this 
of pleasure, and where, consequently, species of composition is very much 
urbanity and the vr^ces must have* dependent upon the progress of refine- 
miserably languished. The dramas of ment, is obvious from the superiority 
Plautus and I'erence exactly correspond of I'erunce’s style and inanuer to thoio 
to this style of manners.

From the high polish of 
and aitogether uuai*(|naitited 'lith (hose modern inannei's, then, the French and 


quaiitics'of (he fancy and understanding 
which* give such charms to the coiivers.a- 
tioii of our women of education and 
fashion. If there e\ i-r be any approach 
to this refinement, it is tarnisheu f>v an 
abandonment of delicacy and principle, 
wliich are inseparable from the love and 
esteem inspired by female beauty and 
accomiiiisliincnts. The style of humuQr 
and manners in theother sex is not much 
superior; a dealing father, a prodigal 
sun, and a villaiioiis slave, pass before 
us in unvaried review, and furnish the 
entertainment. To these are associated 
a parasite and pimp, r-hose genius for 
trick and intrigue is the acni6 of that 
pleasure which this drama bestows. 
The gods sometimes descend, but not 
much to- their honour; for Pldutus 
makes Jupiter and Menriiry seduce the 
wife of Ainphytrion,and then the jest i*< 
when he appear*, to make him ascertain 
his identity at the expense of his ho- 
uoiir, which the celestials have success¬ 
fully conspired to violate. If varied 
and the nicer shades of character be 
wanted in ancient portraits, it should 
be considered, that they were drawn 
before the division of labour had given 
existence to various descriptions of 
artists, whose professional habits, sin- 
giiiarities, and whim, .sufiply Iheinodcrn 
Thalia with such diversified materials, 
that her exhibitions are ever new and 
ever striking, aud in full possession of 
that contrast which' heightens without 
overcharging the coiourmg of charac¬ 
ter, and renders it in a supreme degree 
natural and interesting. 

A more advanced state of civilization 
and science is, perhaps, the sole advan¬ 
tage which the modern possesses over 
the ancient drama ; for so far as genius 
is concerned, the cousislency nnd pccti- 
Fiaritics of the many simple and striking 
pbaraclers which the ancieots have ex- 


Kn-ciish have eclipsed the ancients in the 
speriinens tliey have afforded of drama¬ 
tic imitation.’ In n.itire humour and 
ex({uisite comic pictures of life, Mo- 
licre, >pcrhaj>s, stands at the head of 
tile poets of his own country. In giving 
decorum to his scene, and, at the same 
lime, all the charms of wit and sensibi¬ 
lity, he i.s certainly unrivalled. Atfecta- 
tion, hypocrisy, vanity, and folly, he has 
sacces.sfaHy held up to public derision, 
and has shamed his audience into the 
actpiisition and display of the opposite 
virtues. (Without qiiaiiilncss or conceit, 
his delineations are natqfal and livelr. 
By the dexterous management of little ’ 
picturesque circumstances, he heightens 
the oddity of character, and thereby eli¬ 
cits native humour more happily than 
by a series bf ifiore dignified sentiment 
and incident. In all the productions of 
the comic drama, are there any, for 
originality of humour and richness of 
colouriil^, to be compared with the 
rfeare, the Tartuffe, and Femmea S^- 
vantea, of this iwimitablc poet? With 
the advantt^e of equal, and perhaps 
superior genius, the F.aglish drama is 
inferior in the observance of decorum, 
decency, and virtue. Congreve, pre¬ 
eminent fur repartee, and cvenjnst 
imitatiuu of nature, is, at the same 
time, reprehensible for loose sentiment, 
and a libertinisifi wicompatiblc with the 
principles uf-decorum and virtne. But 
if wit be sported at the expense of deli¬ 
cacy, and the archness of the allnsiots 
be thought a snfiicicnt apology its 
moral turpitude, then the' sensibility 
so friendly to virtue becomes less keen,, 
anti immoral' sentiments, set olT by 
nieritricious embellishment, will not 
ofiund as they did_ before the purity 
of the mind ^me in contact with sacq 
coni antination. 

• Vaubrugb, Otbber, and /arqohar, if 
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mferior ‘ir vk, tre not^ in «ome of their 
pieces. e(|uaily reprehensible in princi¬ 
ple ; and the Journey to LoiukjUi the 
.Suspicious Husband, and the Trip to 
the Jubilee, will always remain spe- 
erraeus of that j'ciiteel comedy which, 
without olfeiidinv virtue, knows howto 
please by its vivacity and humour, ex- 
4|uisitely displayed in a rich variety 
of character, strongly marked, and con- 
aistently supported. With tiic exception 
of Hanger, the Suspicious Husband is, 
perhaps, the most perfect comedy tliat 
was ever exhibited. To huniusr, va¬ 
riety, and eonlrcisl of rharartcr, th(r6 
are siipcraddcd a succession ofsnch bril¬ 
liant incidents and re|)artce as to render 
the whole a melange of cx(|nisitc grati- 
, iicsition. Hanger has the. address to 
make his vicc.s the foils of his virtues; 
uid becomes dangcTous in proportion 
to his power of coinmiinirating plea¬ 
sure. In other respects tliis cliaracter 
is uncxecptioii.'ihicy and coalesce.s with 
the general style u;f fascinating and 
innocent raaiiuers which adorn the 
piece. < 

The comedies of Sir Richard Steele, 
arc not of the first water; and we liyik 
in vain for vivaeffy, wit, and^ humour, 
amidst a formal declamation, deticiciit, 
in character and spirit. His Conscious 
Lovers, however, from.its tender and 
iutercsting situations and seiilimental 
cast, has fascinated public attention, 
aud if not for its humour\ at least for its 
pathoKt is entitled to commendalion. 
The early efforts of oiir comic muse 
were more vigorous aud happy, when 
Shakspeare aud Jonson, in rici..-st co- 
loiii'iiig, exhibited brilliant traits of cha¬ 
racter and manners. ^ Creative genius 
distiitguished the one, and a v^ell-iii- 
forincd judgment the other; the forincr 
is reprehensible for imieli irregularity, 
and the latter for a incchanicat forma¬ 
lity, which, under theepitlif' rccherchi^ 
the French assign to a style that is 
forced anti afl'ecteil. If iieaumonl and 
^Jfletcbcr display faiiejf oiul invention, 
it U oQien at the ovneiise of probable 
iiicid^lt and natural delineation of cha- 
ractet*; while, at the sapie time, there is 
a grassiircle in tlie management of 
alltuion that is destructive of its grace 
aud beauty. A more refined polish has 
sjuniifipd us for disccriting and enjoying 
superior elegance, and these exhihitions 
are now cx|Morlcd as obsolete and unin¬ 
teresting. Were tfic execution in the 
most masterly style, the inatiners de¬ 
picted arc long since eyancsccut, aud 


want the charm of cx'rstbg mfluenre t» 
fttaeh us to their represenlation. 'The 
rxiHing made is always the standard of 
iirbankv; deviations from it will al¬ 
ways oifend. it is to bereniarked, that 
riautus appears to u.s with less of the 
rust of antiquity ttraii he did to the age 
iof Augustus, because a refinement wliicli 
was then strungljf felt is now evanescent, 
and any departure from it is not, there¬ 
fore, so easily recognised. Shakspeare, 
who drew inure from general than local 
nature, i.s the poet of all a«;cs; and the 
wit and humour of Falstaii are relished 
as niiieli at present as they were when 
they were first exhibited. The Kestu- 
ratiun forms an era in our comedy not 
very favourable to it.s character, either 
upon mural or critical principles. The 
licentious maimers of the court iieccssa- 
riiy averted tliis species of compusitruii, 
aud the accoiiiplislicd rake occupied the 
stage from the reign of Charles 11. 
to very nearly the rommencement of 
liie present. How intfrh the lulmiration 
of a sprightly dcbndchec was calculated 
to sand ify and refine public maimers, is 
easy to conceive} and foreigners, who 
arc better Judges of this cifcct than 
oiirsehes, have noticed the want of 
bienniance on the English stage, and 
the inipyoral tendency of our comic 
pieces, which give to vice iJie charms 
of aii attraction that diminish or extin¬ 
guish the virtuous indignation it should 
always inspire, ^he eurriiption of man¬ 
ners in the capital is, by French writers, 
imputed to the licentious*character of 
our comedy, which, unlike that of any 
other country ,confutinds v icc and gayely, 
niitl admits of iiidelirary if set off with 
the decoration of wit and the sprightli- 
ncss of repartee. Dry den led the w ay, 
luul like another Helen fired another 
Troy. He attempted to embellish, by 
the fascination of his poetry, tiiis 
fashionable licentiousness, but, happily 
fur the interests of virtue, he has not 
been successful. Dr. Joliiisoii has pro¬ 
nounced his comedy to be devoid of 
original humour or peculiarity of cha¬ 
racter, nicely distinguished, and dili¬ 
gently pursued ; and any mirth it ex¬ 
cites will be fmnid to arise from in¬ 
cidents and circumstances, artifices and 
surprises, and from jests of action rather 
than senliinent. .sic John Vanbrugh, ' 
with sjiirit, wit, and case, is liigiily een- 
siirahle fur want of delicacy; and his 
I’rovoked VVife and Relapse have such 
immoral tendency as should explode 
them from the stage fur ever. Thu 
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fnticncttcy of Famuliar is not fw> {fross 
»s tiial of Vanbriiifti, lint,, wjth ail hiil 
rase aiul vi.'f ciniifm, lie has ciMiugh «f 
to reiulpr several of his pieres very 
vxrcpMoiiable; tuiil it is only by sueli 
roniiriirison that be is tolerable. ' It 
is tins abaudoniuent of decorum that 
has induced'M. IMdcgot to represent 
the comedy nans ma-urs et suns 

snout, and to have uxciti'd in J.ord 
Kaiiiies' an indignant disapprobation of 
what he considered to be injurious to 
the interests of virtue-and tholionourof 
bis cuniitry. 'I’bis Ikentions strain of 
our comedy has ^ivcii place to a purer 
-tiiid inure correct inaniKa', in imitation 
of the French la comedle liinnoj/aftlf, 
or tender and sentimental cmnedy. -I.'r. 
lllair iias justly observed, tliat this h|H'- 
cies of comedy is not jiovfl. iijuce 
Terence, in imitation of Menander, cul¬ 
tivated it with success; and will not 
sentimental and pathetic exhibition, 
ori^inatiiivin important and Mell-no\eii 
incident, always afl'ect ? 

'flic production of mirth is not, cer¬ 
tainty, the sole result of coined} ; if it 
sierc, its incessant recurrence would be¬ 
come insipid, and something, more so 
leiim would lx* wauled to {^ive a zest 
even to what is, in its own nature, 
ainusinv and sportive. Jleme, accorJ- 
Hig to Horace, ilie necessity of [liendiii" 
the uUle '.vitli t!ic (liilre; and, to carry 
the principle higher, pain ilvlf si'eiiis 
hirestiiry to give to pleasure' its most 
porgiiaiit eliar^ii. .No gomS, tiowever, 
IS perfectly pure and iiiiMiixed; and 
iiiich is the imperfection of ear nature, 
or the original constitution of thingij^ 
that conlrariet} is luc result of cv- 
ircRies: ami tlial to obtain one spe¬ 
cies of excellence, anutlier must be 
omitted or sacrificed. A superlative 
degree of beauty is ineonipalibitt with 
Miblimity ; iniineiise tenacity of um- 
iiiory 'with brilliancy of imagination ; 
propriety vvilli humour; an;l,.agrceahiy 
to this predoininaut principle, the ac- 
vjiiisilion of decorum to the existing 
drama is at the expense of wit, spirit, 
and fancy. Our later pieces arc so tame, 
Hat, and jvjuue, as Hot to have one 
distinguishing iiigredieul of coiulc com¬ 
position ; and }ct tiicrc is no deai-lh 
of originals in vice or folly; but the 
oyc in a fine phrenzy roliing is wanted 
to paint them. Europe has been eon- 
sudsed with hostility, and ideas of^ag- 
grandiseinciit or setf-prcscivation have 
aiilsorbed public feeling and atleiitieu, 
to the exclusion of every thing con¬ 


nected with the imifatihn of flic ludi¬ 
crous, the ridiculous, and the dporlive 
in iiianiiers. The glewin of empire 
must extend its >nadc to all the iiui- 
lative arts; the sound oi the trumpet, 
and not the syniphoiiy of the violin, 
bt'cpmcs the tented ficlu ; and the image 
• of Mars, and not of Wiiiis and the 
(•races, will be every where exhibited.^ 
Of our later comedies, those anterior t<» 
the French revolution possess greater 
comic exrdleace than any that bnv9

Hut betneen 
Bueh opposite extremes is there not an 
adiowabie medium, wiiere pathos and 
wit, humour and sentiment, may hap* 
piiy coalesce, and be susceptibitl of ti^ 
must encbanting*exhibitioir that Ctm 
gratify the taste and fancy of a culti¬ 
vated mind? ThU medium is the sphere 
in which polite life moves; and why 
aJiis charming aspect of it should uot be 
caught by the comic pencil, and exhi¬ 
bited ill appropriate adouring, I am at 
a'loss to (Iiscovcr; and 1 shall not hesi¬ 
tate to scout that fastidious criticism 
which would exclude such a refined spe¬ 
cies of entertainment from the court of 
'jrhalia. Voltaire is decidedly in lavoitr 
of this innovation; and I ikve eluci¬ 
dated the principle upon which his au¬ 
thority ana the jiracLice it sanefionsrare 
fdunded. It is a proi^’ of high and ge¬ 
nuine refinciiv'nl, when the public taste 
is so correct as to reject indelicate senti¬ 
ment, notwithstanding the biaiulish- 
luent of its decoration; and the prcsiMit 
Bge has a claim to this lionotirablc dis¬ 
tinction, when pieces'witfi the merit 
of originality, or an attractive varnish 
wbidi gives them the appearance of 
such, are, discarded for tlicir jmmoral 
tendency^'as is the case in ttib Monk 
of Lewis,' and in the once admired 
sketches of the bhaudean pencil, which 
have at last excited the reprobation 
to which they are entitled.

'uprightly without afTectation, and ele¬ 
gant without eiaboratiop i maintaining 
a respectable distance .from gross or 
mean expression, but with appropriate 
selection, employing, at tlic same lime, 
a familiarity of phrase th'at will at once 
^tve ease and dignity to conversation, • 


and, .while it pleases with its simplicity, 
swill also charm with its oriiameut. 
tWfaen this elegant medium of style is 
^attained in our English comedy, it is 
cxduisitc; but the extremes are more 
frequently exhibited, and produce the 
disgust that isattcndant on incongruity. 

0 Our latest piccq,s discover none of the 
charms of easy, genteel, and unafl'ectcd 
dialogue; but flippancy and pertness, 
with an aflectedaiid mispliu'cd wit, bor. 
dering on dullness and iorina.lity, seem 
to be the rage; and, till more ^evated 
genius and more propitious limes con¬ 
spire in producing a reiima^on of our

To the Editor of the European Magasine. 

SIR, 

fjpiHE bill of mortality being jnst 
^ published of the numbers buried 
in this great metropolis^ and iu envi¬ 
ron^ and these bills being freqnently 
criticised upon in the public prints, and 
dissertatious, &g. o;ritten upon tbeir 
uses and defects; and having observed a 
letter in your Magazine a few niontlis 
since, signed J. M. very much to the 
purpose of inculcating some regulations 
to amend the deficiencies; and having 
been near forty years employed in re¬ 
ceiving the returns of a populous pa- 
rbh, 1 hope the representations of ex¬ 
perience will not be unacceptable to 
the public, and especiftUy to those who 
turn their minds to political arithmetic, 
to compose scries ot tables fonnded up¬ 
on facts incontruvertibie in the mam 
part, where the parties employed have 
a desire and wish to be correct in the 
returns or reports made to Uieio. 

The first observation 1 shall make 
for troubling you is a fact stated in the 
letter alluded to, that more than 8,000 
persons, which is a third part of the 
totals of the bill of mortality, cannot be 
returned, as things now stand ; and this 
induced me to send^ou a bill df morta¬ 
lity for tbc parish of $t. Leonard, iihore- 
stitd), collected daily, by the returns or 
repoiis of swoaa SeABcncRr, in the 
parish aforesaid; and I can assure Bie

as to the numbert. 

The second is, that by this bill it 
appears, that 1681 persons have died in 
the parish of the disorders abd casual¬ 
ties stated, and that 751 onlv have 
come to account in tbe geoeral bill.

The third, that this account, which is 
.ui* fhr bis information,

Tbe fourth, that churchwardens are 
swum, in the due discharge of their 
oflSce,' to make returns of tbe state

The fifth is, that there are a great 
manv grounds from whence the taum- 
, hers cannot be collected; owing to ibere 
being no one according to tbe 

old law and usage, to make such re* 
turns, or to keep regularity! 

The sixth is, that such complete re¬ 
turns might be had, as the privilege 
of lhe_ dean of the Arches to procure 
them is reserved to him by parlia¬ 
ment. 

The seventh, that the itight Hon. 
the Lord Mayor of London is, by the 
charter ofihe company of Parisjl Clerks, 
constituted and enjoined to see the 
returns Iruly made, and for that pur¬ 
pose has a book numerically filiea up 
lie mdauscript scut tq him weekly, be¬ 
fore the printdB bill is pubbshed. 

1 have conferred wll» several magis¬ 
trates on tbe subject, who were of opi¬ 
nion, that a correct account was mu^ 
t6 be desired; and some said, the ding 
seemed fii jts iiature so reasonable, that 
it ought not to be opposed.

Theocritus .supplied Virgil with a 
subject for his eighth pastoral, his elaiin 
to invention cannot he dcfe^yled: but, 
notwithstanding the detraction of praise 
in this particular, the poem isju-sily va¬ 
lued for its elegant db,jday ot sujicrsii- 
lious rites and magical uieantations; 
and if it cannot be ranked among the 
most beautiful of the eclogues, it i.s un¬ 
doubtedly Ine most useful. 

If wc were to form a notion of the 
ninth from the description of i)r. Julin- 
aon, without buving jierused the origi¬ 
nal, ^0 sliould be iuclined to treat it 
with little less than contempt. Wc are 
told, that it is scarcely possible to disco¬ 
ver its design or tendency, and that the

Indeed, the subjects of 
pastoral poetry are capable of so little 
variety, that it was alino.sl iiiipossihle 
for Virgil, whose taste and judgment 
were so iiirely formed on the models of 
the ancients, to .sefeet any topics which ' 
had not engaged the attention of his 
pr''deee,ssors; nor was it ever consi-

however partial he otherwise may be 
to the honour of his country, except 
the late Dr. Henry, who, upon a bare 
simpositiou that a promiscuous manner 
of living may not produce a promis¬ 
cuous intercourse of the sexes, and 
tlic case of CJrlismanduo, Queen of 
the Brigantines, being deiven out bf 
her kingdom for her infidelity to her 
husband, cuiicludcs, that the laws of 
matrimony appear to have been held 
sacred, and the violators of them as 
odious amongst tfie ancient Britons 
as among the Germans and other na¬ 
tions. 

But Dr. Henry, in giving this solitary 
instance of the‘ancient British people 
rcseuting the infidelity of Cartisman- 
dna, should have likewise given us the 
many concurrent reasons which deter¬ 
mined her subjects to make her this 

{ lar^'eufar obj^ of thdr detestation: 
leside ’bis, the character df the royal 
family required a particular. law in re¬ 
spect to themselves, to ascertain the 
right heirs to the throne. 

Cartismaudua, Queen of the Brigan¬ 
tines, was marrM to Venutius, a pnnee 
of great honour and integrity; but who, 
forgetting what she owed to her otin 
station, as well as her country, sho 
first bftrayod Caractacus to the Ro- 





'tfiiifN, to adom'thse triaih;^ “of fee 
KTnperor Clamfius, and thefi'dit^^ed 
iifcr own hiDiband by marf^titg^ Velto- 
eatUi) (a trnrtipcter x>f Ihe ma'i^hdlo)* 
and conferred on him (b^'^ the' aniirfence 
of the Kotnam) the kingdom of the 
Brigantines. 

' So odions and d^|r<iding an actionlis 
this, no doubt, roused bcranbjects to an 
insurrection, who, led by hter injured 
liusband, routed her in many battles, 
and, in the end, compel!^ her to fly 
the kingdom. 

Bnt snrely (he above single instance,^ 
and that in the royal line, can he no 
proof against the general custom't os 
we have the authorities of Cmsar, Dio, 
and other respectable ancient writers, 
** that the Briton* enjoyed' a eornmnnily 
of wives amongst certain numbers, anil 
by common consent of all." 

Sir William Temple, who has written 
a very elegant introduction to the His¬ 
tory of England, describes this ancient 
usage of OUT ancestors in the folloVing 
words 

** One custom there was amongst the 
Britons which seems peouliar to them* 
selves, and not found in the stories of 
any other nations, cither civil or barba* 
roust which was, a society of wives 
among certain numbers of men, and 
■by corainoti consent. Every man mar* 
ried a single woman, who was always 
after, and alone, esteemed his wife; 
but it was usual for &ve or six, ten or 
twelve, or more, either brother* or 
friends, feny could agree, to have all 
their wives in common; love encoun¬ 
ters happening amongst them, as they 
were invited by desire or favoiircff by 
opportunity. Every wonian^s chiblrcn 
were attributed to him who had married 
her; but all had a share in the care and 
deftaice of the whole society, since no 
iQoh knew which were bis own. 

'** Though this eastern,*' continues Sir 
Wiliiam Temple, “ be allM^ as a tes¬ 
timony howsavage and baTbarous a peo¬ 
ple the Britons were, I know not why it 
libonkl appear more extravagant than 
the community ofwomeu in some o^her 
countries; the dcAowerkig ufvirginsby 
the priest the first night of their mar¬ 
riage t* the unlimited miinher of wives

conversation between the Endiplfiehi ^uRa 
and thtf wife of Argentocoxius, aErttbh 
prince; in which the empress, haying 
upbraided the British ladies with 'tne 
barbarity of* this promiscttons inter¬ 
course, the other (wpo kndw the fe- 
trigiies of the Boman cotirt perfeeHy 
well) matde her the following refifj 
•-which, if it does not jtirtfff the cus¬ 
tom, at least fulfy proves the etUtenke 
of it. * * ’ ' ,

Children, 

As the women^ amorigst Hre 
Britons were gen'ei^ly .of robdit' afid 
boaithy constitutions, and ted stl]^|dib 
and rural lives, they are sa3d fo hbVd 
brou^t forth their cbiMired wiHr l^tdt 
pain or danger, and often withont ai^ 
assistance, pr interruption to their bpMh 
ness.

Drete of the ancient Britons. 

We have already stated, from the 
best aatborities, that the ancient in- 
jltoilants of .thi* island went naked, 
or idaaost naked, imretod psctiallywith 
t^idtbis of beasUMluei^ loosely from 
tolirilnnM«r*ortwiidlll^l^^ tbe waist; 
lb but tbe greatest, park of tbffir bodies 
were bare, and exposed to the injuries 
of the father. .All that was thus ex- 
r painted hiucf and this last 
. vw universal aipiHlgit tocin, 
with n viow to stirike terror into 
. ^ enemies, or to defend tbe poem of 
Jdbf^sfcia fimm toe.indeinency .of the 
w^her. 

Dress of the ancient British Icemen, d’^. 

Whilst both sexes.bail no nlhor {pr- 
pentsbnt tbe skins of wU4 beniiti».the 


• dlstwctioii fonid not be: very great ( 
but vtiben they began'to odd to their 

toe distinction beenme more coit- 
spicuouB and though we hare no very 
particular'dresses of the British women 
described, yet what Tacitus says Of the 
dificrencfr between the dresies^of the 
sCixesamourat the ancieat Germans |aay, 
with very kw exceptions, be applied to 
the Britons at this period. 

“ The difference of the dresses Of the. 
sexes is liot very great, and consists 
chiefly of this«>that the women make 
more nse of linen than the men, and 
' that the sleeves of Ibeir tunics do not 
reach to their waists, but leave their 
arms bare, and also some jpart of their 
bosoms.” -This tunic, which was woru 
bv the British women, wm plaited in 
the under part, nnd descended much 
lower toan that of the men, probably 
below the knee: and this account is 
confirmed by the following description, 
given by Dio, of the dress of our 
moas British heroine. Boapicea. She 
wore a tunic of various colours, long 
and plaited, over which slie had a large 
and thick mantle, composed of the skins 
of animatif. This was her common dres.s, 
which she wore at all times; but on 
this occasion, says the same historian, 
” she held a spear in her hand.” 

The women, too, had the sole ms- 
nagetnent of the domestic affkirs, tlie 
men being constantly employed either 
in war or huutjjig: and even when 
they were not so engaged, they were 
too proud for labour; for l^hat Tacitus 
says of the ancient Germans might, 
with equal truth, have been said, of 
tlick' contemporariesin Britain: Those 
who are bravest and most warlike ss- 
raongst them never do any.work, or 
mind any-husiness; but when they me 
not engaged in war or hunting, spmd 
their vtoole time in feasting and jouity, 
committing the ntaiiagcmcnt of their 
bouses, bods, and all other affairs of 
business, to their women, old men, and 
children.” 

• It is observable, bptb amongst the 
men mi women, that the same dresses 
which toty wore by day served them 
for a cpyering th their beds by night. 
They likewise laid toe skins of .animals 
under them in .thebr beds, long aflex 
they had left o^^wCarkig them as man¬ 
tles or girdles; 

The Boman conquest,however, made 
a considerable and rapid change in the 
dress and clothing of our ancestors, m 
in every thing else; as we learn, from

If it be af- 
brined a pronoun, because, answering 
its designation, it‘demonstrates, wo may 
with equal propriety conclude, that aii 
adverb is an adjective, because it is com¬ 
pared. Again, it is evideut, from the 
examples adduced, and even from the 
detiuitii-ii itself, that demunstfatioii, or 
the power of pointing out, is a constitu¬ 
ent property of the article. Tbe essence 
of a pronoun consists in its being used 
instead of a noun, &c. and cieiiion- 
sl ration can be but an abstract qua¬ 
lity confined to some of tliem. Without, 
therefore, assuming that to be a fact, 
which ciifi'ics its fallacy on liic face of 
it, w'c cannot attribute io it any sc- 
cotulary qualities. 

The meaning and relation of words 
vary so much, according to their dispo¬ 
sition in a sentence, tliat accurate deci¬ 
sions cannot, perliaps, abvay.s he in.ade ; 
but liow may an acccplulion like this be 
defended, whereby a word wliieh is, in 
point of fact, an article, is received us a 
pronoun ;

( 'ION fEMPLATING the awful sub- 
J jert upon its broadest principle,, 
there is no other part of the globe wliirh 
has so fully demonstrated the mutabi¬ 
lity of bii-man aiFairs, and Uie ciTcct of 
time operating upon kingdoms < and 
countries, as that geographical division 
of it deiioininatiTd Apkica. This, the 
third (jiisirter of the world, once was 
/.‘luiucui Alt the possession of opiilcuce 
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ifhc most, immense, power the most for¬ 
midable, and commerce the most exten¬ 
sive. ito well is iks history knowm, tliat 
SVC scarcely need loenlioU'the kingdoms 
of KovH+and F.thiopia, or tlie stale of 
Cartitave, as instances of the trnih c)t' 
our prpftosiiioii; though they certainly 
may, with propriety, be drawn forth as 
e.vnmplesofthe alt\L‘.tiens which powA- 
and wealth offered to the cupidity of 
barbarous aations, and of the vicissi¬ 
tudes w'hich for aseriis of ages o^rated 
to the destruction of a people who had 
long coiMtdcwd inordinate and un¬ 
bounded acquisition as lliegrect,est good, 
'and universal domination as the greatest 
happiness, entailed upon mortality. 

What are the Africans now? After the 
‘Vnndalie irruption, the Turks nearly 
-completed what tdicKoinanshad begun, 
and the Africans are now in a state of 
far greater degnulation tbaA HhS inha- 
'bilaiilsufany oLlierquarler of Ibeglube. 
i'lieir countries returacd, iu many in¬ 
stances, to their original state, their ci¬ 
ties and towns destroyed, aiul no tiviccs 
■of' their former grandeur or of their 
former civilization apparent, hnt those 
tiiat may be found in their august ves¬ 
tiges of antiquity, which may still be 
,eonlemplated with amazenicnt, and 
which, if contrasted with the pre.sent 
buildings of those people, not only af¬ 
ford an iirchit' dural bnl a mural lesson. 

Impressed with the sublime idea of 
•rescuing this quarter of the world from 
the oblivion into wiiit;^) it.has relapsed, 
a society was, about the year 1788, form¬ 
ed, for the prirpuses of affording encou¬ 
ragement to adventurers, to explore its 
interior. Willi the hazardous, and in 
-some inslancos talal expeditions of sfiJr. 
J.vnvAan, Mr. I.ocas, Mr. Muxt.o 
I'vRK. and Mr. llonN'K-WAiv, the pub¬ 
lic is well ac(|u:iii!ted. Theyauthor of 
this work, Mr. Joskimi Connv, stimu¬ 
lated by the same ideas, and feeling the 
e<aiiieeiithi!lsia.sin (for a crrtaiii degree of 
cutliiisiasm must o|H:ratc to induce .such 
hazardous inidertaking.s}, has added liis 
Tcmarks, which areinneefl in a great de¬ 
gree novel, to tho.se that havcpreccdcjl, 
and prodinvd a volume which is nut 
only valnalt.'c for the iuformatinn it con¬ 
tains, bu) admirable fur the elegaucc 
of its elucidations. 

These wc sliall notice as wc proceed, 
blit at prcfCnt iiiiist not siiflcr their 
beauty to attract oiSr eyes from the 
pages which they adorn, and lliereforc 
'^'»aII bf’gin our part iciilar obs'Tv ations on 
ithe work with aii extract from its preface. 


“ Africa,” says Mr. C. unqucslionjihly 
luenuingfflodern Africa, "is acoimtry hitlierto 
hill liitlu known ; those in general who have 
visits it have been eiiliur Inadequate lo 
research, or liave been absorlied^iii the im¬ 
mediate atbiiiiment of gain. Moreover, the 
European traveller in lliat country bits to 
cuiiteiid with tlie combined influence of fltfe 
native jealousy of its inhabitants, their heVe- 
ditary barbaronn obstinate ferocity, 
above all, an uncongenial climate. To sur^- 
-moiint-tbesediflioiiliivs, commerce is the most 
certain medium to inspire its cliiefs and nt* 
tiyea with confldeiice, and to obtain a facility 
of intercourse with the interior coupti^,$aoc« 
lionei^by that puniiit, 1 have been i‘ayopr.e4 
•i^vi|h information from a large circle of native 
chiefs and tribes, relative to tlimr customs, 
their habits, localities, predilections, and 'tbe 
existing slate of society.” 

These are the subjects which ot|r au- 
dhor details and observes upon in the 
subsequent pages. The first chapter 
contains his remarks from the peri^ of 
his embarkation at St. HcIch’s, to bis 
arrival at Sierra Leone, sketches of the 
land discovered in the passage, frip. By 
this we find that he sailed the 9th of 
March,iy the shipThames; tbatthehigh 
land of Sierra Leone appeared in view 
on the; evening of the 6th of April fol- 
hftving, and J.hat they steered their 
course for the river. 

“ t pon entering Ihe bay," he observes. 

“ the eye is ailraL'lcd t»y lui evtensive river, 
cu-ciimscribed by tlie' forrgoms; oullinc'* 
(thill IS, ^ui-lofty toirst-clad iiiuniiiama and 
hills), “ auq] L-vWiiiiting upon i(s Imnks ann.s- 
seiiiblage ot lliii produciioii.s of nature vcge- 
t.Wiiig III tlieir iiiitixe pitrjtv, ^'his view is 
aiiiiniitcil by the prospect oi llin euiunv of 
Sierru Liyuie, aiui llie nmis of vesseU'nnd 
criiil wfiieli loiniiieicc, aiici a sate anrhor.'ige, 
encourage lo as.seiutile before ii, and bv im- 
nuTuiis iisiives paddling with groat cicxteriiy 
ill tlicir cHiiue.')." 

In this chapter Mr. C. praises the 
dexterity of the African arli.sau.s, cad 
includes a nicturesque delineation of 
Cape PalniJIs. 

The colony of Sierra Lootievlic states 
in the 2d chapter, wase.slablished by the 
:U»t Geo. 111. in.i’t^position to the slave 
trade, and forthqpurpo.se ofcnconraging 
more »///|Ura/aa{nine> ce, and introdiicing 
fiviliziition among Ihe natives of Africa, 
The FTcnc'h had befbro had the same iii- 
fci'.tionsi and we think thati perhaps 
near half a century ago, the 5 «b,- liri.e 
inspected the same place with a view to 
the same purpostw. 

" To the soulliw^rd of Ctipo Sierra T,«aiie, 
aud in about i) degrees a •illieru liituud 
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JMr. C. obsrrvf>.s " lie llie isiandn qf Jlanana, 
in a direction trom cast to west.*' 

These, hettAl es, were it praetkabie to 
reconcile the differences which at pre- 
sen) exist between the two chiefs. King 
CauiaBK and King CtEvci-ANo, would 
Tninke most excellent depots to any esta* 
bUshtneut whicii govern ment might form 
upon this part of the coast, lit the 
view of bierra Leone the Bananas ap¬ 
pear i and this chapter is also enriched 
with another Plate, of the island of 
Goreei which, although a small settle¬ 
ment, not consisting of more thxn be¬ 
tween tCiree and fopr thousand inhahir*' 
taats, is a very considerable mart for 
•laves, from which the annual exporta¬ 
tion i^ stated to be about two thousand. 

From this place the author makes an 
excursion to the main land, and .visits 
King Marraboo. The palace and ap¬ 
pendages of this monarch are not cal¬ 
culated to give ITS a very elevated idea 
of the present slate of African royalty. 

" l/pon inquiry, I found,” saifh Mr. C. 

“ that Murrnboo, had been./efi>/im,pt, or high 
priest, to Daniel, king of Cayor, a very 
powerful cliief, bordering iipqn llir Senegal, 
and that he had contrii-ed to gam dver Co 
his intpre.»t a niimht r of adherents who in 
process of time hi^camc formidable-, and look 
possession of lhat part of the country towaids 
Cape-Verd: to slie'-.glhen tlieir posilion, 
Alarrahoo caused a wall to be erected eoip- 
nienonig from the sen shore and f>xtendnig 
towartfs the Cape, winch ii; (hr esiinialKiii 
of the nulives, in consequence of Ins sacer¬ 
dotal otiice, was rendered invulnerable ; the 
Jiypocnrioai priest well knew the natural dis- 
posirioii of his countrymen, aiid^j.' cifect 
Ins mnreisnis would produce on their mind : 
winch operated so efFcctnally, that when his 
army was beaten by the lOTwerfnl Darnel, 
they uniformly retired bcimid their exor¬ 
cised heap pi stones, wliicli in a monienl 
stopped their enemy's career, and struck 
them with .such dread that they iinniediately 
retired to their countries, leaven" their im¬ 
potent encniy in quiet posses‘-ion of his 
usurped territory. Snpermfion is a delusion 
ve#y prevalent in Africa, and its powerful in- 
fluctilte npon the liuinairniind is forcibly il- 
lustraterl by the foregoing instance.” 

{•iipera^ion i« at} engine that hn« in 
all ages OM/iii all nations been used to 
guide, eomfol, and sometimes to sub: 
vert, the passions of the people, and es¬ 
pecially in the early stages of society, 
li wdit, as an organ of delusion, as natu¬ 
rally resorted to by Numa' PompUiut as 
by Marraboo, and from the dawn of 
flordination tp the present hour, has, in 
the hands of artful iucD| been the meutaj 


]fropcnsity, which, like the soipent of 
Moses, has frequently swallowed aJUhe' 
.rest. 

The author, having an opportunity to ^ 
Return to England iu the Eugenie sloop 
of war, embarked the .3l8t of May/ 
and arrived iu Porto Praya bay in the 
kiiaiid of St. Jago J^e sd of June. 

Of thi.s place wo have a beautiful view, 
as also of the island ot Fogo, and a Plate 
containing three delineations; viz. one 
ot tile island of .St. Jago, at the distance 
of six miles, and two of the Paps of 
Cape de Vend. 

We (ind that Mr. C. arrived at Ports¬ 
mouth the 4th of A ugust, and, after per¬ 
forming quarantine, set off to Loudon. 
What were the real motives of these 
voyages does not appear, but-we also 
find him undertaking anotherwith great 
precipitation ; for he says,—• 

“ Without even time to greet my friends, 

I again left town for Poitsnioutli, lo commit 
iiiyselt to the watery clement, and revisit thp 
slioft's 1 had 80 recently left; and on the 22(1 of 
September sailed in the ship Andersoiis from 
Si. Helen’s, under coifvoy of the Arab, jiost 
sloop of war. Wc anclioied in Kunehal 
roads, island of Madeira, on Saturday the 
I2tli of October, wilbout experiencing aqy 
material event.” 

After describing Madeira, our author 
proceeds on his voyage, and arrives at 
Banco {.slaud, in the river .‘•'ierra Leone, 
which we iind is the properly of Joiiii 
and Alexander Anderson, Esquires, of 
Jiondon. .This al.su funnji the subject 
ot a view. Here lie commences lii» in¬ 
vestigation of the surrounding river, 
the adjacent country, &c. In speaking 
of Kie manners and cnstoiiis of the peo, 
pic, wc could not help smiling at the 
following period ; ** 

“ T'pttn oiir arrival at Muri-ifto's* house, 
we found him at lu:i devotions in the po/iiiar- 
house; a shed under which the natives daily, 
assemble', to pray’, or discuss public aftiiirs,* 

We should have been thankful to 
Mr. C. if he had more particularly de¬ 
scribed this and some utlier PalUver 
houses that he mentions, because we 
have read or heard of such fabricks in 
other nations, and think it would have 
been a curious speculation to have de¬ 
termined which were legis/aUve and 
which ; and also to Jiave traced 

the difference, r/aoy, existing betwixt 
them and some nearer home, Wcsliouid 
likewise have been glad to have learned . 


* Qu. Miitritbao's. 
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that the first establishment of Palaver 
houses was of African origin!'as'we 
probabtjF niigM Have traced the r^s 
emanating from them, ascending, like. 
those of the sun, from the eaet, and | 
-iflunsinating the western hemisphere. 

Wc were much pleswed with the sketch 
of !V]an(lingojnrispru\ucc. contained in ' 
this chapter, in the conclusion of which 
the author proceeds to Miffar6, and in 
the next returns to Banee island. In 
^e course of tii is div ision of the work he 
makes some general observations on the 
commerce, religion, customs, and cha¬ 
racter of the natives on the windward 
coast. He also gives us an account of 
the requisite merchandise for trade, the 
best mode of introducing natural com¬ 
merce and merchandise into AfVica, &c. 

" The nations on the windward (jpast,'* 
he states, “ arc, in general, little infftienued 
by belief in their actions. Forgiveness of 
injories, they conceive incompatible with the 
nature of man ; and a spirit of retaliation is 
very prevalent and liereclitary, descending 
in succession from father to son. They arc 
cxlremely jealous of wlutu men, designing, 
ferocions, and cowardly; but there are not¬ 
withstanding a great variety of localities cx- 
isliiig among them ; and it will be found that 
their ( liiuate and habits are closely assimi¬ 
lated.” 

Yet it does not appear that these 
violent passions and propensions are 
very frequently called into action, for, 
in a subsequent page, Mr. C. states 
that— • 

“ The negro’s,existence is almost a gra¬ 
tuitous gitt' of nature ; Ins wants are sup¬ 
plied wnliout Itibonou.s exertion, his tle.-ires 
arc gratUied witlioul restraint. Ins,soul re¬ 
mains in peaceful indolence and tranquilil^, 
and his life glides on in voliipliioiis apathy 
and trampiil calm: lie has few solicitudes or 
apprehensions, and he meets the stroke of 
fate with perfect resignation.'’ 

The national picture which the au¬ 
thor delineates, but which is much too 
long to quote, may serve, he observes, 

“ To convey an idea to the mind of the 
moral and physical state of Atrica,” that 
is, of this part of Africa, ” winch, undis- 
tur' ed hy lerocions barlmrism, fierce liOsii- 
lity, and horrid cnsioms, convey a blissful and 
li.ippy .statu of being; bat, alB.sl we must 
now lake another view, and contemplate 
those beings lu a must degrading stale, ab- 
i^orbed iq superstitious idolatfy, iiiliiiinan 
ciisiutus, anil shut out from the civil arts of 
life, and the mild principles of Clirotiauity. 
1 'heir cistnms, their hoslitities, slaverv, and 
the mode 1 have conceived necessary to en¬ 
franchise this unhappy race of men, 1 shall 
Represent in the followiag chapter; and

hapiy shall' I feel if the description excites 
the iiltentioii .and iiiterfereuce of more caps- 
cioDs minds on this subject, hit^^ting to do 
large a portion of the buiiiuu race, and tptho 
claims of liuiuanity.” 

This we should siippn.se the late sta¬ 
tute fur the abulitiuii vf the slave trada 
fully elfiscted, though that is not the 
opiuioii of Mr. C. who thinks that the 
condition of the Africans will not 
improved by a late legislative act with¬ 
out farther interference: this opinion 
he supports with reasons, which, though 
humane, and consequently specious, are, 
^tfiink, far from being practicable. 

lu the course of this disquisition be 
introduces a system of coionization ar¬ 
ranged under ten head.s, which, if capa¬ 
ble of being reduced to practice, might 
certainly in process of time diffuse ci¬ 
vilization and Christianity thi-oughont 
the utmost region of Africa.” 

In the next chapter the author ex¬ 
plains what he conceives should be the 
inode of e.stablis'micnt to make effeC'^ 
tual the operations from Cape Verd to 
Cape I’alnms. In consequence of which 
be observes— 

“J. anr persuaded there is no situation on 
the windward cuusStif Africa more calculated, 
nr more advantageously stunted than th« 
river of Sierra Leone, to influence and com- 
nmiid an enlarged purtiou of the continent of 
Africa.” 

This, a%we have hefore hinted, l|as 
for ages betsi the opinion of French 
ministers, and the conclusion of French 
iuvestigaiors, and 111 is, Lite ad venturous 
spirit of Mr. Park more clearly eluci¬ 
dated ; iflr* whether proper advantage 
will be lakun of the informatitMi which 
has been obtaiiicd«or of the plans pro- 
post'd by Mr. C. remains yet to be 
seen. 

In the course of his inquiries, our 
author embarked at Catiue island, the 
■t til of .tune, fH 06, on board a vessel 
bound ou a tradiifg voycage to tlie Kio 
Poiigo, and other rivers lo the . north¬ 
ward; and during Isis .stay in the river 
visited a number of English factories, 
where lie obtained much commercial 
and local inforinatipm He well de¬ 
scribes the countries which he inspected; 
but, however the riches and fecundity 
of Africa may 8limul<att' European na¬ 
tions to attempt to carry improvement 
into Us interior, and upon its rivers to 
tlo.’it coniinerce the must important, 
and riches iiicaiculahlc, yet we tear lh$t 
nature has in the ciiirnte plhced an iii- 
■uperabJe bar betwixt this country and 
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lh»su rej^ions—-a bar which no human 
esf-i!un:s tan iMber throw down or 
<tVetl< !»p. This is so properly slated

Counteracted in their attempts upon 
the slate, the enemius of tlr.s couutry, 
we mean llie donicslic enemies, itciv 
to attack the cucrch, which was, and 
still is, assailed on every 'side ; not, in¬ 
deed; by iIm) hold ellorls of regular 
warfare, but by an iindenniuing ^yslcni, 
in llie progress of which it apjioiirs that

aid to Peter than, fruiii the kiio'c.n 
enmity that at one time dissevered them, 
it was ever supposed he would. The 
consequence of this latent union of opi¬

It would here be to little purpose to 
inqiiiiw.'l!|ow far the chymicai and al- 
chynfli^i arts have been blended, per¬ 
haps, from the age of Tubal Cain, to 
that of the fitrat'professor of I he latter, 
because, as remenilicr that we 

are not writings tr^itlse, but a critique, 
our business is only to rejoice that such 
a separation has takeu place, and that, 
through the ronrsc of the eighteenth 
century the inqunies that were por-sticd 
were reaUp beneficial to mankind, and 
the works that were published upon 
that science rcal'i/ usciul; of which lliis 


that Wc are now contemplating, though 
the last, is far from being the least; on 
the contrary, we think, that, as it has for 
r its ob^c^ tile infusion of a new system 
I of ideas into the juvenile mind, it i^ 
' considered asan elementary work, highly 
valuable. This, indeed, was the plaa 
that first struck fthe ingenious author, 
Mr. Parkes; and, ns he explains him¬ 
self in his preface to the second edition 
far belter than we can do, our readers 
will be glad to bear what he says upon 
the subject. 

" Thongli ilie niitlior might now, perhaps, 
be justified ill omitting to stale the nioiivea 
that first induced hiui to engaco in such 
an undertaking, may neverilielc.'s be ob¬ 
served. lliat, in considering the gn at im¬ 
portance of chyniistry to the srts and nianu- 
i’actnres, it occurred to liini that u.’{ iuitiatorr 
book,* in 'wliicli simplicity was united with 
pcrspiciiily, would be an acceptable present 
to a variety of persons who have not bad lei¬ 
sure and opportiinily In study mure elaborate 
tr^i^atiscs, and ospeeiully to those parents wlio 
are notqnaln'ied by previous acquirt uibiits to 
instruct tlicir children in the clemenls of tliis 
science, tlian wliicii iliere. can be noth'iiig 
inoie essential, m wlialever line of bfe they 
may be destined to move. As an altcnqir, 
tlierefore, to supply this desideratum, the 
Cliyniicai CattcIuMU was first prepared lor 
the eye of the public; the author having it, 
at the same time, in his conteinplaiion, to 
exlnbit, in a pi.imlar form, a body of inenn- 
IroveitiMc evidence of the wisdom and be¬ 
neficence or the Ucity, in the establishment 
and iiiodifiealiofi of those iaws of uiattsT 
which arc inliniiely and l^caiilifidly varied, 
and siliosc operaiion is loo minute to be the 
object of general notice, k'or if it coaid be 
])rovcd to the satisfaction of yMth, that 
ifiiiltcr IS suhjert to a vast vari^ of laws 
vihieli cseape (.oiiniiuti observance, and that, 
in the acjnstinciit of those laws, tin^lniost 
attention, if it may be so express^, has 
been paid to our ci-nvenience and comibrt; 
such a detail, It was imagined, would tend to 
make a more indelible impression* on the 
yoiintt mind than the display of the same 
goodness in the operation ot causes which 
come under our daily notice and observa¬ 
tion.” 

With respect to the catechetical form, 
in which the author has chosen to exhi¬ 
bit his work, certainly no objection can 
be made, because it is well known thait 
it is the best mode of’conveying instruc¬ 
tion—a mode that, in the earliest pe¬ 
riods, was adopted by the fathers of 
the ciiiirch, and .wJiien, branching into 
various forms, has descended to their ‘ 
successors in all ages and nations. 

The preliminary article of tfaia work 
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Mt *' an Emaj on tb« Vtilit; of Cb]f«^ 
jnistry to the Arts and Manma«^iires; 
addressed to parents in.'the higher anfi. 
middle ratUis of lifje;” in vrbich 
author states the various advantages' 
■po be derived froin this science, as tncyl 
may I>e called intow oper^on tb'e 
heir to a landed esa^tei the cultivator 
of his own land, the practitioner of 
medicine, and the ditferent manufac¬ 
turers of iron; calico printers and 
bleachers, earthen-ware and porcelain 
manufacturers, glass-makers, tanners, 
the manufacturers of morocco leather, 
soap, candles, fermented liquors, spi¬ 
rits, the refiners of sugar, gold, and 
stiver, and a great number of others: 
in short, it appears that chymistry is 
the grand operative principle, whose 
basis IS NATOHc, whose superstructure is 
ART, which spreads through all (ftiitent, 
and which may be applied to every 
}turpose tending to the comfort, conve¬ 
nience, embeUisInnent, or even the ex¬ 
istence, of human life. • 

The first chapter of this work, “ in¬ 
troductory and miscellaneous,” begins 
with this question, 

“ Whatsis chymktr}] /” 

and, consequently, in a more detailed 
manner, explains the nature of the 
science of which the volume treats, 
and, generally, examines the different 
mo^s of operation, the dificrciit states 
of natural bodies, &c. which are more 
particularly developed «ia the succeed* 
ing. , 

The second chapter treats ** of atmo¬ 
spheric air which leads the author to 
an exp^tiation of the nature, propor¬ 
tions, and properties of the difi>n-nt 
kinds of gases, the oxygen, the nitro¬ 
gen, and the carbonic acid gas; and 
resolves into this iinporlaut inquiry, 

** How does athiosplieric air sup/^ort lije?" 

which, with the subsequent quotation, 
will, in- some degree, explain the innii- 
Dcr of executing this part of the work, 

“ By giving out iis oxygen :uid caloriL to 
tilt blood,!*

The author tlten divides combustibles 
into-two parts, the simple and,the com¬ 
pound i and, with his wonted accuracy, 
enters into a disquisition re-specting this 
part of the scienre, which involves the 
origin of light, and leads to an inquiry 
into its nature, at present, little under¬ 
stood, hut, from its .*iffinity to another 
science, exlremely curious. 

The thirteenth chapter, which is the 
last, treats ** of attraction, repulsion, 
and chyinical affinityand concludes 
with tlic following question and an¬ 
swer:— 

“ It the consideration of the unircriial pro- 
perty matter calculated to produce any 
peculiar reflections f’ 

“ The ronteniphition of this snbjcct has a 
natural teiideiiev to promote the most pro¬ 
found fl■^lln^s of^ awe and admiration; for 
the iiiiderstuiirtin^ of the,, highest intelli¬ 
gences sinks into nothing, wlieu compared 
with llic energy of that omnipotent Being, 
who had 'ni.sdom to contrive, and ability 
to vndue the matter which he had formed 
with the aslonisliiiig power of operating upon 
its fellow matter, cither in coiitaet, or when 
scpiiruted by the inliiiily of spars.

H’e have purposely, in our brief no* 
tice of the text of this work, forborne, 
except in two instances, any allusion to 
the very copious notes appended to it^ 
that vc might, in the present stage 
of our observations, give our opinions, 
that they are curious, useful, philoso¬ 
phical, elqgant, and elucidatory. They 
arise most naturally from .the. subjects 
of disquisition, and involaq puiuions of 
the sreatert professofa 9f-..coyrais(ry, 
blended witlh expcrltneota, mural re¬ 
flections, and many verybeantiful poe¬ 
tical quotations, applicable, to the ob- 
jeets of inquiry.

The piece toiiUBRnccs with a view of a 
ooiFec pliintHtiou, where slaves arc seen pass* 
tng with baskets and working tools, carrying 
'ColFci! to the mill; Sir Peevish Antique, a 
celebrated aiililqiiary, Iiaviqg visited his pos* 
.sessions in the West Indies, and arranged hia 
.nffairs, pre|ijircs to reUirii with his family to 
his residence iii*i/>iid(i;i. This be more uu.vi- 
ousl;; wishes, havuig been solicited for his 
daughter, (’oliiiiibiiic, by..Furibond (an en> 
cliaiiter), who re<<idea on the island- Co|pm* 
bine IS equally disniislrd ut his addresses; 
particularly ns she has conceived an laciina- 
'’tion fur a slave, who is a servant on-Sir 
'Peevish's estate. Being informed that the 
n’csscl is Toady to sail, he despatches the 
-sailors with his packages, and departs; the 
clown (his servant), after taking an affection- 
avc leave ot a black female who is left ui 
charge of the house, fulicMvs his master. 

Furibond, with his attendants, arc seen ad¬ 
vancing from'his castle. Being informed of 
the deparinre of Sir Peevish, he is enraged, 
dismisses his attendants, and conoults his fa- 
(ailiar, Alaltgnu, who advises him to pursue 
his mistress to klngiand, first transCwming 
luDisclf to a proper character to appear in 
that country, which he docs, to liut of an 
cxtraviiganl coxcomb; Alaligiui aUo.chunges 
himself as a lit attendant on .ins master; tlwy 
follow Sir Peevish and family. 

A slave enters with hia basket, which he 
|hruws down ; and, expressing sorrow nt tlia 
igeparture of Colunihine, throwshinisvlf dowjt

in despair.; the slave driver rebukes him for 
idleness, and strikeshini; he resents it; on 
which slaves seize and drag him towards a 
tree to, hind and punish him; trom beneath

they are terrified, and fly Tor their workinf; 
tools to<slestroy the serpent, whom thb slave, 
in gratitude, protects from their an)i^; :^ioy 
'ddpiirt with threats; the slave takes tiie ser¬ 
pent and* conceals it in his t^ket; while, he 
is agitated Ailh the fear of the return of his 
persecutort, the iqrpent is changed ipte the 
fairy Beiiigna, who, after expressing her 
’gratitude for the protection he haib given her, 
grants IHm^he choice of different cliaracler»: 
he.makes choice of Harlequin. Bring Iraiis- 
furmed into that character, and invesled with 
the magic sword, he supplicatos for the eman¬ 
cipation of his brother slavc-s, who appear in 
chains, dragged on by the driver; the liiiry 
informs Harlequin that task is not m be per- 
formed by her. Britaiiiiia appears in 
clouds, with me genius uf Britain, ftc. attend¬ 
ing, at sight of whsim the chaius full off fhe 
staves, whoiincel in ibaiikfiiliiess, and depii|ll 
. in great glee; the sli*e dfivor is plunged 111*0 
a cavern which opens to receive hun; Britan¬ 
nia and attendants, disappear; the scene is 
changed to Greenwich paik, with u view of 
.Xj0.ndon. 

The fairy informs fTarlequin that she has

ISO nights. In truth, we neither found 
nor expected that Harlequin in hia Elen 
men! equalled Mother Goaae\ for though 
some of the tricks are new, and most of 
them well contrived, yet the proceed¬ 
ings have not that kind of apparent 
motive, connection, and tendency to a 
hnal object, which gave so great a po* 
piilarity to its predecessor. The quick 
and well contrasted succession of th^ 
scenes Avas siilRcient, however, to keep 
attention alive i and though some of the 
tricks and metamorphoses were imila- 
tioDB of what we had before seen, yet 
tiie^ingeniiity of many of them extorted 
considerable applause. 

The powers of Bologna, jun. as 
le^uin, and of Grimaldi, asservaiit to Sir 
.^moroua, arc too well known to require 
any com inent. On the present occasion 
their exertions were equal to any that 
we have heretoforesecu; though (trim* 
ALDi, in Mother (rooae, will still he 
thought a sn|>erioy exhibition. Miss 
Adavb, from the Dublin theatre, was 
the Columbine', her figure is airy and 
elegant, and hesniolions full ofiiimblc- 
ncss and elasticity ; tlioiigh perhaps her 
passion for dancing was loo iinifoniily 
iiitluiged. A mong the genii, M iss M k a - 
BOWS and Miss Bristow attracted most 
noftce. To the former an opportunity 
was given to display her vocal pun exit, 
but not one that cailcd fortii the sweet¬ 
ness or the compass of hcc voice. Master 
t<>iALi.bV also had a song, to which we 
had the same objeclion : but it was en¬ 
cored. The scenery and machinery are

Tlig cunntr.Hs, touched by his misfortunes, 
and seconded by her niece Clinstina, who is 
enaiiiourcil of Sigismund, devise a variety of 
means to fiivniir his escape, and in the inenii 
blue affords him refreshment and concea!- 
ineiit, lliroiigh her trusty servant Haiiisay, 
the steward of tiie castle, lienee all tlie 
intricacies and interest of the plot arise, 
which erejudiciottsly increased to the end of 
the Irist act.

tragedy, comedy, ortragi-cumody. The 
dangers with which ^isumund is sur¬ 
rounded, always in tlie midst of his 
enemies, and always chiding i heir venge¬ 
ance, constitute the whole busincui of 
the play.

lie supported it with dignity well suited 
to the Kiifterlngs and tlie clmractiir of 
the hero; but the description of his 
iiiisforliiiies is somewhat tedious fAim 
its length.

Fvery fault, how¬ 
ever trivial, was visited with (he severest 
dtastiseincRt: he was suspended for liours 
together with a chain round his middli', and 
left swinging, in a horizontal position; he 
Stas tied up by the neck, his toes just touch¬ 
ing the deu, till he was trearly si'ranglcd; he 
was then suspended by tlie^legi, with his 
bead downwards, his fingers ends resting 
upon the hatchways, till the blood, having 
overcharged the vessels of the head and 
brain, he became iuseusible. ^gdin, he was 
exposed naked to the weatluT, and ruin|)elled, 
in the midst oif a cold rpni, to wmig out the 
swabs; and wasttinpioyed to empty the lulis 
in which the slaves deposited their filth. On 
one occasion, when he had upsetone of these 
tubs upon the deck, the captain beat him 
with a handspike, and bruised and lape- 
rated hit body in u most puiable wav; the 
blood fiowrd fropt his hc;ad and cevered his 
eliouldors.

A S we have every reason to suuppse 
tliat water was. the original oeyc- 
rage of all .nations, it follows that this 
was likewise the liquor of our anitestors.

The weather is, in general, mild and 
temperate: in summer it is \ory mode* 
fate on the higher parts of the island, 
whither the better sort ef people retire 
for the seasoo; auA in the wmter the 
mow remains there for, several dajs. 
Whilst it is i)ever known to continue 
above a day or two in the lower parts. 
The common people of this island are 
•f a tnwoy colour, and well shapeti i 
tiHM>Ch they have large foot, owing, 
patbaps, to the ^ortsiliey are eblig^ 
fut itrelimbing the craggy paths of 

tkttiihttntaiaeas country. 

Their faces are oblong i their ey.^ 
dack t iheir hair naturally fall6iu ring¬ 
lets, and begins to crisp in some indivi- 
dui^, whim may bf owing to 'uter- 
marriages with negroes: jn general (hey 
are hard featured, hu| not disagreeable. 
Their women are too frequently »1U 
favoured, apd destitute of the florid 
complexions of uortherft- ladies: they 
me small, ba%e proiquient chcekobones, 
large ket, an ungracefuk'gait, and the 
colour of the i^nnest hrimette. < The 
^ust proportion of their bodies, the fine 
form oftbeij^hands, and (heir large lively 
eyes, teem ilklome measure to compen¬ 
sate for them defects. 

The labouriBg men, in summer, wear 

J ioen trowsers, a coarse shsrt, a large 
lat, and a long doak, which they some¬ 
times carry over thmr arm. The women 
year a pelticoid, ood a short corselet, or 
jacket, doseiy fitting their shapes, which 
■ait simple, aud often uul an inelegant 
frets. 'Those that arc uunt'aincd tid

'country people qref exc^ingiy sober 
and frugal I tWmdhri, in general, con¬ 
sisting of bread and onions^ or other 
roots, and very little antmai food. Their 
ieemmon drink it water, or an infuskra 
Of the remainiog rind or slcin of the 
gnpe (after it ^ owed through the 
wine press), which, when (ernistatM, ac¬ 
quires some tartness or acidity, bnt can¬ 
not be kept very long. Thatwinq tor' 
which the island is famous, and which 
their own hands prepare, seldom, if 
ever, regales them. Their pfioeipal 
occupation is the planting and raising 
of the vines I but as that branch of 
agriculture requires little attendance, 
as the warmth of the dimnte renders 
great provision against the indemencies 
of the weather unnecessary t these cir- 
curastanccsi aud the ease with which the 
cravings of appetite arc satisfied, jmuvt 
tend to render the 'mhabitaots indofeiit, 
esphdally when not stimulated to irdos- 
try by an active government. The vine¬ 
yards are held only on an annual tenure, 
and the fanner reaps but four-tenths of 
the produce! four-tenths are paid in 
kind to the owner of the land, one- 
tenth to the king, and one-tenth tp 
the clergy. Oppressed as they are, 
however, they ha^c preserved a high 
degree ui cheerfuinessandcontentment; 
their lafiours aie commonly alleviated 
with songs, and in the evening they 
assemble froin dilTerent cottages to 
ee to tbe drowsy miif>|c of the guit- 
The inhabitants of the towns are 
lore ill-favoured tlian the country 
pewle, and often pale and lean, 

■ l^einen wear hrench dotbes, com- 
modly black, which do not seem to fit 
them, and have been in fashion in the 
polite world about half a century ago. 
Their ladies are delicate, and have 
agreeable features: bnt the eharar- 
terislic jealousy of the wen still looks 
them up, and deprives them of a hap¬ 
piness which the country people, amidst 
all their distresses, enjoy. Many of the 
better sort of people are a kind oT 
pe^to aol/tessey which we would call 
gentt;;'^ whose genealogical pride makes 
them unsociabto and ignorant, and 
causes a ridiculous affifctation of gra¬ 
vity. The landed property is in tkn 
hands of a teW ancient tamiliei, who 
live at iPuiichal, and in tbe various 
towns on tbe island. 

ModcFra consists of one large moun¬ 
tain, whose brandies rise evsty where

S articles of clay, liaie, and sand, and 
as much the same aiipearanee as some 
earths on the island of^sccnsion. From 
this circumstance, and from the ex> 
cavation on the summit of the motin*- 
tain, it is probable tliat in some remote 
period a volcano has prudored the lava 
and tile ochreous particles, and that tbe 
Fal was formerly the crater, 

M any ri v ulets and brook s descend from 
the summits in deep chasms or ^leng, 
which separate the various parts of the 
island i (he beds of the brooks are in 
some places coveted with stones of all 
ki/es, earned down from the brbns 
of the precipices by the violence of the 
winter rains or floods of inelfcd snow. 
Tbe water is conducted by Wears or 
channels throngh the vineyards, « here 
each proprietor has the use of it for a 
certain time. Plantatioiik of eddoes are 
common on this island, whose roots are 
eaten by the country people, and wliosc 
leases serve to feed the hogs. The sweet 
potatoe IS planted for tiie same purpose, 
and makes a principal grticle of diet { 
together with chestnuts, which grow in 
extensive woods on the higher parts of 
the island, where tbe vine will nof^ 
thrive. Whe^ and barley are likewise 
sown, especially in places w here the vine 
is decaying through age; but the crops 
do nut produce above three months’ 
supply, and the inhabitants are obliged 
to have recourse to other articles of 
food, besides importing considerable 
i|uantitics of provisions from North 
America in exchange fur wine. 

The great produce of Madeira is the 
wine, from which it has acquired fame 
and supiiurt. Where tbe soil, expo¬ 
sure, and supply of water will admit, 
the vine is cultivated. One or more 
walks, about a yard or two wide, in¬ 
tersect each vineyard, and are included 
bv a stone wall two feet high. Along 
these walks, which are arched over with 
laths about seveu feet high, they erect 
Wooden pillars at regular distances, to 
lupport a lattice work of bamboos, 
which «l^e down on each side of ilie 
Valk* (apt is only h foot aud a b'alf or 
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the groa^ tiMi fmawe bate 
to root out tbe wc<»4hat iwia^ijljp 
htnetig them. Iki the* tbaibft w 
vintage they hreep tindee'’thll 
work, cut evthe^MSk ilhA taf jmih 
into baskets, some euicMi cm thcei 
grapes weigh «tk poirtide Md pMHWdi 
Hipening the {^a^hsChe shtiMefar 
tributes to give the Madeira*eiaMdiil 
exeeUeat flavene aad body •tbmsjMeh 
tj^ey are so retparkable. The enelo^ 
■uref of the vineyards consist of wallt, 
aud hedges of prickly pear, pomegra¬ 
nates, myrtles, brambles, and wild coses. 
The gardens produce peaches, apricots, 
quinces, apph»,' pears; walautii, chestf . 
nuts, aud many other EurotietMfc'fnMtik 
ti^ctiicr with now and then some of the 
tropical plants, such asbaaaaas, guavas, 
and pine appt«. 

All the common domestic animals of 
Europe are likewise found at Madeira s 
aad their mutton and beef, though 
small, is %ery well tasted. Their hones 
are small, but surefooted, and with 
gre^t agility clitub the diflitult paths* 
whi^ art' the only means of commu¬ 
nication. in tne country^. They, ba^ 
no wheel carriages of any kind {-hut iu 
the towns they use a sort of dray or 
sledge, formed of two pieces of pbtnk 
joined by a cross piece, whicli'm|h« 
an acute angle Kfm'e: these are dhtfan 
by oxen# and are used to 
caskb of wine, and other heavy go^dss 
to and from the warehouses, 

Tho sSkiiftals of the feathered tribe# 
which live wild here, ar<v Wore nq- 
raeroiis than thp wild duadriipMs» 
there being pnly the common gtey 
rabbit here, as a representative of tho 
last mentioned class. Tame birds, such 
as turkeys, geese, ducks, and hens, are 
very rare, whAh is, perhaps, owing ta 
the scarcity of corg. , 

There are no snakes whatsoever ip 
Madeira* but ail ths^oouscs, vineyards, 
and gardens swarip •with lizards. Tb j 
friars of one of the convents complained

Having made these few observations, 
which the snbmcts alltiSed to elicited, 
■we now proreea to the more agreeable 
task of stilting, or rather congratulating 
Mr. J. that, through the kindness of his 
friends and patrons, hh has been abVe to 
present to the public a variety of new 
articles, some of whleharc importanti 
some extremely curious, and some v ery 
singular.

local notices dispersed in different parts 
render many oi tbe chapters, on this 
account, extremply valuable.

Iftlie discoveries of Mr. Peter Paul

yet we still think, although we dislike 
the word “ humbug,'* because it is not 
classical, that his genius may be suffi¬ 
ciently employed on the happy spot 
which* he has phosen for its exertions.

That the 
said Lieutenant-General Whitelocke, in 
making Mch an oSensivi^and unusual 
demand, temHng to exasp»atethe inha¬ 
bitants of ^cnos AjfreSf fo produce 
and encourage a spirit of resistance 
to his Majesty’s arms, to exbIod«the 
hope of ainicahle accmniBodationi and 
to increase the diflicuities of the service 
with which he was eafrusted, acted in a 
manner unhecoiniitg his dnty as an offi¬ 
cer, prejudicial to militsiy disci|ffine, 
and contrary to the articles of war. 

Second Charii^^That the said Lieir- 
tcnant-General Whitelocke, after the 
landing of the troims at Bnsanada, and 
daring the march from thpnce to the 
town of Buenos A^res, did iiot make

duct betraying great professional inca- 
l^city on the part of the said Lieute¬ 


nant-General Whitelocke, tending to 
lessen the confidence of the troops in 
the judgment of their officers, being 
derogatory to the honour of his Ma¬ 
jesty’* arms, contrary to his dnty as an 
officer, prejudicial to good order and 
military discipline, and contrary to llu: 
arti'diss of war. 

Third Charge —That the said Lieute- 
nant-GenerailWhitdorkedid not inake, 
although it wa» in his pover, any ef¬ 
fectual attempt, by his own person:il 
exrrtioir, or otlierwise, to co-operate 
with or .support the diiremil dividonv 
of the army under his roinmand, when 
engaged with the enemy in the streets 
of Bueno.* Ayre-s, on "the 5th Juh, 
1807 f whereby those troops, after ha’\- 
ing eiicountercil and siirmonnlrd aron- 
stimt und well-ifirccictf (ire, and ha\iiig 
elTertcd the purport of fiicir orders, 
were left 'nitfiont aid and support, or 
further orders; and considerahle do- 
taehinenls, under T.icutenant-l'olonel 
ITuff and Brigadier-General Craufurd, 
were llrerchy compelled to surrender; 
iiuch nmdilct on the partof Lieutenant- 
General Wliitt-locke ti'iiding to thg* de¬ 
feat and dishonour of iii.s Majesty's arms, 
to lessen the confidence of the troops in 
the shill and courago of tlicir officers, 
being unbecoming and disgraceful tA 
his character a» an officer, prejudicial 
to good order and military discipline, 
and contrary to the articles of war. 

Foarth CActfe—That the said Lieii- 
tenant-Geiiersi^hitelonke,siitiscqucntly 
to the attack upon the town of Buenos 
Ayres, and at a lime when the troops 
under his command were in pos-session 
of fwsts on each flank of the town, 
and of the prineipal arsenal with a com¬ 
munication open to the fleet, and liaving 
an eifcclive torcc of about 5,00(t ninn, 
did enter into and finally concluded a 
treaty with the enemy, , whereby he 
acknowictiges, in the punlic despatch 
of the lOtn July, 1807, that “he re¬ 
solved to forego the advantages which 
the bravery of his troops had obtained, 
and wjiich advantages had cost him 
about '2,dua men in killed, wounded, 
and prisonersand by such treaty tie 
Hnnecessarily and shamefully surren¬ 
dered all such advantages, totally eva¬ 
cuated the town of Biieiios Ayres, and 
consented to deliver, and did shamefuliy 
abandoii and dciiver up to the enemy 
the strong fortress of Monte Yidep, 
which bad been committed to his charge, 
and which, at the period of the treaty 
and abauduument, was well and suffi-

The bill for thcVegiilation of oiir commerce with the Brazils having passed in the Hbptie of 
riiiimioi.<.. we il.Mik It will gr.iiifvoiiT readers to gite them a brief acronnt of Ibc Pi»'(Mg«ese 
iluiuiinoiis III that country. To the northward ot Brazil, w^sc*i he.saiiiiost under the equator, 
tilt’ cliiimte IS hot, bnistermis, anil iniwholesurae) subject to great rains and variable t^inds. 
p.irticiiliirly' in the iiioiiili', of .March aiM September, when they liaiie such deluges of'Cairi. 
with Sturms and lomaducs, that the country is overflowed. J^iit to tlie southward, 
beyond the tropic of Capricorn, there is no part of the world enjoys a more sereno and 
wltolesuiiie uir, relrevlicd with ihc soft breezes of the occaii on one hand, and the cool breath 
of the iiioiinlaiiis on llie other The laud near tliu coast is in general rather low than high, 
but exceedingly pleasant, it beiii:; iiilt-rspcrsed with iiieudows ai^J woods; but on the we»L 
far witlim land, aie inountaiiis from w hence issue nmny noble sireams, that fall into the greet 
rivers Amazon and la Plata, others riiiining across the country truiii^eiist to west till tiny 
fall into the ^Ujuntic ocean, alter ii.eliniaiiug the laiiils which they annually overflow, 
tiirmog the sugar-mills heloiigiiig to the Poriin>ijcse, &c. 'ilic wliulccountry contains a gtvat 
deal of timber, but that which is ternieil liruzU wood is Ihcprinetpal species. 'J'his wood has 
a red colour, grow.s to 11 great iieighi ami coii^uJerable thickness, and thrives lN.'st aiiioiig the 
rockx. 'i'he flowers aru of a bright red, and have a strong agreeable aroiuatie scent. .The 
wood IS red, hard, ainl dry, and is used in dyeing ; but tlic colour which it produces is not 
the best. It u likewise used luediciiially, bnlli »s a stuiunctiie and an asirtiigeiit. [I'he palpi 
tr esof Brazil are ot live kinds; besides tvliich here are woudti of ebony, mastic, cottot.« 
trees, citron, rkc. and iii.iny others, wdncli produce admirable fruits iiinU)dls;<iii.s, luidditruse 
iinnind a must delicious fragrun.’y. Tlicru is abo the opunda, the ntitriincnl of the cochineal. 
Tilt re are iiiiiiesof gold and silver in Brazil inland to 11 great extent. There are also many 
dMiimiiil iniiies; but the diaiuonds are nor .so lirilhiint as lliusc of Hiiidoalau, being of 
a brownish obscure hue. from Portugal they used to scud out three lleets, or tlutas, 
aiiinially. boiiini to as many ports in Brazil: namely,'to Parnainbuco, in theiiorlhem part ; 
to Km Janeiro, at the southetu extrumity ; and the Baida, or the Bay of AUbauUSi tu the 
jukddle, (To beiContitiued.)

We next iind diir ) oun^ sailor at tfie 
lace of hh nativity : wncncc he enf> 
arked on board the C* htkrkt packet, 
Captain Tyler, bound to the \Vc>,t In¬ 
dies. This voyage, it appears, was pro¬ 
pitious; the packet arrived at the place 
of her destination in safely, and, in due 
course of time, returued'io i'’e/ff?otf{k, 
which was, we believe, her station. 

The tliird voyage ot Mr. Keuenswas 
less fortunate. lie silled in the .same 
vessel to J«r;/<7/6'a ; but, on iicr return 
from that island, and indeed at a period 
when there seems to have been n swet'p 
among <mr packets, the C-VRiicREr was 
taken by the French pi ivateerHRLi.nN’A, 
and carried into Passage, in Spain ; 
from whence our youug udvenlurrrVas 
marched to liunkirfc. Mertf he had the 
good fortune*lo be exchanged on the 
4th of June, 1800 ; and going on hoard 
the vessel which bad carried him from 
that place the preceding ye;ir, again 
landed at Deal, wiicnrt: iK^inarcbed to 
Falmouth. 

The fourth voyage of Mr. H. (for a 
nautical memoir ran only be a narrative 
of voyages, tlmiigh wo sliidlSioun find 
one embellished with a brilliant event) 
was taken on board the Do kg i>r Ci.a- 
hekck, Captain D^nis. With tbi.s 
officer he proceeded to the H'est In.ies. 
On his return, he w.is a tliird time cap¬ 
tured. The vessel in. which he sailed 
was taken by a Spanish orig, and car¬ 
ried into riffe,^ Here he endured a 

confinement of two inoaths; but at 
leogth ettbeting hi.s cst'upe, he-bad tlie 
good fortune to gel on board an Ame¬ 
rican vessel, bound to VAneorosta, one 
of the ('aiiiiry.lsiaiiiis I whence, in the 
same ship, he arrived at boiulon, 4ili 
May. IHOt. 

On the yth of June following, Mr. H. 
epibarkcd on board the lV.ivrr.oPG 
■cket, Captain W'ilsov. This ship was 
oimd to Jamaica, where she arrived 
on the I6th of July following, and 
remaiued a month, ‘^hort a» tnis pe- 


jtifid vias, it w»s by ipisfor- 

tunes arising from th& sickness of the 
’crew; which, alter ijuitting the Tsiand, 
prevailed to such a degree, that in the 
space of ten days they buried eight 
nieo ; a circumstance which, with the 
addition of having seven moreof tl»eir 
liands dangerously ill, oldiged llicrti to 
return to Jamaica. Oftlie.se three died; 
and the ship having, in consequence 
been retarded. auolTicr month, she at 
lopglfa^proweded (o Inland, where site 
arrivea in'Oecernber, ' 

In Jlarcli, ibO,?, Mr. H. engaged liim- 
seffas male to Captain Di-.sms, who 
timn cornraaud^l flic Dkkk ov Ki-.nt. 
with this officer he continued io the 
same cnpacily until May, 1804, wlieii 
ho was a fourth lime captured, on his 
outvvard-'bouiid voyagiE!«!and carried into 
(inadalaupe. Having re’uuined in this 
i.sl<uid three weeks, fie was eAclianged, 
and soon afier arrived at . ialigua; 
whence he embarked oirboiird IheMar^ 
.'n/r *traii.sport: and, notwillistaudiiig 
his iiaviiig, in the short course of bis 
nautical ufi*, been, as has been ob¬ 
served, foMf times made a prisoner of 
war, he, under the protection of Provi¬ 
dence, nmie in.safety to FulmotUh, in 
b'eptembor, 1801. 

On the mb of October following, be 
engaged hinistdf to Captain Button, as 
mate of the Windsoii Casilg, nod 
proceeded in her on his eighth \oy 
age to the It'est Indies, in the rapa¬ 
city of CO mmaiider. Capita ill ,^uTTti»,re- 
inaiuiiig at home, lii* the course , of 
lliis voyage. Captain Kohgiis had the 
good ruriuiie to fall in with the I'rench 
privateer .leure Itichurd. Of tiiis ac¬ 
tion, so gloriouK to him, wc have ex¬ 
tracted IherolKiwiiig au’oiiut, from the 
Luuduii Oazelle o< i)ecc-mber2(>, J.8()T;

“ Having, on nay pas*a*;c from Eng¬ 
land in the Windsor Castle pnckot, 
nith the mtcils for Barha/h>es and the 
Lecnard Islands, Iwen ^tiirked l>^ a 
Ereneh privateer within the limils of 
your station, I take the liberty of 
acquainting )ou, that ae were fortu¬ 
nate enough to capture her after a 
severe action, and arrifed with her safe 
in this bay. She was seen on the morn¬ 
ing'of the t'st of OctohiT in latitude 
iri. 5A. N. and longiliide 5K. I.'W. 
and about half past eight made all sail 
in chase of the packet, when every 
exertion was made to gel away from 
her: but finding it iin;>ossil>!e, )n'cp»- 
rations were made to make the best 
resistance we could, and iii'i'an;^emcnts 
to sink the mails if necessary. 

At noon the srhoOner ^ot within 
gnn-iliot, hoisted' French ciilours, ^md 
began her lire, which was relnnied fro-n 
the stern chase guns. This was conti- 
micd until she came near, when we 
were hailed in very opprobrious terms, 
and desired to strike the colours. On 
refusing to do so, she run alongsMe, 
grappled the packet, and attempted to 
hoard, which we repulsed by the pikes, 
with the loss of eight or ten men o.i (lie 
part of the enemy ; when the scliooner 
attemptod to get clear hy ciitl'un the 
grapplings; hut the mam-yard heing 
lorded in her ringing, site was pre¬ 
vented. (Irent exertions were ronti- 
luied on both silk's : and I ha.l occasion 
to station a part of the crew in i ltargc 
of the mails, to shift them ns < Ire^ni- 
slances r{‘<|uired, or to eiit tlieni away in 
case of our failure. Ahont three we got 
one of oiir six-ponnd earroriadei to h -nr 
upon the seiuMUicr, loaded v.illi duiibie 
giape, caniiister, and one hundred miis- 
kel-balis, which W'as tired at the mo¬ 
ment iho enemy was making a second 
desperate attempt to hoard, ami kili-d 
and wounded a great number.

A fTEH the Uomq)i8 had abandoned 
the Britons, we ha.ve already .de¬ 
scribed bow they were broken in upon 
and constantly ravaged by the Piets 
and^Scots: insomnrh as to produce that 
iiitmiltatiuglctter,intilulcd,‘*Then mans 
of the Britons," addressed to .A^'fliis, 
thrice consul of Home, Slating, ** that 
Ihe barbarians, oh one hand, chased them 
iiilo the sea; and the sea, on the other, 
threw llicm b.ack on the barbarians;" 
concluding with expressing “ the hard 
choirc they were driven to, Uiat of 
cither pcridimg by the sword or by thq 
waves." 

The Romans, however, pressed by 
the arms of Attila, had lio leisure to 
attend to the eoinpliiiiits of allies, wh<»m 
generosity alone could iiuhice to assist 
them—the Britons, therefore, us a last 
resource, sent a deputation into Git- 
inany, to invite over the Sarons to 
liieir protection and assistance. 

The i^axons had been for some tini^ 
regarded as one of the most warlike 
Iribes of Ibis tierce people, aud bad

But whilst the Romans remained 
in Britain, |hcy had auestabiidied ofiieiT 
to watch these marauders, railed,' the 
Count of the Savon Shore)" aiid^as the 
naval arts can onl\ floiirish amongst a 
civilized people, ihJjy seem to have been 
more successiiil in repe!lin« the Saxons 
than any of the oitier b,arb«rians by 
whom tiiey were invadiMl. The dis¬ 
solution of ti'.'* Ro'iiau poocr invited 
them to renew their inr<fads: apd it 
was a lucky and acrepiuli'c circimt- 
stanre, that the deputies uf the Britons 
appeared aiiiun«;.st them, and prompted 
them to undertake an enterpri/e to 
whicli tlicv of theinscircs were 
ciontly inrfinixl. 

/JcHgiKt and llarsa, lwr» brothers, 
were the first who undertook this e\pe- 
dilion into Britain ; ti.ey possessed g;real 
credit ainong;st t1ieKsi.\ons,nnd si ere ssid 
to liaie sprtin;); from H'adcii, who was 
worshipped ns a ":«)d ainonvst these na- 
tious—a circumstance which, whether 
true or false, must have added greatly 
to their celebrity as comniundcrs. These 
two brothers observing the other pro¬ 
vinces of (termuny to be occiipicd by a 
warlike and necessitous pcvule, and the 
rich provinces oT Gaul already con¬ 
quered or overrun by other German 
tribes, found it an easy matter to per- 
sOiule tlicir countrymeu to einbraci^llie 
sole ciiterprize, which {iroiuised a fa¬ 
vourable opportunity of displaying their 
valour and gratifying their avidity. 

They embarked their troops in three 
vessels, and about the year A.D- 449 
carried over sixteen hundred men, who 
landed in the Isle of Thanet,and imme- 
diately.iuorched to the defence of the 
Britons against the northern invaders. 
The Ficts and Scots were unable to 
resist the valour of those auxiliaries; 
and the Britons, applauding their own 
wisdom in calling over the Saxons, 
hoped thenceforth to enjoy peace and 
security under the poweriul protection 
of that warlike people. 

But Hengisl and Horsa perceiving, 
from their easy victory over the Scots 
and Piets, with what facility they might 
subdue the Britons tiieniselvcs, who had 
hot been able to resist these feeble iii« 


ytere. deterinlpeA, tss.

allies. They, Uicrefore, sent intelljig^^

The Britons be¬ 
gan now to cntcriain apprebtataiuns of 
their allies, whose numhei'S.they found 
coiitlniially aiigutenting, but (houghtof 
11(1 rru'tKij but pasiiiio submissioti aud 
coi.iii'aitcc. lint, even this cxpixlienC 
suim fail,''.' Ihciii. 'I Ih' Faxons sought 
a (i(^at-i-cl, by complainii’g that their 
suli'iidics Mere ill pe.id, and tbeif pro« 
visions withflfawn i and immediately 
taking ol? the inysk, they funned ap 
alliance with the I'icts and Fcots, and 
preceded to open hostilities against 
the Britons. , 

The Britisbwriters add another caiup 
which facilitated the eutranco of the 
Saxons into this island—the love with 
which rorligern, the British king, waa 
at first seizerlTor Itouiena, the daughter 
uf IJenirisi, and which that artful war. 
rior made use of to bjinrl the eyes oftho 
imprudent monarch. The same hislci| 
riaiis add, that Vortigem accepted a 
festival troin Hengist at Stonehenge, 
where three hnadred of his nobifity 
were treacbcrously slaughtered, and he 
himself detained a ca^ive. But these 
stories (Hume is .of opinion) were origi¬ 
nally invented by the Welch authors, 
in order to palliate the weak resistance 
made at first by their country men, and 
to account fur the rapid progress and 
licentious devastations of the Saxons. 

It is not within the compass and de¬ 
sign of this sketch to go, with any 
decree of detail, into the politick state 
of this country, which has been so ably 
done by many professed historians be¬ 
fore ; our aim only is, to usu this part 
as an induction to others which are l(»si

The inhabitants, tired otif, 
had Ufst'all desire of revolting frnm 
that conqueror, or restoring their inde- 
'pendeht governments—their langingo 
was very nearly the sani»*; their tiis- 
ioms^ laws.

678 ), a 'hll^ seemed raised up to his 
(leedins'lliuntry, by the particular iii- 
tei^osmfrh'of Providence,^to defend its 
rigntS and liberties, improve the age in' 
irinefi 'he'' lived, and dwti to adorn hu¬ 
manity. This Was bo less a man than 
.dffredIthi GreaL He was the fourth sun 
ofstltelWblf, king of England, arid had 
reserved the earnet part of his educa¬ 
tion nndcr the inspection of Popc'Eeo, 
fn Rone, which was at that time 2 he 
chief sodt of arts dad bsarning. Tpou 


the death of hVs cider brollict, Efhittred, 
he was called to the '''ng!i.«h threiic, of 
which, al lhal perqd^be ^ asonly nomi- 
nailyqiut in possess^/ii—the countryW- 
ing overrun bv the who governed 

with crnell} and pride. 

We must, hern unwillingly curtail the 
history of this excellent prince, to conf- 
sider him in aiuittier place of this work , 
under the character of a lawgiver t a. 
character not only highly nsefni to his 
subjects lit that day, but higlily benefi¬ 
cial to the r.uglish at presciil - as to liiiii 
wc arc indebted for many of tliosc 
whblesoihe I^s iin'l regiilations which 
now adorn the F'.iiglivli coii<-liti!lion. 

Blit though this great man restored 
the liberties and glory .of bis country, 
lie could not icavv* liis mantle behind 
him ; tiis successors for tiie ttiosl part 
careless and imb.^cile (parliej'arly tinder 
the reign of J’lIiellK'it}, the Danes re¬ 
newed llieir ravtigf's and inclusions till 
Ihep at l.isl eslnbtislied tiicir govern¬ 
ment, uiuler t'aiiuic lint fireat, 1017. 
The goverumenl continued ill his suc¬ 
cessors till t041, w|,on f t! ward the Con¬ 
fessor, oftlie 5*07.011 race, w as re.stored 
to the dominion of liis ancestors.* At 
liH death, w'hicli ha|;peiie;i January, 
106(i, lie was siiccecdetl by Harold, son 
of Earl (Jodwiii, who by his. intrignes 
and bravery obtaiiied the crown, con¬ 
trary to the wishes of KdwaiJ, and the 
oilth he liad taken to VVilliuin, Duke of 
Normandy—Hie latter, however, soon 
punished him for Ills, perfidy, by in- 
vading his kingdom the September fol¬ 
lowing, and .11 a pitched battle at once 
deprived him both of life and sove- 
rcig:ity.

At to their ideas of rewards and 
puiiisluuents, they wire conceived as 
follow .'—The place of rewards 'they 
railed Valballoy where the heroes s|)ent 
the day in martial sporis, and the 
itt fcastiii;; on the liesh of the boar, and 
driukiii;; large draughts ofk(;ur or mead 
out of Lhc skulls uft|u‘ir cneipics, whom 
they had slain in battle, presented by 
beautiful young virgins, who attended

The place of pnnishinrnt they called 
J^esHiriniy or the abode of £vil, where 
Jlti/a dwelt, whose palace was anguish, 
her lahiu faitiiiie, her waiters Kxpccla* 
fioii and Delay, the threshold of the 
door precipice, her liead leanness, 
whilst her looks strijck terror into all 
beholders. In the fioriiier of those places 
all brave and good loen, and in the 
i.'iller all cowards and bad ii.ieii, were to 
reside to the end oflhc world, wheg the 
heavens and the earil), and even the 
gods Ihciusclves, were to be consumed 
by lire. 

The moral precepts which were most 
inculcated by the Sa.voii and Daiiisli 
priests were these three—Vb wt/rship 
the gods—To do no icniMg'—aiid to fight 
braveltf in battle. To these, however, 
they added other virtues: and it will 
not be easy to find, ainuiig enmposi* 
tiops merely human, a more lieautifui 
collection of prudential and moral 
maxims, than th^se in the Uovamaely 
or sublime discoursiHi ascribed to 
the chief of the>axun deilies.-l 

T'hcy .sacTific^, like the ancient Bri¬ 
tons, animals to their gods, froii^ (he 
entrails of which they portended disina- 
tious; and in limes of great national 
calamities, siich as famine, war, S-'c. &c. 
they otfered human sacrifiresy believing 
tlicni to be more acceptable than any 
other. These unhappy victims were 
commonly chosen from among crimi¬ 
nals, captives, or slaves; but on some 
pressing occasions, persons of the high- 
cs’l dignity were not spared. They like-" 
wiie erected temples to their gods, 
adorned them will: images, and Kept 
their rites and festivals with peculiar 
soleinuity.:j:

Others assert^ that Christianity was 
first preached amongst the Britons by 
im less a character than St. Paul him¬ 
self, who came over from Rome fbr 
that express purpose. But this is gene¬ 
rally allowed to be one of those pious 
frauds of our early historians, to give 
the more celebrity to the estabUshiuept 
of their religion.

Augustine, cacourag-.:il by this' fp- 
vniirahlc ri'cepiioii, and seeing npw a 
prospect of success, proceeded with re¬ 
doubled zeal to prcacli the Gospel to 
Ihc-Kentish Saxons. He attracts their 
attentinuby the austerity ufhU muinen. 
and by the ahstinr-nee and selfidMiMt 
which he practised.. Thus having ek- 
cflcd their wonder by a course of lilb 
which appeared%o contrary to nature, 
he proqureti more easily thoir hoiief 
in miracles which it was pretended ho 
wrought fur ilieir conversio)!. In¬ 
fluenced hy tiuse moti ves, and by ^hc 
ilediircd favour of the court, numliers 
of the Kentish men were baptized, and 
at length the king himself submitted 
to that rile ofcliriilianity. Ilisexample 
wrought pofccrl'iiily oil his subjects; 
but he employed no farce to bring them 
.over to this new doctrine. Augustine 
thought proper, in the commencement 
of his mission, to assume the apt jaranoo 
of Ihcgroatesl Iciiily ; and he told Elhel- 
berK “ that the service of Cjirist must 
he entirely voluntary, and that no vio- 
jence whatever ought do be used in pro¬ 
pagating so salutary a lioctrine.”—

A t the time Voltaire brougltt otit 
his Semiramin, there ^ras a ^et <>f 
irits in Paris who parodied'all tlx' now 
tragedies; aiiH brought them nut at the 
fairs, sometimes witn great ridicule niid 
sQCcess. Voltaire was so much afraid of 
this (though, in otiier instanm, he 
affected to despise the malice of cri¬ 
ticism), that he wrote a letter to the 
tfoeen, the substance of uhirir is as fol¬ 
lows, had which evidently shews the 
native irritability of his temper. * 
He sa^s, that he^ ninjcsiy has no 
fa^rther intention in sanctioning; the 
Stage by her august presence, than to 
eounteoance decency and dreornin ; hr, 
therefore, conjures her, with the most 
lively grief, not to siiIUt a vioKilinii of 
decency, in permitting a satire against 
him. That the tragedy of Snniramh 
is founded, from one end to the otlier, 
upon a subject the most pure and nio> 
Till, and from tlial circumstance it de¬ 
mands her protection. Deign, ma¬ 
dam,'’ continues he", “ to cons.der I 
am the king's domestic, and con>:e- 
quently your’s. My colleagues, who ai e 
^ntlenien in onlinary to the King, of 
whom many are employed in other 
courts, and many possess the i.iosl ho¬ 
nourable situations, will rindlliemseites 
disgraced by this insult, and will dapriie 
me of my charge, and liuiuhiu me in 
the eyes of the royah faipily, if i am 
forced to submit to this cruel hnmlha- 
lion. 

“ I,^therefore, conjarryour raniesty 
by your goodness ofhcarbib^ tJiegrc il- 
ness and jiberality of yo.jr mini!, bv 
your piety, not to deliver me thus !o 
nw hidden and irverl encinie*;. v 'k>. 
after loading me with a thoiisimd 
brious outrages, would destroy ii'C, by 
making me a public laughing-stock. 

“ Deign to.consider that those paro¬ 
dies have been long since legally forbid¬ 
den—Most lhey,1heR, tw'revived solely 
to roy injury ? And will your im jesty 
suffer it I—-No, madam; ^oii heart istoo 
just not to be moved by my wretched¬ 
ness and ray prayers—nor will you suf¬ 
fer an old servant to dio with grief and 
shame, let me hope, then, lluit your 
humanity will be touched with my sor¬ 
rowful case; and as, in painting.yoii, 1 
paint virtue itself, let me hope that ^ ir- 
tue will be my protection.” 

Previous to Voltaire’s bringing out 
bis tragedy otLe$ Scythes, the ^llow ing 


paragraph appeared in one of the Pa¬ 
risian {wiiils:— 

“ Wciimlerslandthat Mons. Voltaire 
has sent the actors a triigeily iii his man¬ 
ner, railed Acs Scythes, aiid informed 
them, at tlic same liin*i that he wrote 
it in Iwch r ritti/s. The actors, to be 
even with him, have returned it, with 
iln humble rc<iiiest Ihiil he will take 
tweh'c inoiithH to correct it.”

V tliif couDie i>r verv extensive expe- 
rteucu in Uie propai'nlioii ot njiplc 
ahd pear trees, 1 found that tlic «)/*- 
tarheil parts of the bearing branches of 
old trees of thost? speno, when cm- 
plqjed as grafts, never formed what 
votilil witli propriety be called J’lmng 
trees: the slocks >\)npeared to afford 
nutriment onh ; and the new |dnnis

linviug, llieriTore, plaiilid, in the 
spring of llltl), .some v.almil-Eri rs, dI' 
two years uid, in gardeji-pots, 1‘ laisid 
tbein lip to tiic bearing br.it!tb«-s of 
an old wu!niit-lre(‘, by piaenig them on 
the top of pofes plured in the eartn ; 
and ] grafted tliem by approach, willi 
parts of the bearing branches ot il.e 
old tree. A nnioi: tooR ^>bce dming 
the Slimmer, and in the autumn ii.e 
grafts were deta^died from the pannt 
slpcU. The plants thus obtained weie 
planted iu a imrsrry, and, without any 
jiceiiliar cure or managemcnl, proiliieed 
lioth male and female blossoms in the 
third succeeding spring, and have since 
afforded blossows esury season.

the wood of the preceding year. A 
similar expcriinout Nvas made in thu 
same year, but under many disadvan¬ 
tages, on the inalberry-trec. 1 liad not 
any y oiing plants of tni.s tree, and there- 
fiirc could only make the experiment 
with scions of one year old; and of 
these 1 had only two, which had sprung 
from t||ic rooN of young trees in tliu 
preceding year. 

Tliesei were planled in pots, and raised 
to the beaiiiig hranches ot an old tree, 
in the manner i have already described 
ill speaking of the walnut-tree. One of 
these scions died ; tin* other, which had 
hut very h w roots, siiree<‘ileil ; and liio 
young grafted tree bore fruit the third 
year, and has eoiitinucd aniiiially pro¬ 
ductive. In the kist spring, 1 iiilro- 
dneed it into my vinery*, where its fruit 
ripened, in the greatest pcrfectiiMi, in 
the begiiming of the present immth 
(Jamiary, l^OT.) 

IVilli the waliin! and mnlherry tree 
snreeed so ill wlien grafte-.l, unless iiy 
approach, that ! ea.i scarcely recom- 
inciid allenipts to propagate iliein in 
any other wav ; lint when they snereed 
by other inoiles orgralVuig, nearly the 
same n>i\:<nlages will probably be ob. 
taiiied; {he habit of the bearing-brancli 
is, however, leas! disturbed by grafting 
by ap[»roach. The Spanish clieslnnt 
succeeds readily when grallfid in almost 
I any of the usual ways; and when tho 
grails .are taken from hearing branches, 
tl'.e young tA*es aliiii;‘d blossoms in suc¬ 
ceeding years : and I am imjch iiielinetl 
tit think, from experimenls 1 have iiiado 
on this tree, that by selecting Ih'osi* va- 
rii’tcs which ripen their fruit early in 
the autnmii, and by propagating with 
grafts or Iiiids fntin young and ' igorons 
trees of I linl kind which have ,iiist at¬ 
tained Ihr age necessary to enable them 
to bear fruit, it niight be cnilivnted 
with nnicli advantage in this country, 
both for its fruit and timber. 

I have tried similar experiments on 
many otlier species of trees, and always 
tin* same result; and I entertain no 
doubi, that the efterts of time might 
bo til us anticipated iu the culture of any 
fruit, winch is' not produced till the 
seedling trees arejuire a considcMible 
age. J’or I ani thoroughly confident, 
from very extensive and long experi¬ 
ence, lii.ll the graft:.derives niilrimmit 
only, and not growth, from the young 
stock in which it is iiiscrlt'd: ancK'thut 
with the life of the parent stock the 
graft resins itx hahits and its cimstrtu- 
tiuu.

fflllE cuslom of lajing straw uader 
M strawberry plaotSt when tbair fruit 
begins to swell, is, probably, very old ni 
tliw country : the name of the fruit 
bears testimony itt fas our of thi* con¬ 
jecture ; for the plant has no retttioo to 
SSraw ill any other way, and no other 
European language applies the idea of 
straw in any ^pe to tile itarae of the 
berr), or to the piaat that bears it. ^ 
When Sir Josepii Bonkscame to Soring 
Grove, in 1119, ne found this practice in 
the garden. John Smith, the gardener, 
well known among his brethren as,a 
man of more than ordinary abilities in 
the profession, had used it there yinny 
vears > be learned it soon after he came 
to London from Scotlaitd; probably at 
the heat l^louses, where he first worked 
among the market-gardeners; it is, 
tiieretore, clearly an oldpractice.'lhougli 
now alntost obsolete, its use in pre¬ 
serving •* crop is very extensive; it 
shades the roots from the siiii, prevents 
the waste of moisture by evaporation, 
and couswinently, in dry times, when 
watering is necessary, inaki-s a less quan¬ 
tity of water suflice th»«» would be used 
if the sun could a^ immediately on the 
surface of the mould s besides, it keeps 
the leaning fruit from resting on the 
earth, and gives Uie whole an tiir of 
iicntnevs, as well as an elTect of^ real 
cleanliness, which should never he want¬ 
ing in a gentleman’s garden. The si i aw- 
berry-beds in that garden at Spring 
Grove, which has been measured lor 
the purpose of ascertaining the expense 
incuri^by this method of maiiageinuil, 
are about seventy-livelect long and five 
feet wide, each containing three row-ot 
plants, and of course requiriug lour row s 
of straw to be laid under them. Ihc 
whole consists of 600 leet of bedv, or 
1,800 leet of strawberry plants, ol dit- 
Icrent sorts, in rows.

this year, the long straw ol tweiily- 
Sik trusses; for the short straw, being av 
good for litter as the long straw, but 
h»s applicable to this use, is taken out;

From this original expenditure 
the value gf t^c manure n^o by the 
straw when lakbn from the beds mast 
lie deducted t pi the whole of it goes 
ifhdimiaished to the dunghill as soon as 
the crop is over. The cost of this prac¬ 
tice, therefore, cannot he considered as 
heavy; in the present year, dbt a single 
fhtismr foil in Spring Grove, from the 
time the straw w%s laid down till the 
crop of Scarlett was nearly finished, at 
the cud of JoMi The expense ofstiiie* 
ing was, tbefcntre, many timc» nepaid, 
by the saviag made in the labouir of 
watering; and the profit of this saving 
was immediately brought to account in 
iucrease of other crops, by the use of 
water spared from the strawberries : 
and besides,the berries themselves wdre, 
under this management, as fair, and 
ncaily as large, as in ordinaijy years; 
but the general compUmt of the gar¬ 
deners thiv year was, that the scarlets did 
not rcadi half their naturaKsize, and of 
couAc required twice as many to fill a 
]iultiu av wiHild do it in a good year. 
Ill Viet years, the straw is of Icsii^ im¬ 
port aiicc in this point of view; but in 
years, moderately wpt, the uso of straw- 
iiig suii'etpnes makes watering wholly 
luincccsvarr, .nhcli gardeners who do 
not straw are under the necciiity of 
resorting to it; and we all know, if 
watering is once begun, it cannot l>e 
left ofl^uM sain enough has fiUtea to 
give the groiuid a thorough soaking, 
j.ven lu wet years, the straw does con* 
suit I able service; li6ovy rains neMrf^ 
to (lush up abumlaucc of mopid, and fix 
it iipoii the berries; this is entirely pre- 
veiil(‘(i, as well jis the dirtiness of those 
hen ICS that lean down upon tile earth; 
so that the whole <xoy is kept pure and 
cicHtt: MO earthy taste will he observed 
in eating the fruit that has been straw ed;

wlien mixed with strawberries, by the 
diit that adheres to them, especially in 
the early port nf the season, will ictain 
to the last drop that unsullied red and 
while whiih givp almost as mudi satis¬ 
faction to the eye while we are eating it, 
as the taste of that most cxcoiieat mix« 
tore does to the palate.

^Eivwy wan**'fife■obsoravsi “has a right 
to dOmanir reparation for an injury which 
hisinteresti are sustaining, through tliu niis> 
ebaduct or negbgenee of any person with 
wlmni. he may have centractod^n engsge- 
nient'in which those iiit«resi8>are essentially 
involved. 'And so far froRi his rontraet 
precluding him from insiathg on adequate 
repHralion, unless it espreisly codtains such 
a )wwer, it becomes feifeited by the prty 
guilty of the labetmdMct or negligrnte, from 
the very cirenmstanre ofthose inierests hev- 
hqt thereby suffered, which it was designed 
to protect. 

' *' This right is founded on the principle, 
that tfie protection of men's property and 
intewsts being esseniial lojhe existence of 
civil society, all acts qr ommioiu hy which 
they shall receive any material detriiuenr, 
OB^iht in justice to be punished. Tiie sound 
wisdom and morality of ibis principle has 
rendered its eqnitj and usefulness univer¬ 
sally, manifest. Cnnibiriing in itself the idcH 
of preserving the beiu-fiis ol iht •'ibonr, wiHi 
that of inciniig 'tlie acfiv«; virtues of man¬ 
kind, it has been adopted into all the most 
dislfiiguishe'd civil codes which have pre¬ 
vailed in the world. In the Homan law, in 
the feudal law of Enro|ie, in the law ot 
England, and in the Aloliaiiiincdan law, boih 
as It is laid down in .the writings of tlie 
Arabian lawyers, and as it was modified un¬ 
der the Bloghiil instilutions, it forms a fun 
daniental maxim of equity.'* 

“ Accordingly, in those systems of juris¬ 
prudence, the rule of right which I have laid 
down IS applicable to all persons whatever 
But between a paramtiHiU and his votta/, or si

»f the land itself, by rendering it deroluro 
and unproductive: so that, in die eye of the 
law, no civil offence can be of a more 
heinous nature than that Misiuaiiageiucnt, 
or negligence, from ahich such rniiiuus con¬ 
sequences inevirably flow, 

'* Ilenoc, in the hius of England, the sta¬ 
tute directs, tkiH the tenant shall not9e)tly 
toss und roarKiT the clack wherein the 
WASTE was commuted, hut also tribi.k oa- 
KACEs. And, according to liie. ,Mohiin- 
niedan law, the possessor of an estate for 
life is liable to the imprisonmcnt of his 
FERs IK, at well as to the Fonssriuae of 
that estate, ifiy his miseoufiucl he injures the 
property committed ta his trust. 

The cquilj' of this rule, therefore, will 
not he qucBiioncd by Englisluncn, who sec it 
practised every day in die courts of VVeat- 
minstcr-hiill; much less will it be objected to 
hy the Mussulmans of India, wlio know it to 
have been promiilguttd by lift Arabian legia- 
Utors, aud suiirtioned by the most renowned 
of their Moghul princes, whose joint autho¬ 
rity, in all legal ulfairs, they would account 
it sacrilege to iinpcach. 

" If, then, the equity of these rules of civil 
wisdom be uduiitted, ui ilisp'.-nsing justice to 
individuals in the eoinnion transactions of 
life, With how iiiiieh greater force must it be 
telt, when applied to the afl'airs of nations; 
IQ which the iiitciests and happiness of so 
iWMiy millions of iiH‘n are cuiiccrncd, and 
in which, therefore, the waste luid deterio¬ 
ration of property arising from negligenee 
and misrule iuust bo productive ot such ex¬ 
tensive calamity. 

A paraipoiint state, therefore, which shaU 
have cowiuittcd to its vassal, dunng life, 
under the stipulations of a coveiiaifi, Uie 
duiiiestic goveriunent ^ any pruviiite, over 
wliioli it eetaiiis the 'etipreine political and 
military power, together .with a large par., 
tim rf iti Mvooves foE the stk/ipor« o£ that 
power, .poiiwssee the just seigh* tM mak« that 
UMsal ocewintahle'fur the maaaer ut whicli 
tai sliflil -adauiiutBr M«- atiaira.

prodticed iliat deplorable waste,svhich Ins 
own peculiar luisgirveriiniciit had so largely 
CKtoiided, and which was dilapulaiiug riTc 
Ecveimes, iinpoverisliing the. people and fast 
reducing the cuiiniry to a state of wretched¬ 
ness, anatcli,v,iiiiti despair, calculated at,atioe 
to iRviio the hostility of our enemies, a^ 
to render it $ source of endless distress to

But in addition to this general neces¬ 
sity, Mr. Campbell doinoastratel,1hat,in 
the early pari of** Lo# Welipsley's ad¬ 
ministration, there enisled %parHeutar 
political necesstljfi which rendered the 
immediate ,dtm.anii of rpparitfioh fripm 
lira Qad>ob indispensable to tbiesccur^i^' 
not only of tii« dapandanejft ^

*' Now not iiisiSt on a 

greater reparnjoa'.fromahe nabob tjian was 
ewet/y oiffieiant' to Mecii/t effectwUy tbe 
amount of ffoecesiwry for tb'u aup-, 
po>!( of ont catabli»l|iveiits in Oude. lie 
co|{^iuci) the subsidy which the nabob was 
preaioudy, bound to pay, fur a puriiQii of 
totptory, the annual revenue of wl'ich, as 
thei) assessed, was ejacHti equal to tliar siib- 
si(ly: he reduced the nabob » niiitiuous and. 
incotrigiblu troops, in whose ^Jidility qfiit 
services'jhe nabob hniisclf dccl.in-d • there 
vat HO relianee to he Placed:’ and, be r(>^ 
served to tiie nabob a vonsidprable Urritory, 
comprising some of the most tcriiie districts 
in Oude. tree fropi the payment ftl' aui/ tri¬ 
bute, and from aJl pccunuiTij demands uhnt- 
eier; but under positive stipulations, that he 
should elfecl a complete reform in the civil 
adiuiiiistration of his goveniiiiciit.’* 

We have already observed, that the 
rharges respecting Furruckubad and' 
Saaanee are iiiiplicated and involved iii 
the charge regarding the arrangements 
with the Aabob of Oude, In fact, tlic 
It h«l<^ of those charges prticecd on the 
aiippusition, that the aiTaiigcmuiits with 
the NalKih of Oadc were illegal aivl un¬ 
justifiable. Mr. Campbell, wc think, 
has proved the contrary, ana has shewn, 
that those arrangciuents are calculated 
to strengthen the authority, and |io im¬ 
prove the interests, of our government' 
HI hiinddstan. He has alsfrexamiiied, 
with great ability, the V^arious allcga- 
tidns connected with the transactions in 
fovriickabad and Sassnee, which the 
limits of this review wifl^uot permit 
us to notice. 

All these arrangements formed a part, 
though indeed a material part, of that 
great system of policy, whicb'Mr. Camp¬ 
bell has explained, with so much truth 
and nmpicnity, in his Hepiv to the 
Edinburgh Reviewer^” to which we 
have already directed the attention of 
our readers. ** 

This part- of. the. system embraced the 
two ‘great pbjv«U uf inspiring and securing 
the aUsdimepMif'scverul millions uf pcupli'. 
Hiluibiling i'^lije lerritory'which wc were 
prcvi'OHsly'l^uiiir to defend ; and of thereby 
coiiveWtitf'diat'teriilbryj trom a scene of 
waste sAarchy, into a sdurce of ciomCsdc 
pTmiuiedty,.dnd-a powerful bulwark against 
aggr^ssioa. The prosperity which it 
is -catetdaiedUo diffuse em, indeed, only. be 
niity .dtsplayed >n a course of gwa.-, but,

" Th« defance wbich it affords a^ainos 
fordigll aggnssion was strikingly exempli¬ 
fied in the Mahralta war of lOOd. '|‘he dis¬ 
tricts in Oude, flounsliing under the Kritisir 
government, supplied the most ample and 
ready resources to that victorious arin.v 
which vanqiiislied and crushed the French 
Mahratla establishment, and thereby de- 
siroycil that mstrnnient of hostility on' which 
the cherished hopes of France had for sonic 
years been piuced, and by which she had 
sought, with anibiliuus soliciliide, to under¬ 
mine,and iiltiiiintfly to overt brow,the mighty 
fabric uf otir Indian empire. 

In the subversion of that politic prcrjcct 
of France, Lord Wellesley derived the means 
of extending and tonifying our line ofdc- 
ience in northern lliiidustan; not only by 
ocriipyiug tlie couise of the river Jiiinnali, 
with ihe. provinces of Delhi and Agra, 
through which it flows, btitiils, by forming 
alliHiiies with the small Hindu priiici^nilitiesr 
inhainted by that luiirtiul mid generous race, 
the Kiatorc Rajpoots, who had solicited our 
protection against llie merciless ravages of 
iiolkar. 

“ I$y the occupation of those provhiccj, 
we ciiriied our tronticr, in one broad un- 
bioken line, across that purl ot ihc country 
through which alone an invading army from 
the west ol Asia c.in penetrate into onr do-, 
minions;—and by those alliances we engaged 
the attachment ufa people, chatacleiiscd by 
tfieir lidelily no less than by tlieir courage, 
who possess that tract of country which ex-' 
lends from the pathless desert of Mmilian, to 
the province ot Agni On the west, and torhe 
river Mcraswatve on tlt^ north; so that an 
invading enemy, from the west of Asia, 
could not ibiiii ii juuctiou with Hoikur or 
Scindcali, whose doiiiiiiioiis lie to the south 
ot that tract, without passing through it, 

“ extending our frontier, and in form¬ 
ing those alliances. Lord Wellesley, Icon* 
ccive, had it in view to improve a principal 
object of the Ondc arrangements—that of 
strengthening and muUiiil^uig our securities 
in that qiiaiier of our dommioiis. which is 
iilone uccfs'abic to the attack, uf a continentul 
invader, J le saw, that though one' iiistruinent 
of French policy was destroyed, which had 
threatened ns witli iinnu'diate danger, the 
present ruler of France, still constantly and 
systematically pursuing his purpose, would 
never abaiiriim the hope of extinguishing 
our power in the easi. Ills lordship saw, 
that afier he had cuiiqiiered by Ins anus, 
or subdued by liis policy, the fallen mo- 
nurclucs and ' tceble go'vernnento oil the 
coiuiiieul: of Europe, he would again cast 
his-niind'upun-ibia; and that, <iii«igorBte<| 
by lim coUectiyc resources of those sttiiju- 
^ted'kinrgilonn,- and antmated IvitlLa^resb 
fury, Ub. would iur^ ,a mti and esi^ire

ship saw, that in the dVriimtiim t4 tb^t 
^cllcm(.‘ he nould ciiiloavour to tO 

)us interests the states ojT Persia aiid&buij

These things his lordship, contemplated 
with the mind of a staiesmiin, who pene¬ 
trated into tlio vast dvsig'is of our enemy, 
who could not think it wtke to delay our 
preparations for resistance until those de¬ 
signs u'ure actually put in executiop, who, 
therefore, coiutructed a permanent sysiem 
of defence against them, and wito repre¬ 
sented, in impressive and linunious language, 
the dangers which he thus saw from afar.

We concur, however, with Mr.’ Camp'^ 
bell, in the expressicin of a cnnlideut 
ho^e, that this nation will coine-to a 
ditferent conclusion, and that, Mttb an 
entire cons irtion of the sfcurlty in which 
this great measure has placed our In¬ 
dian dominions, as well as of “ its en¬ 
lightened furetlioiight, unimpeachable 
rectitude, and sound policy,’* tbe public

Considered, as a domestic employ, 
ment, ailordine the tneuns of existence 
to thonsandiroi fain^ies, in this district 
in particular, the manufacture of silk in 
all its various branches,, modes, divi¬ 
sions, and subdivisions, claims our at¬ 
tention t while it is, in its operations, 
calculated to excite our. wonder, be¬ 
cause there is no other that (in many of 
Us processes) depends so mncli upon the 
individual ingenuity of its artisans; so 
there are none in which thest; are more 
domesticated, where they arc mure at 
home, aud able to work with their 
wives and children, who, in tlv^Jovvcr 
branches of weaving and preparing silk, 
iiiay all find employment, and, by tlicir 
exertions, contribute to that heart-felt 
satisfaction which must, and does result 
from the conjunction of relative labour. 

In this manufacture (with the excep¬ 
tion of very few instances, considering 
the number of individuals employed) 
the men, as has been observed, ary 
more domesticated than in most others; 
the morals of youth are also less liable 
to be tainted than in those where a 
great number of personsVork together 
111 the same shop, or series of shops; 
and, where they can by their exertions 
derive a proper mahitcnance (which, I 
fear, is not enti rely the case vt ith the tti/A- 
winders), both cluanliness and decorum 
arc more observable than, perhaps, a- 
moxg any other species of artificers iu 
the metropolis. 

It is to the credit of the present race 
of jounicymen and women siik-wcavers, 
that a laudable pride bos fur some years 
reigned amongst liieni with respect to 
external appearance, which has not only 
lifted them above their predecessor^ 
but introduced into ,their minds a haUt 
of thinking and judging for themselves 
rather than adopting the exapipies of 
others; the result of which has Itoen, 
the conviction that true happiness vvaA 
only to be found at home, or, in other 
vvqrds, that it only resided and was con¬ 
sistent with sobriety, ord«r, and ' 
coruiu.

The unhappy state of Ireland, at that 
period, called for iiioasures of iinroni- 
inon vigour, and loo often for theever- 
dse of a sevority which necessity ajoiic 
could justify, py, tempering justice with 
mercy, ratiier than by the use of force, 
or coercive measures, he succeeded in 
restoring tranquility to the south of Ire- 
liiiul. At Vinegar-hill, he attacked with 
great jiidgiucnt and spirit, the collected 
force of the rebels, which“he complete¬ 
ly dcfoiitcd; and followed up this success 
so rapidly, as to prevent tlieir ever again 
assoinblihg in any cunsidcrj^t\le number.

In the Meventn century, EtfriCtAra' 
bishop of Canterbury, who %aA one ti 
tlK most leametl men and volnndnoua 
writers of his time, traittlated, for the 
henelit of the ignorant ckiipr, aio leal 
that eighty sermons, or homiliM, firom 
the -Laitn into the Saxon langnago for 
their use. The sermon for £a;^dBy,oix 
the sacrament of the Lord’s Sc9per,tMifll 
been often printed, and shewa voff 
plainly, that the church of Engtaiid hiA 
not then universally embraced the doc* 
tink^ot transuhstnntiutioH.f 

:iy|boraf(re and stipcrstitien arrived af 
aortal height in the former part of th# 
chsteuth century. Of this the frequel^. 
pilgriiiiagcs to Rewie, the prodigioUl 
sums expended in the purchaae of rc* 
lies, the immcnsewcatth add (lemiineaa 
imniunilies of the clergy, to mention na. 
other, are sutiicieot evidences. By tbo^ 
frequent and extravagant grants of land 
bestowed oncatlicdra», munasterics,aDd 
other cliurches, from the beginning of 
the tenth to the middle of the eleventh 
century, there is reason to believe, that 
at the death of -Edward the Confessor, 
more than one-tA/rd of the lands in £hg< 
land were in the posseasion of the clergy, 
e.Terapted from all (axes, and, for the 
most part, from military services. 

, Though the Britond received great 
advantages, both civil and reli^ia, 
from the introduction of Christianity 
mnoogsl them, it came so corrupted 
through the B Oman ccbaimels, as much 
tinctured the purity of the CliristiM' 
fkitb. ‘ The reverence towards saiida* 
and relics seems to have almost sitp- 
plant^ the adoration of the Supreme 
Being? Monastic rules and observances 
were osteemeil more mcritorioos than 
active viifUes. The knowledge of natu¬ 
ral causes was neglected for the univer¬ 
sal belief of miraries, interpositions, and 
judgments. Bounty tothectoreh atoned 
for all violeuces against society I and tho 
remorses for cruelty, nuifdcr, treachery, 
assasmuatioii, and tae ntlKe sobnst vices, - 
were appeas^,- not by kmendment of' 
lite, but bv penances, seevilUy to tho 
monks, and an abject and iiliberal devo¬ 
tion.

In tills enumeration, no notice has 
heen taken of the/i/tr-seor, because they 
were all ot the same rank with their pa¬ 
rents bi-foie marriage, and with Iheiv 
liiishands aflt r marriage; except femnle 
v/ffces, w ho did not become free hy rruir- 
rv iiig a fret* man, but were commonly 
made free before, in order to render 
them capable of .such a marriage.

perpetual curate of the cliapci in that town, 
•iiid afterwaids rector of VVoodchnrch and 
Ham, both in that county, and one of the six^ 
preachers in the cathedrul church of,Canter¬ 
bury. Her mother tvas Mary, only daoglitet 
and heiress of Richard Swayiie.of ihsTe.inUw 
county of Dorset, Esq.” 

Dr. Carter, who, we find, wan orfi- 
ginaiiy designed for the occupation of' 
his fathqr (that of a farmer and gra¬ 
zier), did not begin to study the learned 
languages till he was nineteen years of 
age; hut though his access to tbein was 
comparatively^ latpf his progress was 
amazing. lie was of Emanuel College, 
Cambridge. His children all agneed, 
that few men {^quailed him in the clear* 
ness of his understanding, the accuracy 
of his knotvlcdge, the calmness of bis 
temper, aud the unsullied purity of liis 
life. lie died at D^, it7.4, in the 
eighty-seventh year of his age. 

“ When Mrs. Curler was about ten years 
of age, she had the 'Piisfoitune to lose her 
mother. Slie died of a decline partly, as it 
is supposed, occasioned bv vexwiuii, 81^ ‘ 
brought her husband a handsome 
of severplthousand pounds, which thty hoped 
to increaso, for a fumily then likely to be 
large, by boyiog Sooth Sn stock, Xhey had 
nut,^however, the pudence tp sell in tiiue;

The literary progress of 3Irar Car* 
tor was i^atf though it is not easy 
notw to oiscriminate its rrgittar course, 
iihe began with the Latin and Greek 
languages, and some time after acqiiirrd 
the Hebrew. French sbe learned to 
apeak of a native, and understood it 
tboronghly» so slie did ItaKan, Spanish, 
and Gorman: theseahe tj^ugbl iwiifrir, 
without any assistance.

T'his was the case wsHethc arts of drawing and 
painting, w* icii rhe learned and practised for 
some time, but wuliout iniieh success; while, 
on the other hand, she gamed a knowledge v£ 
liislory, hoth uncient rind modern, such us it' 

V ery rarely acquired, and her taste for that 
engaging us welt as ‘tvpful branch of science 
she never lost. Yet she found lime to work 
wgreat deal at hcriieedle, not only fur herself 
hut for the fdimiy, and this even adieii lu 
London; for it appears from one of her 
fatliep’s letters, that when one of her brothers 
had tour* new sliiris, some of them were sent 
to her to make there."

• Sir Isaac Newton’s I’iiilosopliy explaiuea 
for the tisc of the laiuies, in six Ifialot'iics 
oa Light and Colours.’

These translations, though Mrs. C.

afterwariN Duchess of Somerset, some ' 
of nirosc letters appear. Wu have also ’ 
one from Mr. Harte, and two frotii * 
Kicharid Savage, which, as the editor’‘ 
very justly observes, ” srtjin to refleet 
more homiiir on tba person to ithunt..' 
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they are addressed than they do on the 
writer.” This, It is must probable, was 
ithe opinion of Mrs. C. as it does not an> 

£ ear that ^ava^e was, or indeed could 
a much esteemed by her. 

We must pass over the letters of Mr, 
Itowe, her rorrespondeiirc with f.ara* 
lade respecting tiaraticr, whose charac¬ 
ter does not seem so c.vtracirdiuary to us 
as itdoes to Mr. i*. to cuiiic to an eicnt 
which ‘had probably a great influence 
upon Mrs. Carter's sncccas in ihc world, 
as well as upon Jier literary fame. 

“ This erout was her acqnaiiitniicp with 
Mhs Taihu!« -wliicli coniiiioiiccil in rcbriiary, 
1741 . lii-itfed,.tl>is w.ts an •.•ra in her lile of 
!i« small im)«wtai)ct‘; lur this acqnuiiiiiinrc 
•soon ripened iiiio iiiiiimicy, winch coniinucd 
nnuiterrupred tutbe cinioflhat excellent and 
accomplished liidy's life; niid slie, was the 
iiK'ans of introdtu'iiig her to iiiuiiy id' her 
friends, of grout emineiici; both in rank mid 
Iruraiiig. In the .<<111110 year, Ihoy eotniuonced 
a.nmst uiirt‘served and cniilldeiinal episiidury

To Miss T. Mrs. C. was indebted fur 
licr introduction to Dr. Seeker, then 
Bishop of 0A ford. 

“ For her .<inl:e, when he became Arch- 
hishup of (!aiiterhiirv, lie preferred ber bni- 
thcr-in-law, fti. IViiiiiiii'ion, to the living of 
Tilfisiall, III tli.it diocese.'* 

The roiffiision and alarm which, ‘in 
the yetkr 'i't44, whitn thcj'rencii were 
hoiiply-cxpccted to land, ipervaded the 
coast of Kent, are well described. Jfow 
titc cuast came to ho in such a defence¬ 
less state—why there store so few regu¬ 
lar troops in the kingdom—arc Ques¬ 
tions which it is now iinpussible to an¬ 
swer. The second letter itf Dr. Carter 
40 fully describiw the irtate of the public 
mind at a period a little eubseijueiils 
that it may not be amiss to quote it.

Mi.ss Talbot's letters on the deat^s^ 
the bishops of Biistol, Gioiiceslcr, and 
Durliiim, fully justify the author for 
the high character which he has given,

The description of Mrs. Carter’s mode 
mf life is curious and entertaining, but 
toobHigtoqnote. Among her other cor- 
responTCiits, we find the name of the 
Rev. .tfohn Duncotifbr, the translator of 
Horace. He married Miss Highmore, the 
daiq*hter of Mr H. the painter 1 a voting 
lady of whom Me. Richardson, in nis let¬ 
ters, ipeidis in the highest terms, aii4 
who we are glad to learn is stlU living. 

“ When the translation of Horace wa.« 
quite completed, Mr. Dnncoimbe sent it to 
Alfs. Carter for her eofvcctioiis 

a circumstance whidi shews his high 
opMvmi of her learning and taste 1 as a 
csirroborattoa of vrbieh we shall refer 
also to the judgment of a lady whose 
name ooglit never to be quoted bqt to 
decide. 

** This lady” (Mrs. M-m' tim*) •• Who was 
abvtut two or thre« ycaii youu^iT ibsii lier- 
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$6lf, VIM oa« of lier cafrIiCAt, an well ns one of 
her latest friends in ibe great \iorld. She 
wu too nell known in it to make it iicicsMiry 
to tell in these n^moirs who she uas. Her 
beauty in yuutlv.lter great endowmcois and 
powers ot mind in lUitlunty, added to her 
own and Mr. M(tntai!Ue’s higli euunexioiis and 
large property, inadeH'r tiie deh^^'lit ot that 
elevated station of life winch she whs so 
peculiarly calcitialcd to enjoy and to arlmn. 
She was. indeed, the oriiaiueiit of every •so¬ 
ciety ; uid the Latin adage applied hy^Tlr. 
Johnson to Coldsnntli might, wiih equal |)rr> 
priety, he said of her—Xiltil utigit ii’to^uou 
omawt.” 4 

Mrs. Carter. ve^Hml, was several 
years engaged in the artliioiis task of 
educating her brother Henry, whf., Mr. 
P< rcnaarics, ia, perhaps, the only iit>

We have dwelt longer upon the ac¬ 
count of this work, tliaii, perhaps, a 
prudential attention to our liiniLs ought 
to have allowed, lieraiis.: its merit and 
its $iicces.s cimibined to form aii epoch 
in the life of Ihc fair li'iuialalor; the 
first exalted her talents, and procured 
hoc the acquaintance of persons in the 
highest estiiiialion for their rank in 
life, their literary abilities, and their 
virtues t the .second rendered her cir- 
cutnstance.s easy. .Among the former, 
the name of Lord Lyttelton imi'.l be 
always ciitillud to respect and rcsi*- 
reiice. Nor will that ot hord Lalli ht' 
ever forgotten, while brilliant, tui nils, 
strong House, and glowing elxicniion 
are remembered in the British seiiale.

What injury it could do to a man to 
be reported to have innde & speaking 
automaton (a thing which in onr own 
times was actually executed by Jacques 
Drolz),ve are yet to learn : throw that 
circumstance out of his history, and the 
ingcuiou.« fr ar still passed fur a con¬ 
juror ; wilich is mure than can be said of 
any of liis accusers. In fact, he was a 
man to wiiura both literature and the 
arts owed such improvements, as, if 
cniimcraUtd, would astonish.

I'. vans, 
it appears, was one of those professors 
of astrology and the- black art who 
raised large contrihiilioos on the cre¬ 
dulity of the people, and had tiu- ho- 
nutir of being the master of Wilma vi 
Lit.lv : but we think the editor has iiils- 
taken h'is Christian name, whieh, ac¬ 
cording to the Certeral Uiographuat 
Dictionary, was Anise, and not John; 
c.\cc|>t we may suppose that this (|iiamt 
nppellat ion w as, according to the iashioti 
of the times, a.ssnmed by him, “ for the 
hotter carrying on iiis plots.” ili.s pupil, 
Lilly, docs not give a very exailed 
character of him.

Three plates of the monumental (i* 
guresof the ancient cross-legged kuigbts 
in the Temple church, “ cotninorly, 
tbou|;li improperly, called Knights Tem¬ 
plars,” follow. 

The plate of the beautiful tomb of 
Anastalia Venetia, Lady Higby, whicli 
stiKid in Christ Church, ],uudon, and 
was destroyed in the great fire, gives us 
an elegant idea of the sculpture of the 
scvcutmith century.

W K arc gratified to find that 
our biographical sketch of tlii« 
gallant tiSicer, in our last number, has 
afforded satisfaction to our correspond¬ 
ents ; and as some of them arc desirous 
of having adescription of the devices on 
the two superb swords which were pre- 
eimtcd to him, we have much pleasure 
in Cviniplyiiig with their request. The 
frst sword was presented to Captain Ro¬ 
gers, by a society of gentloinca at Bir> 
tningham, called “ the tfoyals,” and 
was made at the manufactory of Messrs. 
Wolley and Co. of that town:— 

Descriplion of the Devicer on tketfirst 
Disord. 

The upper locket of the scabbard is 
■composed of ancient arms, among which 
are conspicuous a quiver full of arrows, 
the fasces, and a shield; einblemalic of 
4ke Mtreagthi the tafetp^ ond the union 
of Uriti»s ; in the midst a dragon (an 
emblem of the great power of France, 
applied to evil purposes) is writhing as 
in pain; the tail of tlje monster forms a 
Ting for the swivel of the sword belt. 
The middle Iqekid is a naval trojihy, 
in which is introduced an aociior and 
cable, a piece of ordnance, a rudder, 
itbii indent, British colours, pendants, 
boardtogrpikes, sabres, &c. enriched 
with palm branches and wreaths of lau-, 
and oak : in tiie centre is a shield, 
iipoa which is engraved the inscription: 


« To Capt. Wm. ROGERS, from a 
few Friends iu RinwivoiiAM, Admirers 
ofthe uiuliiiinted Courage, I’erseverance, 
and Skill, displayed by him in the Cap¬ 
ture of the (Jkmi French I’rivatcer.” 

Tlic cliapc i.s in tiirec coinpartmeuls; 
the point is composed of rich ornamental 
foliage; the centre is ainiliUry trophy, 
in whieh isiiitrodiicedaterresfrralspliere, 
indicsliiig the yasbtheatre upon which, 
by means of her naval si)|ieriority, Eng¬ 
land is enabled to carry on a war. 'fhe 
top is a yoiimy «>agl(* grasping the flil- 
inen, and lo</liiig steadily at the sim-' 
beams, with the motto, " clariora 

ASPECTANS.” 

Surrounding the scabbard is a border 
of oak-lcav(‘s ntid ncoriis, of beautiful 
and higlily-linished workmanship; and 
at the bafek of it is aysnrcinct account of 
the engagement belwiren the Wtsoson 
Castle and the Gkkii. 

The whole of the emliellishments are 
embossed in high relief, and richly gilt. 
The ground is blued steel. 

The guard ofthe hilt is a rich trophy 
of arms, with the rose, thislle, and 
shamrock intertwined. The gripe is 
ebony inlaid with oak leaves and aroms, 
as on the edges of the scabbard, and-* 
on the pummel » seated the teitisb 
lion. 

The barlt of the hilt is compuKd of 
autu|ue ornaments. The wheie in high 
rdiet, and of excellent workmuisblp.

This farce had the assistance of ,>u).st ex¬ 
pensive scenery and decoration; and yet 
if the selection of popular airs h.id not 
pleaded fit intervals for the piece, tlie 
impatience of the audience would, wo 
think, havcovercome their lovcol'show, 
to thetotaldisromfitureof Mr. T. Dibdiit, 
the avowed author.

He had attended as usual iu the 
morning at the treasury ol'tbe theatre, where 
he was takou ill; but, bn being brought into 
The apSjn air, hb felt so rtuich recovered, that 
he went to Alt, Hards’s bunker to lodge the 


monw of the tbeatite, as usucl. Mr. Waddy. 
who bad accoiiqMnied Mr. I.«dger in a hack- 
ncy»coaeh to tlie banker's, conceiving bins 
quite well, left Mm there. Mr. I.edgcr had 
concluded his business, and had only pro¬ 
ceeded a few Steps from the door, wiieii he 
fell down in a At, and was conveyed honie, 
where he lingered until nine o'clock ai mglit, 
when he expired. His remains were interred 
in St. Paul’s chiircli-yard, Cuvent-garden, 
near the tomb of Edwin. The body was con¬ 
veyed ill a hearse, accompanied by lliirleen 
niooniing coaches, from the house of tlie de¬ 
ceased, in Lcicestcr-sqtiare, to tiie plage of 
interment, llis age, as marked an the coffin, 
was 38; but this was probably a mistake, he 
having been 48 years in the service of tlie 
theatre, it is supposed he must have been 
older. The ffrst two coaches were tilled witli 
relatives of the drecated, as chief mourners ; 
and the other crmches wjtb a number of the 
performers of both theatres, and other persons 
who were anxious to pay this last tribute of 
respect to the memory of a very worthy ■nan.

-is'rendered hiiiiiid iiioTiiiiigsaiid eveiiing.s. l-'roiii this euiise, .t« well us from stiigiiaiit water 
m suarsbes near the town, aria- putrid und iiileniiiitent levirs; and the efep/«oi//ii.'c/.< is not 
uiicuiiiuioii. 'I'ficrc arc three inuvent.s fur men, and two lor u uineii, none ofrhein remurkahlK 
/or rcligieos austerity, 'fhe cercMiioines of religion, Inmexci, ure siiictly obscrv* d ; and aii 
aiiditioB bees intidetlu tin m, by the ringing ut bells and luiiiicbiiig oi'sky-rockets, wbcii- 
esvasrany solemnities arc perlornniig m elmn-lies .ii Itio. 

All classes of society have an insuperable uit.ielimcnr to gayely and pleasure. 'I'lie lower 
order appctirsabrui.d in cloaks; tbose of tlu' nundling un.1 higher rniik.s, ulwiiys with swords. 
'The ladies wear then hair hanging down in tn sses. tud with ribands, and adorned with 
Anvers, their beads uncovered. 'They have in gener<il fine dmk e^es and very anmiaterl 
COttUtenaiiccs, and are fund of irnisic: tlieir laroiiriie iiisiriiiiieiils aie the h.irpsicliurd iiinl 
^ita'r. Son^ of them i^iew inslaiiccs of cxlreiiie levity ; and smiie of the men are accused 
of onnatural practices. Plays, operas, and niasipieradcs,are the iiiiioeent .itnusciueiilsol both 
sexes. A public garden, at one extremity u. the town, by the seaside, is the lavoiirde 
atti^ct'toh ; where, alVer their evening proiiiei.u<le, they frequently pariaKcof banquets, lei'i- 
dercxl niqiie aestfui by the accoinpuinnieiit of music, und the display of arldicial liic-wurks. 
This garden is laid out wnh inuch taste 111 grass-plots, siindiheries, and p nierres. iiiterspcised 
with slndy trees, and arelied alcoves, decuraied with flowers, jasiinnes, and fiiigiaiit pl.iiiis. 
Towards the middle is u fouiitaiii oi artiJici.il rock work, ornaiiieiiied wiili scid|iiiiml ligiires 
of two uJligatois, spouting water into a iiuirblc reservoir, in which aipialic birds, done in 
brouze, are sportlvcl}'%|>uscnted. There is also a terrace of gruiiile on ilut side ol 111 .- gar¬ 
den next tbe sea, ul the extrciiNly of winch hie budi two neat siiiiuier-hoii.ses. The ceil¬ 
ings areornameiited with various designs; the cornices exhibA a dilfereiit species of lUli and 
brijs; and upon the wallsav^cigbl puiiitinus, embleiinilic of the pri.iciji.il |)iodneiioiis which 
raised the country to its opukmc'e, aiuuiig which lire vicw.s ol ihc di:i!i ond weii x:old iniiica, 
and the ni'jniier of working them, ('oiiiigiioiis to the sta-sliore, .iiid iie.ii the luwn, is .uioiiier 
garden, curious for a small niaimlacliire of cocliin^l. 'J'he conversion id ilie nisei is into 
cochineal IS a simple process' they are pul into a H.il ciiithen dish, und pl.ii ed aiive, ovci a 
charcoal fire, and pur-ronsted very slowly, till the down upon ihein dis.ippi-ars, and i!ie .npie- 
eus juice of the animal is entirely ev.iporaled.

Vse tinil 
Captain (ioo.lii!!, however, not lon;k 
nti.er this, in the comniand of a Irtter 
of man;IK'; in whicii tu' continued (HI 
the peace of 'SO‘j dming whiclr time 
he i.s generally •.aid to ini', e made more 
voyage'., foiiglil more arlioiis, and cap- 
tiirerl more pri'/es, than ever heforcwr'pe 
efi'ecti.'d in tlie same lime hy any private 
ship.- 

. 'v hen the w.ir roc'iit;meiK’’ed, Captain 
Ciooilall title I out, in a few days, a 
small .privateer, of ten grins and forty 
(licn, ciillevl- the. ( a/A'I’t/ic and Mury^ 
in which he look son.e valuable prives. 
Oivllio V5lli of July, he tell in 

with / a Cm aline, . rench privateer, of 
donhie his force, arj engaged with her 
in tvvr> several .actions. In the first, 
which (astevl twenty-live ininiite.s, ho 
heat off the Hrciicli veasei, and raptured 
two \Vt.,l Indiamcn, her pri'/es; betou 
the action being reiiewid (o cover tl.e 
prizes. Captain GoodHlI, to his great 
niortifieatioti, wa.s compelled to strike 
his fl.sg^/'rip Konl of t-hot; on which the 
r'reiicl) eaplain took possc'-sicii of his 
vc.ssel, and nUooi.ihe two prizes. Oiir 
hero and hi.s brave crew wncevlreniely 
well treated ou hoaid the i'reiuh prt- 
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rateer, from which they were landed at 
rOrleat on the 5ih of August. 

The commissary here hetiarcd to them 
in the moat inhiimau manner : iiiiinedi- 
ately having landed, they 
were marcHcd toward Ijteiiaes, with 43 
Vthcr Englishmen. They were six 
days on the route; during two of uhich 
they had. no allowance of provisions 
whatever; and on the other days had 
only bread and water, the former sour, 
and cry scantily supplied. 

On their arrival at ileiiues, they were 
all put into the common gaol, where 
they reniaihcd for four days without 
any other a’lowunce than bread and 
water, altiioiigh the common felons in 
the same prison were .supplied with beef 
and 8<»up. Jlleiug now ordered toward 
the frontii.'rs, tlicv ceiR'iUonct'd their 
march on the ]4th of .\ugnst; and a 
very spiritcii romonstriiiieelioin (iaptain 
(ioodiill to’ (General Laborde, the coin- 
iiisiuTer of tlip district, prt)CiR-ed tlieni 
iiu allowance of seven suii.s per day fur 
oacJ) man, and one pound and a ItiiH'of 
bread, till their arrival, on the 31.st of 
August, at Melun, near Paris, where 
they were again imprisoned, and tin* 
seven sous were reduced to three iiiiil 
a half pi;r day : they were aNo extreme- 
jly distressed for shoes; but only twenty 
pair were given among the whole 
puniber. 

• On the small pittance that we h;i\i‘ 
mentioned they existed fwe cannot e.ill 
It livingfin prison, ind likewise on their 
next march, which took plare a few 
days afterwards. On the l;;th ot .'■ep- 
'(einlHsr they arrived at Espinal; where 
they found about USO of their connlry- 
ynen; among whom was the gall.int 
Captain Ureiiton, of the Minrrve fri¬ 
gate, taken at Cherbourg. The seanum 
Were lodged in prison on a nominal 
allowance of one pound and a half of 
bread and three sous per day ; hnl the 
latter were paid to the captain of the 
prison, or the conun.ssary, who imiced 

S ^avc the men black and sour bread, 
retiiienlly'deficient in weight ; but, in¬ 
stead of the three sous, tluiy were 
served with four ounces of beef m.'ide 
ipto soup by French cooks, wiiirii, when 
dressed, did not cxreed two ounces; and 
they had nothing but straw to lie on, 
bo bad, yet so scanty, indeed, was the 
allowance of food, that Captain (iood- 
all, in an allidavit whirh he liad after¬ 
wards occasion to make, declared, tiiat 
he “ verily believed, had it not been lor 
the assistance aSorded hy ( apt. ISreuioti

and his oSicers, many of the men would 
have been starved.” Those benevolent 
gentlemen allowed, nut of their own 
private purses, a regular stipend per 
week to the crew of Ihe Minervr, to 
supply the wants of nature; and Captain 
(ioodall did the same by the crew of his 
privateer, lie remained at l-'.spuiai from 
the lath of >>[ifemb!T until the end of 
that montii, withoal beingableluobtaiiw 
frofn the French go' ernineut a sous of 
snhsisteiire-money lor himself. Coi.« 
ceiving it, therefore,no Iicach of faith to 
quitaplacewherehenmstincvilnblyhave 
starved h:>d he n<i4 foriuiiatuly received 
some remillanees fioni I‘i<igland, he 
projvbsed a plan of escape to Mr. 
Henry James I'almer, lately4ii.oinceron 
board his pi^valcer, and who consented 
to he the partner of his fate. Being as 
well prepared as circumstances would 
allow, they nn.'e up llieir inimls to 
set oir the next day, heing tiie 1st of 
Octolicf,* hiMing lirst lakcu care to 
pro v ide f hemsel-, es v. illi a Freiicli guid«‘. 
'f'lie time .ippomted for llie reitdiwons 
was two o'clock in the inoriiiog. TJie

Kvery 
freeman vi ho would en^joy the protection 
of the taws, and not be treated as a va- 
gitbond, was onder a necessity ot being 
admlUiid a maBtM»;ofthoittliing«hcrg 
be and hn family residm^; and in order 
to oMain thtsS|d(ni8|iun, it was neccs^ry 
for him to mauitaio a pood repuialion.

dialogue and repartee were employed, 
suuiethiiig in (he form of a maM|uc 
would be exhibited, and the tendency 
to a regular drama would now be ne¬ 
cessary and iialtirai.

urbanity had agreed to resort, bubse- 
qucht to tragedy in appearance, at Icait 
in cultivation, comedy assumed three 
Ibrnift at Athens, each of which was the 
result of peculiarity of genius in the 
poet, and of ronstitutioti m the govern¬ 
ment. In acity so licentious as Athens,

This tract is extremely curious, for 
two reasons: iirst, Uiesulifsct: tliiscx- 
traordinanr eater, Nicholan Wood, is 
recorded To have performed such fcals 
in the way of mastication and digestion 
8$ stretches credibility till it hursts, and 
expands into the eranescent hubbies of 
fiction. Noth’ng in the shape of food, 
srhether animal, piscatory, or vegetable, 
ia said to have rotue amiss to him-, 
then'fore doth hones! John Tailor 
compare his hi-ro to all the glutloiis, 
drunkards, and bnitiw ofanti(|iiity But 
at length, tired with his classical tlighl, 
our water poet prepares to i//p histeings 
in tho channel of rninnion life, when, 
like the Jins of the flying fish, they be¬ 
come too d'y to bear him aloft, or, (o 
use his own words, whirh will also give 
a specimen of his style, be says,

and Knights of the PublicLe or common

Pope, for 
ins!unco, scents, in his Dunciad, in more 
instimce.slhan one, to place iiiin in ari- 
dirnluii.s light, which was a point of 
view that neither the genius nor the 
arquircmciits of Tailor deserved. It is 
tiue, the wficr-bard himscif waves all 
pretensions to what is termed a liberal 
education. Yet U appears from this 
tract that h« had a greater portion of 
rlri.ssirai knowledge than has hitherto 
been allowed him. 

With res{it'ct to the history of “ the 
Greab Eater,” we are inclined to think, 
that under the semblance or metaphor 
of Vicrolas Wood, the great Eater, 
the author meant to convey an allego¬ 
rical satire upoii, perhaps, the gluttony 
am! luxury oflhenge, .ts Addison is said 
to have inteiulcd, under that of Nicho¬ 
las IIaut, the great bieqter, to have 
ridiculed the politics of his times; 
though be afterward became too. timid 
fas he hints with respect to Mmrod) 
to carry bis design into execution. * 
However, be that as it may, tior we 
have not leisure further to investigate 
the subject, this, we must re-observe, 
is a very curious paper, and, as it 
alludes to customs, times, and place* 
of wliich the other notice are very

K.Ci. iu tlieehuiuvl oftliecliiircti 
of Battle, those in Metcliiiig Church, 
and that of .Sir David Unen, Kut.«n the 
church of Kastbourn, together with the 
brasses in Ktrhiiigliain Church, Siis.scy, 
are, as curious spcriiiicn.s of antitjiiti 
sculpture, certainly worthy of preserva¬ 
tion. 

We cannot agree with the editor that 
the deyils represented iu the ancient 
painlin'z on the wail of St. Mary’s Cha¬ 
pel, in Winchester Cathedral, are con¬ 
ceived and drawn with as much spirit as 
those ill the temptation of St. Anthony. 
It is uot very easy to lay down rules for 
the delineation of devils t but itHI wp 
conceive that these are neither sufflei- 
eotiy terrific, nor sufificicntly grotcstiue; 
the modern representations of those 
'* infernal beings'^ shew that we have no 
OQcasiun (as Mr. J. advises) to study 
them, as recent exhibitions have cou- 
viaced the public, that ve can hotb 


pnint the drvil and plajf the dt'i'il better 
than our ancestors. 

The ancient Cunt in Wiiicfiesler Cau 
thedral, Itic VVeII,&c. were hardly worth 
engraving. 

,\elley .Abbey, ofwhieh there arc two 
plates; iluinsey Chtircb, llanLs; and 
Bar fiiile, .Soiitiiamptuii; have been 
frei|iicntly before the public. 

Tile three plates tif ancient Chairs are 
etirioiis; and that of I’ortchester Castle^ 
nam|isiiire, gives, we have no doubt, a 
correct idea of part of tiiat venerable 
pile which il said to have been built 
near the place where Vespasian landed'.

Al(hqiTgh, as the editor very properly 
observes, there may not he iiiurh novelty 
in them (for how is it possible to hitro- 
ditce novelty into descriptions of places 
which have been so often before the 
public?) yet it will be rcmcmliered, 
that these letters have been written near 
forty-five years, and therefore, though 
they have not been published, certain^,, 
in point of date, take the lead of by far 
the greater number of those works'that 
have since overwhelmed this clsus of 
literature. - Before the period at whtch 
thi^e letters were written, 'we rettolletA 
but t-wo productions of the same nature, 
viz. Kevsler’s Travels and Missow’s

That this church should have escaped 
destruction through so many changesas 
have happencil in the iieighbourhootl, 
it has been observed, is surprising. That 
it did not fall with the adjacent priory, 
has ever been to us a subject of wonder, 
for two reasons: thofirstfb|ecaase there 
were several churches in its immediate 
vicinity, and, when the hospital of St. 
Mary Heth/ehem., the- convent and bro¬ 
therhood of ,V{. Mary Spital., thefrater- 
, nity of Nortan FalgalCt and other esta¬ 
blishments of the same nature were 
taken away, very few persons were letlt 
to attend Itiem. Secondly, St. Helen's is 
said, in those times, not otily to have 
possessed a number of curiosities, but 
very eOasiihirable ricRes; and although 
the visihra ahd aurveyors had little 
taste for the former, they perfectly well 
knew the value of the latter: these, 
when the building was denuded of its 
hraasca, &c. of course vanished the 
touch of the courtiers, who were Ly 
some means or other attracted to ttiis 
spot. Tlie church is said to have had 
sev cral other narrow escapes. 11 was d is- 
turbed when tbe Leathersellers erected 
their hall, tlircatc^ by tbe fire of Lon¬ 
don, and shaken ra its very foundation 
in 1790, when the remnants of its an¬ 
cient honours weretoru away: another 
alteration or repair is at present in its 
progress, when we observe the ve¬ 
nerable stones of its ancient walls (for 
even the stones of such a building are, 
tO/Us, venerable) are covering with 
compp ; whieJi will, we presume, when 
finished, give to tbe whole pile a fan¬ 
tastic air, totally ineonsistept both with 
its architectural design, and the pious 
purpose to which it is consecrated.

tFUlium used to think, that in hie way 
he was not to be outdone, and GocoswiTa 
thought, one day, that ho would make 
trial ofhim.

When looking upon 
a newspaper which he had in bis hand, 
he adds, “ Come, I will read you ,your 
leUer just as 1 find it here:” when he 
read aloud the several words of which 
the letter was composed, with a steady 
counlenanec, and without the least 
faiiltering or hesitation, William was 
thiindurslriii-k, bcranio very angry, and 
exclaimed, “ You use me very ill, Mr. 
Goldsmith! you' have opened niy let¬ 
ter !” Cpod this Goldsmith immedi¬

tlioiigh, if proofs were wanting, the 
labours of Hie iiiernrchy alo.ii', in their 
religious studies, and in every hraiieh of 
elegant and polite literature, the pioiLs 
examples of their lives, and their imle- 
fatigahle industry to promulgate their 
doctrines, W'ould most amply supply 
them. When wc record llic names uf 
Cranmer, Ridley, Laliraer, I’arkcr, 
lirutr.hall. Hall, Wilkins, Taylor, TiU 
lotson, Kleutwuod, .Atterbury, Gibson, 
Rotter, Herring, Seeker, Warburtoo, 
and Shipley, whose works display a long 
succcssiou of the elusions ot pi^y aua 
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learning, wc reflect that they assist re¬ 
collection, and point to thoAc of many 
other proxies who have also most emir 
ncnily distK;‘j;iiishcd themselves hy their 
piety,thpir erudition, their philant ii ropy, 
and true patriotism. Pleased with this 
subject, we could much enlarge on it, 
were it not necessary ^tliat we shoulcl 
recollect that we arc not composing a 
general treatise, but an individual me¬ 
moir, andthat,it is only our intention, 
m this short notice, to add one eminent 
uarne to those oUthe p« latcs rvhom we 
have already coinraerooia'ed. 

It is a difliciilt tasl^ to undertake, 
to tell rightly the story of one wh«) 
died yesterday at an age protra^cd 
beyond the common boundary of Tiij- 
inan existence. In such .a case wc 
ran have but very imperfectly the bene¬ 
fit either of written or of oral testi¬ 
mony ; our subject svas too lately among 
us for the one, and too long for the 
other: and the hand of lime, which has 
swept into the sile.tl grave liiose con¬ 
temporary intimates who might have 
furiiisheil us with genuine information, 
has not yet been stretched thr enough to 
wi|»c a'^ay the published extravagances 
of iiiijust reproach or iinmerited praise. 

These obs«>rvatioi>s nuiy be applied 
with peculiar force to the biography of 
men of letters, and more particularly of 
sTilics, who may be consiih-red us the 
leaders of factions in litcialure, and 
who, in common wrth the heads of 
political parties, are always eelebrated 
or vilified with rqinl partiality, in a 
thousand petty ptibliculioii.'^ the intem¬ 
perance of which must be corrected or 
forgotten, before llie merits of their 
respective suhjccts c.iii be fairly apjiic- 
tiated. 

Impressed wiih these scnliinents, we 
.shall, in paying the following small tri¬ 
bute to the meiTiory of the scMciahlc 
Isishon iliinn, coiif'iieoi.rsi'Iscs to mere 
incon!ro\erlibiefai ls. lie v.as the«ccond 
son of.lohn Hm;!, a respectable yeoman, 
at( ongiT'.c, ii: t!ic|iarish ol Peiiki idge, 
M.iltoMishirc. He r(‘ceive,l ftl a country 
s< boo! of no fame the riidimeiil.s Ilf an 
education which was coiiiplclrdat I'lna* 
unci college, in Camhridgo, whete he 
vs as placed at a very ear'y lime of hie, 
ardofw'hicli he l»ecame in due time a 
frlioa. from this silmifioii lie was re¬ 
moved to a Iicneiic:* ol small value, 
flit* sednded pai'sh ol Tluirrasloii, in 
Lfiiccsleishir,', and iniluhcil there a love 
of rural rriirciiicnt. which he avowed 
in very li vhng terms in his dcd'calioii 


of the .4rle Poetica of Horace to Bishop 
Warburlon. His first steps towards 
eminence were marked out for him 
by that prelate, whose ardent passions 
seldom failed to procure a due reward 
to those merits which his -acute and 
busy observation never overlooked. It 
is said, that Mr. Ilnrd was introduced to 
him by Ralph Allen, F.s^. of Prior 
Park, near Bath, whose friendship for 
Hr. Warburlon is well known ; and that 
he had attracted the notice and the 
favour of iMr. Allen hy his singularly 
elegant Dialogues on chivalry and ro¬ 
mance. Be this as it may, certain it is, 
that Warburtoii advanced him to the 
archdeaconry of (Jloiicesler, and soon 
after ]irorured his appointment of 
preacher at Lincoln’s-inn-cha|icl, upon 
the vacancy occasioned by his own re¬ 
signation. 

The twelve discourses which he deli¬ 
vered at the lecture which fiad been 
founded !>y his jiatron for the illustra¬ 
tion of the prophecies, added to the 
high literary reputation which he al¬ 
ready ciijoydl, that of a pioii.s, acute, 
and learned divine; uor was the ele¬ 
gance and purity of style which distin¬ 
guished those asermoes inferior to the 
deep research and strength of argument 
wliicli they exhibited, lie owed to them 
all his i'lilurendvniiceiueiit. They attract¬ 
ed the ulleiitioii of that last survivor of 
the Aiignstnii age in Britain, William, 
I'.ail of .MuiKsfiehl; and at tin* request of 
That nobleinaii. Hr. n til'd was appointed to 
succeed the Isue Archhislu-p of Y oi k as 
preceptor to their royal highnesses llu; 
Piiiirc of Wale.snnd the Duke of Y’oiU ; 
and very soon after, in It it, iiis ma- 
jc.slv, with circiiiiislaiiccs of grace and 
regliid AvI’.ich jicciili.irly nifirkedhis per¬ 
fect appiohalioii, cor.leiied on him the 
bishopiick of i.icliiield niul Covenlrr. 
Ill ITS I, I lie king appointed him clerk 
ofllio closet. Ill the same year he was 
tiaiislalcd to llie see of Worcester ; and 
ill oil t!ic death ot Archbishop 

Cc.niwalli.s, he had the honour of re¬ 
ceiving 'ui ofler of the primacy, and the 
still In;, her honour of declining it. 

The le.n lindcr of his life wu.s passed, 
with very l« v intervals ofahs'ence,iii his 
diocese, where he enjoyed an almost 
filial a'lVeclion and rc.spcct from all 
arour.d him. His serious riuplov ineiils 
consisted iii the strictest dischari^c of(hci 
spiritual and li'iupcral duties of his sta¬ 
tion ; and his aimiscmeiils, in lilc ary 
coiupusilion, and the revisai of his for- 
nicr works. The see of Worcester Is 
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to him for many henefits whicii 
he ha» ieflt to hisfliirccsMot ti, and in par¬ 
ticular for a library in llartlebury Cas¬ 
tle, which he has didicatcd to their use. 
If this library includes hi.s own pri¬ 
vate collection, it must be indeed an in¬ 
estimable treasure, fur he possessed, by 
purchase, the liooks of Bishop Warbur- 
ton, which included those of I'ope. 

He died unmarried at fl.irtle.biiry, on 
Saturday, the Cl h of.Iuiie, in the pre¬ 
sent year, in the eighty-ninth year of 
his age. 

Of his familiar and domestic story wo 
know little; for, as has been already 
observed, he outlived, generally speak¬ 
ing, those who iniglit have furnished ns 
with such intelligence. In the manu¬ 
script diary of a late literary friend, the 
following memorandum occurs: “ Dined 
in company with Bishop Hurd, and (toss, 
Bishop of Kxefer, at Mr. Burrell's, in 
Haricy-street, the 7lh of I'eln-uary, 
17 HJ—Ilnrd is a mini of p’easing .ip- 
pearance, good countenance, and gen¬ 
teel address, hut of scry few unrds; 
at least he said but littl* that day.” 
His literary hi'lory is, in fart, the his¬ 
tory ol'his life; and we shall look for¬ 
ward with an anxious tyjpe to an im¬ 
partial and ,in''fly critical piihlicalion 
of it. The limits of this work, holJi as 
to time and space, while they confine 
ns almost to a mere catalogue <»f his 
works, may save us from the iiiipuled 
arrogance ot disquisitions to wiiich we 
are, perhaps, uiieqii.sl. • 

His first publication *was Horace's 
Fpistle to the /'/.sas, in IT 1-1, which 
was repiiiiled, together sviUi the epistle 
a/i /.vg-MS/M/w, 10 not, in two octavo 
soiiiuios, willi an Kiiglish coniWienl.ary 
and notes. 'J'his work, M'vions edifloiis 
of wliicli have since appeal id, in three, 
small volumes, in octavo, is csl'enied 
one of the moil acute and el.issical 
pieces orcrilicisni evir produced bv an 
Faiglish svrilor. Of his I.eilersoii I'lii- 
valry and Uoiiiancc, and of their fortu- 
iiafe eil'ect, I have already spoken ; they 
were republished in ITti.i, together writ; 
Jiis .Moral and Political Dialogues, in 
three small volumes, each of them 
having before appeared aiionymously. 
About the same lime, Mr. Hume put 
•forth his Bssay on the Nature and His¬ 
tory of Heligioii. which, whiln it sur¬ 
prised the inditt'erent, ofleiuled the pious. 
Dr. Ifiird answered it svilh a boldness 
and perspicuity winch suited his calling 
and his talents, and d.'ev/ on hinisi'lf a 
bitter inveclisc from Hiime, who, in 
his rejieuder, charges him with “ ail 


the illiberrd pcfnlance, arrogance, and 
scurrility of .the Vfarburtoninn sclymi.’* 

The twelve Discourses at Bi^op War- 
btirton's Lectures for l.mcoltdfMnn Cha¬ 
pe.!, have been nuMitionod Ifffbrc; they 
svere published in ma. Some passages 
in them attacked by a Mr. Kvati.son, 
who had been a clergj^man of the esta¬ 
blished c!uircli,aAd was then labouring to 
justify his .secession from it, by a sort of 
nibbling criticisms on the theological 
works of eminent orlh itfox writers: to 
this perso^i,webeiieve,Dr. Hurd returned 
no answer. He was then employed in a 
w iirk wdiith, though of a difTercnt cast 
from the generality of his literary.occii- 
palioiis, was not less suited to tlie cha- 
r.acfer of his talents, “ Select Works of 
Abraham Cowley,” with a preface and 
notes, whit^i appeared also in 177-', in 
two small octavo volumes. In 17 7 6, 
he pohlisl'cd a volume of Sermons 
preached at Liiu'oin's-inn Chapel, be¬ 
tween the years llti.'i and 177(5 ; to 
which, in 1781, he added Iw'o more. 
It is nccdl.'ss to dwell on tlie praise of 
Bishop Nurd's pulpit di.scoiirses, as their 
elegance and their energy have long 
combined to render them de.scrsodiy 
popular. 

ills largest, work appeared in 1788 : 
this was, an edition of the storks of 
Bishop W'arbnrtoii, iv. seven volumes, 
m quarto, with a siipplrmeiital volume, 
ill octavo; to the jmrehas-rs of which 
he then promis ;d to deliver, .ala futuie 
t'lne, some account of the life and wril- 
iii,;s ot that, remnrkiihle person: that 
|iroini.se, luyvcver, was never performed. 
He printed, in '791, u di.sconrsc to that 
purpose, in a quarto pamphlet, by way 
ofprefaK' to the splendid hook of which 
wo are speaking ; but it was iii-versoid ; 
and the suppression of it was madi\ tin* 
subject of many paltry refleclioi-,, no 
sooner puhlislied ^han forgollen by all 
but the authors oi them. Tiie recoilei - 
tioii, however, of iiiose pointie.ss .shalts 
leads us to n'enlioii the only ground on 
which this prelate, not less distinguished 
liy his talents than by the sweetness of 
ins character, ever sii.slaiiied an attack 
with any colour of justice. While he 
idoliineil the profound abilities of War- 
burton with all the rritlihsiasm of con. 
genial aciiteness and erudition, he loved 
him with ail the force and vehement at 
dour of pure gralilnde. WarbiirBni's 
lassioii.s knew no medium ; he citlicr 
oved or hated ; and in haired, at leas', 
the world will^ always be even with 
ns. He lett ’tniiiiy hitler eneniieii; 
Bishop Hurd undeitoek the arduous 
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tfisk of ilef«nding hin mrmory against 
tbesn* and involwd iiimseif iii'tlie post- 
liuntoua pt'rseculion. In this spirit lie 
publish^, in the early part of'his iifty, a 
paniplile!^ enliluled, “ An Kssay on 
the Jieliracy of Friendship,” intended 
to arraign the conduct of Dr, Jortin, 
svho had vcnti^ed to iitler some sort 
of censure on nls pf.tron ; and fliis 
pcninphlet Die bishop, in his cooler 
moments, took great pains to re collect 
and destroy. '-Tins amiable disposition, 
'which, perhaps, he indulged too far, 
drew down (or, perhaps, rather up) 
on him, in his latter years, a hitter at¬ 
tack from a celebrated literary meteor, 
wriiich occasionally condescends to iilii- 
inine tlu' utter darkness that he tRInks 
surrounds us in his absence. Bishop 
lliird was his >( 111:11 in leirrning and in 
criticism; in px-ty, morals, and urba¬ 
nity, he had no sujierior. 

Before, we close this sketch, if will be 
necessary to imike one observation on 
the portrait uf the good bishop which 
forms its cnibeliislniicnt. The heaulifiii 
rninialiirc from which this pl.Ue wis 
copied was lent to the laU' .Mr. Sewell, 
vmiler a strict injunction that l!i<’ pnnl

't)lU corrcspoiulcnl l‘'.\rosirot 
liavitig giNcn range to bis i.mcs 
upon the nature of comets, permit me 
to st.ile wbal .''ir Isaac iNewton mid 
otlier astronomers |^avc said upon tlie 
same subject. Comparing our own ideas 
with those of the best authors, without 
any partiality, is the best meims tor 
leading us from those errors which men 
have fallen into by their own obstinate 
opinions. 

Comets have been for oges regarded 
as portending war or some great cala¬ 
mity; even the vulgar of the present 
day suppose them to have iiinuenres 
wliicii are entirely groundless. For in- 
siaiue, the exfrcniclieat of the weather, 
last ye ir, was said to be ow ing to a co¬ 
met, They have as much reason to say, 
tli.it the coldness of the winter is owing 
to the al».sen(c of a comet. The origin 
of these false notions, I suppose, is 


owing to some calamity whirh Aappcnetf 
at the time some one of those bodies 
hud made ils appearance. What they 
and their tails are composed of, has 
been, in ail ages, a matter of great dis- 

f iiite. .^ir Isaac Newton’s system of the 
leavens has over been accepted a.s the 
clearest of any that has hilherto beoil 
I'ormed : I shall, Ihererore,* mention 
what lie sa>s upon comets, and, after¬ 
wards, what may not be called objec¬ 
tions to his theory of those bodies; but 
fur be it from ire to oppose that glo¬ 
rious syst«‘m of gravity wliicli has been 
uciepled Iiy almost all nations, with ro- 
garil to the planets. 'I'o the tlieoiy of 
the latter hoilies, I do not think there 
have been any objections: but as for 
that of tlic former, I confess 1 a in at a 
lo.ss to roinpri'bend it. lie, in the first 
place, supposes comets to un-ve round 
the sun ill eccentric ellip.scs, vvnu'>, as 
flierc liavcliccn no mati'rial ohjeclions 
to it. will be granted. As for the tail, 
he fli'iiks the atmosphere of the comet 
will fiiriiisli a siifUcieni ({uaritify of va- 
poiir l<> form it, for, tlie utinusplieri' of 
the (MlIII, at a distance, is cAtremcly 
raic, ami, therefore, the tail of tlie co¬ 
met being so loiiir, of course, exticinely 
rare, be llimlts it is ea.y to ai'count for 
the stars being .seen tliroiigb it. He sup¬ 
poses llm uscent of vapour in the tail to 
he caused by I lie immense beat of the 
sun at the comet's pcribclium, sind the

comet is iieimtlic stm Ibaii at any other 
time, it may la* aceomited for in this 
m.mi.cr. lie snjiposes tlie sun to iiave 
an atmosphere; now, if any tiling that 
is of I#ss s|i('cilic gravity flian the sub- 
slavice in wbicli it moves, ascend, then, 
as the tail of tin* comet is of lo.ss sperilie. 
graviiy tbaii llic ainiosphcre of the sun, 
ol course it must ascend. It may, from 
hence, he accounted for, why the co¬ 
met's tail lvee])s a direction opposite to 
the sun. An a.sseilion which t*ir Lsnae 
Newton makes as to the centrifugal and 
CLntri|)(*ial forc<‘s' of the comet, 1 cannot 
comprehend : be says, that when the 
comet arrives at ils peribelimn, it re¬ 
ceives a great projectile force, which 
throws it iorvviird, notvvith.standing the 
c(‘iitripcliil force, into the regions of 
space, nml, having gone, one would 
liiirik, almost out of the reach of the 
sun's attraetimi, (he centripetal force 
overcomes the ccHtrifii*ral, at the time 
the comet is attracted mast by tlio sun, 
and it descends again to that 1)uily ; 
when, on thh ulhcr bandt it U attracted 
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most bj that luminary, the Cf'ntrifiJ{;al 
^ overcomes tfie cciitripclal, uiul llie co¬ 
met flics off ajraiii; ami, thus it is con¬ 
tinually. He also sass, th;!l f he crus'.o of 
the tail being seen, i,, that it rcilccts the 
rays of the sun.

t.iil to that planet ?—Is not the folluvvi;i^ 
theory of cornets by Mr. Brydone much 
more conclusive? It is well known, that^ 
III electricity, when a body is cha.::-d 
with the same quantity of the electric 
fliiiJ as another, they repel each otJicr; 
and, wheu one i.s charged with more 
than the other, they attract each uthe'-. 
Now, he supposes the suu to he covered 
with the electric fluid, and when the 
comet arrives at the sun, he supposes it

many years under Harleqfem at Lincoln’s- 
ina-fields and at Covent-garden theatres, 
where, alfiiongh he took all the most 
rfanirt‘rous lcap»^ Rich, his principal, 
received the whole applause that wan 
due to his activity; the second, that, 
whether he trod the stage or flew over 
it, as he generally was masked and 


dumb, he iriav be said to iiave per¬ 
form^ ail his life, and scarcely to have 
been seen or heard. He was not only 
e.vlrcincly useful to the theatre as a 
Harlequin, but as a contriver of tHcks t 
and we think he had the honour to 


write the carpenters' work for more 
than one puntoiuime. When Ricb» 
whose want ^f agility had long kept 
him upon the ground, resigned the part 
of first Harlequin in tht. SoncBREa, 
Miles assumed it, and obtained in it, 
during some very long runs (after itn 
revival in ll.'iii). great and deserved 
celebrity. He also performed Harlequin 
ill I’ersei.'s ani> Andromera, ArotLO 
AND Daphne, ire Fair, and many 
sillier ciiterlainmciits of that nature. 


He had, as has been observed, ill early 
life been extremely active, but in his 
more ndvano'd years grew corpulent, 
and consequently unable to fltf. How* 
ever, as ground Harlequin he has been 
often celebrated for coii\ ev '*'»glhe mean¬ 
ing of his author, or rather his own, bjf 
signs, in a manner that was deemed bj 
connoisseurs superior even to thatof his 
master: but as wc*do not profess to 
understand dramatic signs (nor in¬ 
deed at present designs), and ttierefore 
were ne>cr perfectly satisfied with exhi¬ 
bitions, however ingenious, that were 
merely pantomimicai, vie are not coni- 
pi tcut to decide so important a ques¬ 
tion. 

Of ali the Harlequins that we have 
seen, VVg 'ov'-ard only seemed to con- 
V. y to utir niiii'ls any trulycomfc ineaa- 
ing. i: \n action was, in every situation, 
so appropriate, (tiai. although, his face 
was covered, ard n is tongue tfuiRfi.^very 
luub appeared to speak: yet we have 
been gravely to'd, that in thia line ot 
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acting WoonwAHP wwttoQ/flrc/c«/i as 
if tK^! character of Harlequin could 
be bm^riiicd, and that Miles was the 
more vl^s and correct performer. Itb 
tbuias it mar* it certainl^ was the opi¬ 
nion of the latter (an opinion which he 
probably inherited from his master 
Kiev} 1 'that there was a grandeur and 
seilemnUpvR the part of the pateh•coatc^l 
hero, which combined the essence of 
elegant Comedy and elevated tragedy. 
Of the latter iie^ave a specimen in the 
last scene of the Sorcerer, and in many 
otber pieces, where his assumAl tenor, 
rage, and grief, it has been said, were 
the envy ofthebuskinesVIicrocsofthose 
times. 

Upon the subject of panlomimingdlie 
passions be delighted to descant; and 
would prove that tlariequlii was nut 
only a great tragedian, but an acrum- 
plisned gentleman; as specimens of 
which he used to quote the opinions 
of the crilfcs respecting his courtship, 
his dexterity at table, his mode of re- 
ceivio^ letters, his address to I'antii- 
Iqon, &r. &r. In all these instances, 
though we do not very gfnerally con- 
dsr with the critics, we arc willing to 
allow that Mii.ES was excellent. 

The frivolity of the french pantorai- 
mical school he held in abomination. 

As an actor (for, though seldom, he 
has been Known to speak ujMiii the 
Stage), he could, from the parts in 
whicn he appeared unmaskedt ulitaiu 
but little celebrity ; though, had his 
rhetorical talents been greater, there is, 
from his situation in thc^ theatre, no 
doubt but he would have succeeded to 
better parts. 

We think wc have heard, that he 
once performed Jvstire Silence: so that 
we should sitppo.so his 0.181 of acting was 
eomiCt though his deportmcul olf the 
Stage was grave and sedate. 

As a man he wa? much respected; 
he w'as regular in his habits, and ccoiio- 
mical in his expenses, lie Jived near 
the theatre, and was a constant, though 
oobcTt visitor at the Great Mogul's He:d, 
then a famous punch-house ia Drury- 
lane. 

His principal theatrical companion 
was a'genlleman who lived to exhibit 
one of the last vestiges of the school of 
Uoiw,aud who, from his pomp' as man¬ 
ner, obtained the appellation of Count 
WioNAt. Tox Clouoh, whp sometimes 
made a third in their parties, .will bo 
remembered as a cemediafi who amused 


himself by trileoding' at every execution 
that occurred. 

lonn Noatn. 

When this nobleman was prime mi¬ 
nister, a gentleman ("ho, it appears, 
was indepeudeut) attended iii I’Jowiiiiig- 
sticel, in coiiseijiience of a pressing and 
partiriil.ir .ippointiuenl. 

It has been said, that theie is quack¬ 
ery ill all things; wlictiier a sjiice of 
this estiriiuhle property ever used to 
enter (he political purlieus, wc neither 
know nor care: perhaps the gentleman 
suspected souulliiag of the kind, how¬ 
ever unlikely; for, afltcr waiting a con¬ 
siderable time, he rang the bell. An 
atfeud.int in due course appeared, whom 
ho desired (o iiitimute to his lordship, 
that he came aceording tsi his request, 
and wastfaiiing with some small degree 
of impatience. 

The attendant vanished, and sogu 
after rcliirucd. His lordsllip was .<(till 
deeply engaged. 

rafieiict', it seems, was not a virtue 
which (lie gdiitlciiiaii possessed in a vciy 
eminent degree ; so, after again waiting 
a short lime, he wrote a note to the 
following purport 

“ HY Lonn, 

“.You are a man of business, and 
conseipicnfly must attend to those, im¬ 
portant alVairs that continually encrom'li 
upon your time : but I am a man of no 
'oiisii. eiss: and as F did not come here 
for ptea^urCt f shall instantly endeavour 
to seek it elsewhere; for, be assured, I 
VIill not wait five uiinutcs longer lot 
any minister in Europe.

I T is universally allowed, that the 
proper object of writing is to diffuse 
useful knowledge and proiimtc virtue, 
ahd, by administering to that ardent 
curiosity w'hich is iinpianted in the hu¬ 
man mmd, 1o improve the understand¬ 
ing and to mend the heart. But in the 
present age, when the “ cucocihes scri* 
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btnii," ibc itch ofwriUnj;, h.a9 pervaded 
every rank of liuciciy, when the learned 
arid unlcanietl cunK|»ire lo Hweiltbe cata- 
logne of literary labours, wc must ex¬ 
pect tliat the cai.'se of'virtue will be 
sotnetimes postponed lo the advance¬ 
ment of interest or the gratiikation 
of piission: and that vice and depravity, 
vanity amf ignorance, will pervert the 
end, and abuse the means. 

It has often been inquired; What 
mode of writing is best adapted lo an¬ 
swer the purposes alluded tO' and, How 
can entertainment and iiistriiclion M so 
conihincdas to sulisfy the mind wtlhout 
corrupting J The sole/iop of this ques¬ 
tion has given birth lo a variof v of opi¬ 
nions, and every species of writii.g has, 
in turn, been extolled as possessing a 
superiority over the rest. Some have 
contended, that the drama is entitled lo 
a prc-eiTiineniai, inasimieh as ils plots 
and incidents being selected from, and 
adapted to the occurrences of real life, 
atid heinumided liy scenery and action, 
it is best calcnhited to seize the alUni- 
tion, and oecnpy Hie avi-nues of the 
heart. Hut iiotwillist 'nding the advan¬ 
tages of dramatic rejircsfntarums, they 
will rarely be found tiiily to answer the 
ends proposed: for, howfwir great may 
he the merit of the actor, oi however 
he may excel ni the art ofn^ssimulatioii, 
wc are loo prone to consider his elVorls 
as a mere pastime 5 and the mind, ac- 
CifUtoiiied to retlecfion', feeds a reiiiig- 
iiancc lo the SHlmivmii of senfimeiit* 
and prcc-cpls merely iiUcr‘'il liy I lie 
month, and in viliiclrihe lioiiit has no 
roiicerii. 

Others have maintained, Unit vorks 
of iiiiajinalioii and tictioii, eiiiieiiiiily 
when invested witli the garh of poi^iy, 
by giving a wider seope to the inventive 
powers, and by 'aryini? the forms of 
instrnclion by a Imuiuilcss diversity of 
coinhinalion,' captivate the jndgmetit 
by a warmth of sentiment, or please the 
fancy by a splendor of imagery, amUlins 
gain an easier passage to the heart, but 
writings of this romantic nature arc Ipss 
capable of improving the mind, than ot 
working on the imagination; and if. 
while reading them, we examine our 
own sensations, 'we shall find ourselves 
engrossed chiefly by the gracefiilimss of 
the diction, or beauty oi the descrip¬ 
tion ; and whilst the fancy roves without 
restraint through the fields oi visionary 
'delight, the mind Is seldom enpiched, 
with one useful truth or nioral' pre¬ 
cept. 


^ arra 11 ves of travels may be applaud-^ 
cd, as displaying the human characte in 
agreat variety of forms and appcuinces t 
and where liie author,is a ciui^l and 
judicious observer, thisspec^s'ofwriting! 
becomes a pleasing source of iiistrm:*' 
tion. , 

History, how'ever, advancesthcloftiest 
pKteiisions to tig; palm of superiority^ 
and is generally considered to impart 
the most solid instruction in' the most 
agreeable manner, characters 6 f 
individuals, the progress of civiliaatioa 
and refinmnent, the revolution ofstates, 
their causrs and consequences, whendc- 
Kiicatcd by a wgiter of discernment and 
il iscri mina't ion, tend t o en large the v lews, 
expand the heart, and divest il of (hat 
morbid and narrow dispo-sition which is 
the re.sult o^a limited acquaintance wita 
Jill man affairs. 

It has, hovvc' cr, been justly objected 
lo hi.story, that it depends upon events 
that arc far out of that course of exist-* 
ence in vvliicli the bulk of mankind 
is doonu'd to move, and presents fe# 
liwsons that are strictly applicable' ' 
tiiose who.se actions arc confined to tho 
humbler dnt*e.s of life. When wc aret 
engaged in the pewiisal of one of tbosa 
struggles for empire with which history 
ahiimids, wc are hardly interested in » 
greater degree than when surveying 9 
game of diess i w« experience the dif¬ 
ferent emotions of joy, feaV, and soli- 
eitndc, and arc variously aftected ac¬ 
cording lo the various aspectk'of the 
scene; and, in the end, close the books 
ns we finish Hie game, with tlio obvioud 
rellectioii, Ami the most e,talted sta¬ 
tion, and Hie noblest talents, cannot 
repel misforlniie, or ensure succiisk. 

‘A iieii we follow Alexander the GraaC 
ill his rapid eareer of conquest, we ari 
astonished at the inagiiitiidc of hi» pro¬ 
jects, the greatness and fertility of-hik 
mind ; but here oifr adiniriition ceasidl^:

commit. 

Biography, devrihhvg the lives dnd 
characters of iiidiv idfials, eombines more 
iii.struction with arnn.-ment thaU any 
mode of writing we have hitherto enu¬ 
merated. What study can be" otere 
worthy the attention of mankind, thi ati 
that which teaches them to profit by

one of the tages of Greece, 
>]eft to^oaterity, as the sum of 
refearches,^,this aimple precept, ry£di 
0 tmvTit—Know thyself. The greatest 
part of mankind arc willing to ackiiow* 
ledge the ttsefolness of this precept, and 
imagine it is sufficiently obej ed by sueii 
an acknowledgment: but daily ubser- 
wation niscovers to ns the disinclination 
of men to review their thoughts and 
actions, and their eagerness to divert, 
through the channels of dissipation, fri* 
▼olily,Bnd pleasure,that attentionwhid) 
they shouln devote to Uie e\aminatioi) 
of themselves. Is not, therefore, a stu¬ 
dy to be applauded which reconcilof us 
to the necessary task of 8cif-e.vaniina- 
tion, whence we imhihe pKneipies and 
maxims that arc perpetually intluencing 
our conduct, and which the complicated 
scenes of human existence will constantly 
employ I 

■ It has been a complaint in every age 
favourable to the cultivation of letters, 
that men of learning arc too frc(|ueiilly 
engaged iii the proseeution of studies 
that have no tendency Id torrect the 
manners or meliorate the l^art. !*e- 
neca, in bis treatise do Hrrr. 1 fl nat- 
sures, with becoming waniitli, this iib- 
aunl propensity, siipervacua dtscenrii;” 
and enjoins tfie cnltiviilioii of a slndy 
that tends 'to “ rectify error, repress 
desire, and render tlie mind more sensi¬ 
ble of what is noble, ju-st, and liberal.'’ 
In the lives of individuals, r.cmeel with 
abundance of lessons to which the muul 
affords admittance without the wtari 
some task of laborious deduction ; and 
if we resolutely persevere in npportioii- 
iog to every action its just reward of 
praise or censure, and rclusc homage to 
vice though dressed in the spoils of vir¬ 
tue, we shall be eontinually ncciimu- 
lating a store of useful knowledge, that 
will dispose us to obey with le.ss reluc¬ 
tance the precept of .^oion. 

We are accustomed tp view the con¬ 
querors of hi.slory and the liervies of 
romance in lights which incline us to 
think too favourably of their charac¬

the motive determines the quality of an 
action, endeavour to iiiiitate vvkat ia 
capable exciting Our admiration. It 
is hence that vice is-often rherislicd 
in the place of qualities that are at¬ 
tainable only by him whom nature has 
filted-

If vve 
follow a human being tliroiigh the cir¬ 
cle of existence he de.scribes, we sliall 
rarely be de<^.ived with respect to hisi 
ciiaractcr ; though vice may at one pe¬ 
riod gain an asccn(!.mry by the force of 
her ullururuents, her triumph seldom 
extends to the grave, and she «sili ulti¬ 
mately be divested ol' her ornaments, 
and appear naked and deformed.

" Hislorp of Learning, . 

E have before observed, that 
the Itumans, though tiiey con¬ 
quered the Britons, at tlie same time 
polished and refined tlie.ni. The > axons, 
a fierce illiterate people, acted a dif¬ 
ferent part; so that uhuut the sixth 
century, there was scarcely one person 
possessed of any degree of literary fame 
in England. The scholars of Dcrbri- 
dun and Jllutun,' however, who re- 
" mained in Britain, prev cuted the total 


extinction of literature and stntong 
these may be reckoned CUdast Ib^Tis- 
tofian, who was born A.D. 4901; anfl, 
who obtained the appellation of GiMaii 
the fFise. His History of Biftuin, ho#> 
ever, is only valuable for its antiquity, 
and from our total want of infonuatloii 
before his time. His satirical epistle 
concerniiig the Bfltish princes.aqd efergy 
of his own time, appears to be mostly 
loclical—as it is tuardiy possible to be- 
ieve that they were stffli odious mii- 
creants as^his gloomy disposition has 
made llicm. 

Towards the conclusion of the seventh 
century, /tldheHn, a near relation ot 
inn, king of llic West Saxons, ajipcMrcd 
as a floet, and a man of general learning; 
lie had travpiied through I'raiice and 
Italy, and at liis return home bad studied 
uiidor .,/drian, abbot of M. Augustine, 
Canterbury. The venerable liede, who 
lived in the beginning of the next cen¬ 
tury, speaks of him, ** as a man of uni¬ 
versal criidiiion, having an elegant style, 
and being wondcifully well acquainted 
with books, both on religions luid pliilo- 
sopiiical subjects; and King ./ffrvdthe 
(Jrcal declared, “ Aldhehn was the 
best ot all the Savon poets, and lh.it a 
favourite song, which was universally 
sung in his time (though near two hun¬ 
dred years after its author’s deutil) ivoa 
of bis roniposition.* • 

He was the first Englishman who 
wrote in the Latin language, both in 
j.rose and verse, and composed a book 
iur the instruction of his countrymen ia 
tlie prosody «if that language. Beside 
tliis, b'' wr«»te several other trc.atiscs oa 
various subjects, some of which are lost, 
and olburs published by Marlin Dcirio 
and C'atiisius. f 

From this period the state of learning 
began to expand n little: seminiries 
were established, aii^ grammars of the 
(ircck and Latin langii.iges were .stu¬ 
died with no little success under i;t. 
Aiigusfiiie, Theodore, and others. Bede 
(or, as she is generally cniiedi “the 
venerable Bode”) greatly contributed 
to this stock ofioarning, who, tijoiigh a 
simple monk, was nut only one of the 
most learned men of the age in which 
he lived, but of the whole wcstcru 
world. 

This extraordinary man was horn ini 
the year 673, on the estate'belonging 
afterwards to the monasteries of St.

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Peter end Paul, in the bishoprirk of 
Dnehani, at WeTetnoutli and J arrow, 
Dear\t(^ mouth of the river Tyne. In 
679, ho was sent to the monastery of 
Peter, und(^ the care of Ahl>ot Ikncdict; 
wider whom, and his sueecssor, Ceol- 
. ftid, he was etiuealed for t'vehe years. 
At nineteen years of age he was or¬ 
dained a deacon, and « priest at thirty, 
by .fohn of Beverley, then Bisliop.of 
liagidstad, or }te.Yhani. 

He applied tothis studies v-ith so much 
diligence and success, that he soon lic- 
eanic .eminent'not only in KnglamK but 
all over Burope ; iasomiich t'lat Pope 
Sergius wrole tn .AbbutyCcOH'rid in very 
pressing terms to send Bede to Uoiuo, 
111 order to give his opinion upon wnue 
very important points then under dis¬ 
cussion. But nolvvitbstandid<r this press¬ 
ing invitation, and from siidi a man as 
the pope was at that lime, of day, Bede 
remained in liis cell; and being perfertly 
contented with the pleasures of a nio- 
nastic life, he had time and opportunity 
to make hiinsclf master of almost every 
branch of learning. 

Ills great work, his Eccksiasliral His¬ 
tory (published in eight folio volumes), 
he spent several years in writing, being 
obliged to draw his materials from the 
lives of particular persons, annats in 
convents, and such chronirles as were 
written beljjire his time. 'I'his work he 
published vvhen he was fifty-nine years 
of ago, which gained him such repu¬ 
tation, that he was afterwards cousnltod 
some of the greatest prelates of 
tne age, and in particular by’ Kgbert, 
Bishop of York, a man of very exten¬ 
sive Viteraturc himself. In onr own 
times, the work has been highly prai.sed 
for some of the earliest informat'on re¬ 
lative tochureh atVairs, hy Hisliop ^i- 
cholson, the learned Beid-n, Sir Henry 
Spelman, and Dr. Stilling beef. Bale 
says, “ that there S scarcely any tiling 
in all anti<)uity worthy to be rend, which 
is nut to be toiiud in Bede, thongii he 
^cver travelled out of his own cpnntry; 
and that if he had ilourished in trie tunes 
of St. Augustine, Jerome, or Chrysos- 
tome,hd would undoubtedly have eifual- 
led them, since even in the niid.st of a 
superstitions age he wrote so many ex¬ 
cellent treatises j” and IMs lehs u.s, 

he was so_well versed in thd se¬ 
veral branches of fcarning, that Eu¬ 
rope scarcely ever produced a greater 
scliular ia all respects ; tliat even while 
he was living, his writings were of such 
great authority, that it was ordered by 


a council held in England, and approved 
afterwards by the catholic churrli, that 
tliey should be publicly read’ in the 
churches.”* 

He died of the asthma, A.D. 7.‘}5, 
which, William of Malnic.Hbury says, 

be siippuilcd witli great firmness i 
for tbougli in mucli weakness and pain 
for six weeks together, be attended the 
duties of the inona.stery in the instruc¬ 
tion of tile young monks, and the pro* 
sccutior. of his learned li!b«iirs.”+. 

The slate of Icarnuig declined verj 
much after the death ol' Bede nrd Ins 
scholars, from tlie general coul.Miipt 
learning was pi all over i'.uroix*; ji-vkly 
owing to Hie ostabiislnnent oi Hie I’.oiu- 
bards in Ita'y, the incursion ol ;tic' ara- 
cens in Brance and >priin, and pa’rlly to 
a wrong turn given to the iHi'.iie.s ofthe 
clergy in nil these coiintncs; Hie {a:i- 
eiiL'cs common ly tauglH at this'inio he- 
iiig divided into the trhhuin, compre- 
licnding grammar, rhetoric- and logic, 
andthofuarfWiv'M7/f, eompreliending uiu- 
sie, arithmetic, geoniei.-y, and astro¬ 
nomy. The first of these (music) was 
in such grea*t repute, tliat a hare proti- 
elency in this ait wss the .surest mode of 
proiiKit'on in the ehnrcli; and, as a 
prooiofthe igtioraiueofprinces, Charle-

\atural ^nd experimental phHosophy 
•was totally neglected; nor were the 
foundations and principles of know ledge, 
any part of the study of Hie learned. 
This state of learning eontiinied thus till 
its revival under Jilfred the great, for (if 
we except tiie celebrated Juiiaiincs 
Scotns) it is to him tins country owes its 
happiest establisliment, in letters, as in 
its constitution and laws. • 

The history of this great man is too 
W^ll known to need a rcrapiltihlion 
Iwre’; yet there is one part of it, which, 
for a furl her coiitir’":ilioii of that axiom, 
“ that genius is of;en de'crinined hy 
sonic particular acr.ideiit.” ve i.mimt 
help reciting, wliich is as loll.iws: 
Alfred's ednration was at fif'* Dcglectcd; 
and (.hough he was ca”efi:i!v ius’riictcd 
in the art of hunting, in wiiit li he alinin- 
cd to a great dc\fe.-‘.‘v, l,c ws not 
taught to know one le't' fr.im anctiicr, 
till he was above twt i' years (jf 
when a book was pni ii.io his i.aad. Iiy 
aceidclit, rather than any formed (te-igu. 

The (juecn, his mother, pae d'ly b(;- 
ing in company with her four sons, of 
which .\lhe(i wa.'i the y<juii_i; ;sl; and 
having a hook of Saxon poems in hiT 
hand, bcaiilifiilly •written ami illnmi- 
iiated ; slie observed that the royal • 
youths were ciiarined wi>Ii the splen- 
dour'of the hook; upon which she said, 

“ I will make a present of tbi.s book to 
him who shall learn to read it soonest.” 
On tbi.s, Alfred look fire, and Appliial 
to it with such ardour, that iu a very 
little time, he both read and repented 
the poem to the queen, from whom he 
received the promised reward. 

From this moment he was seized 
with an insatiable thirst fur knowledge; 
not only as it applied to the imprtAe,- 
ynent or his own inmil, but as-becoming 
a great prined, for the general inipiuvo- 
ment or bis subjects. He invited the 
learned men, of all kingdoms, to his 
court; founded scvcTal seminaries of 
learning, and, amongst the rest, the 
university of Oxford, bv building three 
halls in tbe name of the holy trinity, 
for doctors in grammar, philosophy, 
jind divinity. He made a law obliging 
all frcclioltfers, who possessed two tiules 
of land or upwards, to send (heir sons 
to school, aad give theca a libcial 


education. He spoke at all times in 
favour of learning; and made iL4be 
gr^at road of preferment, htm iu 
church and slate. He likewise com¬ 
posed inan) original woiJif himself, 
and translated others out of Latin into 
^axon, for the instrurtion of his people. 

But the most cllVctii.il expctlumt 
eiflploji'd by Alfscd for the eiicourage- 
muiil of lcariiia<r, was his own great 
example, aud the constant assiduity 
with which, iiotwiihslNnding the muf- 
titiide and urgency of his affairs, he 
emp!(iy(‘d* himself in the pursuits of 
knowledge. He divided his time 
into three e(]iKil portions: one waa 
cinphi'y'cd in sleep and the refection 
of bis body by diet and c.xcrcisc; 
another, in tiie despalcli of businesss 
aud a third* in the study of devotion. 
And, that hp might more c\at.>ly inca^ 
sure ill.; hours, he mado use of Inirniug 
tapiu's, ofe(|uai lengths, which he fixed 
in kiiiterus; an e\peili''nt suited to 
Ihui rude age, when (he reouietry of 
d-.iliiiig, aiid the iiicr:h:iiu.sni of docks 
i‘.‘! ! '.a'elies vere totally milvuoxrii. 

s/V such a /egiiiar (iii'rihution of hi* 
lini ', ilii.suiarli.ii lioro, t.'i(>-'ighI tbouriug 
iiiiikT gi'cat liuddy itiiiinnlios, and who 
iu his own person t(<eghl litty-$ix haU 
lies by rea and by l:u:tl, was able, 
during a life of no e.-vtraurdlnary length, 
to acquire mure knowledges and even 
to compo.se more boo.ks, than most 
stiuii(<us men, tiiough blest with the 
greatest leisure and application, have, 
ill more ^orlmiale ages, made the object 
of tiieir uniti^crriipled ttidustry. 

Such are (he estoiiishiugdfccts, which 
a preat and good prince (auiinatcd 
with an ardent zeal fur the happiness 
oi'iiis people,) can produce, not only in 
the circnnixtaiKcs, but in the very 
spirit and chiiracLer of a nuiioii. 

Tiiougli Mdward,^ the son of Alfred, 
was ill) cueuiiragcr of letters, aud iVmnd- 
ed, as it is said, the university of Cam¬ 
bridge, learning in general began to 
decay, dill al iio.st its final e.xtiiu‘tiuu, . 
previous to the cummcucemeut of thu 
Aorinan Conquest. 

Various reasons may be assigned for 
this, from the existing cncuinstaiiccs of 
the times: first, fr<.)ni the continual 
ravages of the Danes (who destroyed 
the two iiniversiltes of Oxford amt 
Cambridge), the great diificully in pro¬ 
curing mastcis, the uncommon scarcity 
of boul.s. Slid Uic inconiiiiudious ineDiod 
they liad of tcacliing, vrhich rendered 
the aci^uisitioa of a moderate degree iSf 
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Imowledcc a very tedious apd laborious' 
vmK* How difiicult» for'example* was 
the lii^uisitinn of arithmetic at this 

E sriody before the introduction of Ara- 
an fifruK^t when the teacher of this 
spienCiB had no,other marks for numbers 
< than the following six letters of the 
Homan alphabet:

or the twenty>seVen letters of the

Ceographgy Law, and ’Medicine. 

•I'hese scionres were in as much decay 
as general learning. Geography, though 
well knoiTii among ilid Humans when 
]{oinc was a great'empire, yet, ^hcii 
divided into petty stales, mostly' in¬ 
habited by barbarians, c\pry country 
beyond their own was reckoned terra 
incognita. The laws from being ren¬ 
dered simple, wise, and efticiont, were 
now mostly committed to ineniory; 
and so ,little study was requisil.* for if, 
that Alfred was one of the lir.st who 
made the knowledge of letters neces¬ 
sary for the admiuistratioii of justice. 
As to medidne, the Anglo !sax-oiis,chif;Hy 
employing thein.selve> in hunting and 
in war, left the care of life and health 
to old women, who spent their time in 
gathering and prepaiing herbs for heal¬ 
ing wounds and cming diseases; and 
being nalufaily superstitious, they ad¬ 
ministered them with iiiiiny religions 
ceremonies, which excited more the 
admiration, than the sanity of the 
patients. There were, however, a few 
physicians, or rather surj^'oas, about 
the begiimiiig of the tlth century, 
amongst the clergy; but even lhe.se 
were much tainted with the ignorance 
and superstition of that age. 

BISTORT OF THE ARTS. 

« 

.Agriculture. 

During the Roman settlement in 
this country, wc have sulTicicul evi¬ 
dence that England was one of the 
greatest granaries in Europe, and cx- 
urted prodigious quantities of corn; 
lit was so ilT cultivated by the Anglo- 
Saxons^ that, in the most favourable sea¬ 
sons, ityielded only ascanty provision for 
Us own inhabilaat.s; but, in unfavourable 
seasons, presented a scene of most deplo¬ 
rable distress uid scarcity. Ttie plough¬ 
ing,sowing, and harrowing of tiieir fields, 
they coinmiUed to their slaves, wtio 
bad little or no interest iu their success. 


'Water-mills seem to. have been un* 
known to them, and they had no better 
way of convterting their com into meal, 
than by grinding it by band-mills, 
which were turned by women.* (iar- 
dening was in the same slate of iinper.> 
fection, e.YCt!pt by the monks, who 
cultivated their monasteries ucrasioiKilly 
with a great variety of shrubs, herbs, 
and fruit trees, which added much to 
the enmmodiousness and beauty t>f Uiuse 
places. 

One circumstance, howcv'cr, must have 
facilitated agriculture, if a people so 
taken up with hunting and with , wars 
could have tpriied their thoughts that 
way: and this was by the extirpation 
of wolves out of the kingdom, whiclr« 
under King Hdgnr, about the ninth 
century, was iiccoii:|fiislied< This prince 
took great paiii.s in hunting and pursu* 
iiig tliuse ravenous animals, who at that 
lime swarmed in tiiis country; and 
wiien he funiid that they liad ail taken 
shelter in the forests and tnoiiiitains of 
\Vi,!"s, he changed the tribute of 
money, iinyused on the Welch princes 
by Alhelstan, bis predecessor, into an 
imniiul tribute of three hundred headv of 
uolves,\ which produced such diligence 
in hunting thbm, that the animal has 
been iio lunger seen in this island. 

.Irchilecture. 

This scienre suffered no less' than 
agriculture, by I he irruption of the 
rSaxnn.s, who, art;ustoined to live iu 
wretched hosels built of wood and 
eurlh, were igiflirant of the arts of 
tiuildiiig, and tliereforc destroyed with 
gothic barbarity all the fine monuments, 
of art*. left by the Homans. But 
towards the end of the seventh century, 
it was revived by Weltered, bishop of 
York, and Benedict, bishop and founder 
of the abbey of Weremoutb. 

The art of making glass was likewl.se 
introduced into England, about the 
year 670, by one Bennct, a monk. 
Before this period the windows of 
churches and bouses were filled either 
with linen cloths or lattices of wood.i 
Bennet, the nionk, likewise introduced 
the building with stone, instead of wood 
and earth, which made some advances 
towards the revival of architecture; 
but though these arts of building 
tidifices of stone, with windows of glass

towards the latter p^.of the seventh 
ceuturv. Tliej do not lecm to have 
flourished, in any degree, for several 
centuries afterwards. The metallic 
arts appear to have been better under¬ 
stood, by covering the churches and 
other piibl.'c edifices ivitli lead ; and by 
'the fabrication of swords, armour, and 
various offensive weapons! the chief 
smith being an officer of considerable 
dignity in the courts of the Anglo- 
Saxon niouarchs. 

St. T'tiul's was first built by Elhelbcrt, 
King of Kent, A. O. 59f), upon the 
foundation of an old tcidple, dedicated 
jto Diana. The most part of this 
original church was built of wood, and 
was burnt down, .4,D. 064. Many 
bare been the revivals and nmflagra-i 
tiuns of churches built upon this site 
sinte, and dedicated to the same 
apostle, till Sir Christopher Wren has 
left us a model of arehileclure, which is 
only surpassed by one in all the countries 
of Europe.

yirtf of working in Silver and Cold, 

As all the clergy were taught some 
mechanic arts, and worcsohligcd by the 
canons of the church to exercise them 
at their leisure hours, many of IhcMri 
wrought in metals of diffciciit kinds, 
in which they became the most expert 
and cunuiug* artistii. The tanious St. 
Dunstau, Archbishop of Cautarbury^ 
ill the 9lh century, wiio jovirued both 
church and staie wilh«the most absolute' 
sway, was the best blacksinitii, brazier, 
goldsmith, and engraver of his time; 
and it was during his being at work at 
the anvil, that the legends of That day 
tell us, “ that the devil sought to seduce 
hjm, and whom he puni^icd for his 
impertinence, by taking him by the nose 
with a pair of red hot pincers.'’ King 
Alfred himself was a great artist; and 
the English in general were so fayious 
for exeetiiug in this branch of mecha¬ 
nics, that curious caskets adorned with 
gold, silier, and precious stones, *in 
which tlie relies of tlie saints were kept, 
were made in England, and well known 
by th« name of Opera Anglku,* 

Clothings S(c. 

To the arts of clothing, spinning, 
weaving, dying, &c, which were known 
amongst the Britons, the Sa.xuus. added 
embroiderpt adorned with the figures of

Ijie end of this period, by Matilda, Con¬ 
sort of William Duke of Nbrinandy;

Fculpiure was nut unknown to the 
Angie-,'raxons, as we find by their 
carving in wood, or cutting in stone, 
tile iiua;:^s of their gods, Wudeu, Thor, 
Friga, Ac. though executed in a rough 
clumsy style. But when C'oisi, chief 
priest of the ^suithuinhrian-Saxons, was 
converted to viiri.sliauily, A.D. 627, 
he overttii'iicd the pAgau altars, and 
broke down the statues of tiieir gods, 
in the great temple, at Godmundhatn, 
near Vork. The forms of those statues 
of tlic Anglo-.<axon deities, with their 
various emblems, are sliil*pruscrved in 
several authors, t 

Painting. 

After Hie establishment of Christi¬ 
anity, paintings were imported for urna- 
iiieiiliiig the ^iiurciics, embieinaticarof 
scrip! ural pas .ages. In process of time, 
paiul'.ngs came to be eiicouraged in 
England, aiul amongst ulhers who paint¬ 
ed for the churches, the famous St. 
Duiistaii, who seems to have been an 
uuivcisai genius,•employed iiis pencil 
oil religious subjects There is a picture 
of our Saviour painted by this sainted 
artist, with his uv.ii portrait at his tcet; 
and several inscriptions in his own hand 
writing, still preserved in the BodteiUn 
library It is to bo understood, that dn 
the first iiitrodiiclioii 6f these pictures 
in UtP'Chrislian churches, they were in- 
tended only as helps to devotion, and .a 
kind of key for the instruction of those 
who could not read the scriptures; and 
it was upon this principle that the vene¬ 
rable Bede coutenJcvl for their lawful-

V Poetry. 

Among the pleasing arts, poetry seems 
to have peeu the most admired and t ulli* 
vated ill Britain, during^thc ages we ai;e 
now deiiiieiiliag. The greatest princes 
Mere no Icss ainbilioiis of the laurel 
than of the itnpi^ial croMii. Alfred the 
Great Was the prince of poets, as well as 
the best of kings. Aldlielm, af;ninrc of 
the rojiil family of Wessex, an.i bishop 
of Slierboriie, was also the last poet of 
his age, and liis poems were the delight 
of the Isiiglish several centuries after, his 
de.'iih.'*’ Canute the Great was also a 
famous pod, as were inwiy of the 
iioble.s of his court. lu sliort, pods 
M'cre the ehoseii friends and favourites 
«»f the greatest kings ; they scaled them 
at their tables, advanced them to 
honour, loaded them with ridies, and 
Were so much delighted with their sweet 
and sublime strains, that tliey could 
refuse them nothing.t 
Tlicir great nicii and chlbflains never 
travelled, or went to battle, svilhoiit 
their poets to siug their victories, and 
record their exploits. " All the ancicnl 
inhabitants of the north (says an <*xccl' 
lent'antiquary, sec Olai fyarmii f.iicra- 
tura Danici) composed in rhymes and 
verses accounts of all thiiigs that 
deserve to be remembered either at 
home or abroad, that Ihcv miglit be 
more easily instilled into the minds of 
many, make deeper iinpresitons on their 
memories, and he more cfl’ectunlly hand- 
«I down to posterity.” And k is to 
those Mstorical and military songs 
(though many of them have been lost), 
we have good reason to believe, mc 
owe many of the particulars of uiir 
aucient history, tiome of our his¬ 
torians, indecfl, honestly confess, that 
they had no other authority fur what 
th^ related, but those ancient poems; 
a*td on'o of those sougs, on the great 
victory which Alhelstan obtained over 
the .Scots and Danes, A.D. 938, is 
inserted verbjatiin in the Saxon Chro¬ 
nicle, and literally translated by Henry 
of Huntingdon. Another of those an¬ 
cient poems, on the death of Ring 
. l.<lger, and the succession of his son 
1 dwanl, A.D. 975, is inserted in the 
same ehronicle.

Of the astonishing powers of their 
poetry we have many accounts; such as 
their rousing dr suliduing all the most 
furious passions at will. We are told of 
one of them, J'gH Skellegrim, a famous 
poet of his time, who, baviug killed a 
prince of Xorway, and being afterwards 
taken prisoner, and brought before the 

t irincc's father, sung a poem before 
lim, which conveyed suen sweet and 
flatLoring straiiis^tu the royal car, that 
the old king not only pardoned his 
rriiiio, but look him into iiis royal prii- 
lectimi. The power of their art is thus 
described in one of their most aucieut 
odes.* ' 

“ 1 know a song by which I soften 
and encliaiu the arms of my encinius, 
and render their w 'apuns of no cfl'cct. 
1 know a sung, which I need ouly to 
sing, though iiiiMi have loaded me with 
builds; when the momeut I sing it, my 
chains fall in jiicccs, and 1 walk forth at 
liberty. I know a sung useful to all 
mankind; for as soon as hatred in- 
fiames the sons of men, the niunicut 
I siug it tlity arc appc.'iscd. I know a 
song of such virtue, that were 1 caught 
in a storm, I cun iiiish the winds, and 
render the aift perfectly calm and traa- 
qiiil.”+ 

Allowing for,the poetical flights of 
this mlc, we have otherwise reason to 
think respectably of the powers of 
poetry in this ago; particularly as it 
recorded both by King Alfred and 
the venerably Bede, in leriiis of .the 
highest eniogiUDv 

Tliese poets were all the poets of 
nature, as neither Aristotle nor any of 
Greek pr F.atin critics were known to 
them; their voice and gestures were 
infuriated or softened according to the 
strains they sung, and they felt all the 
fire of an inspired ncrsbti. Most of the 
metaphors were taken from the ancient 
pagan mythology, but the rules of their 
versification partook neither of . the 
Greek nor Homan verses, nor any thing 
like Ihe^ origin of our present verses. 
The ddlercnt species of verses used by 
those poets, consisted at least of one 
hundred and thirty six kinds; amf the 
harmon; of them (says one of their best 
judges, Clans Worms) “ did not con¬ 
sist merely in the succession qf long and 
short syllables, according to the Greek 
and Honiap rules, nor in the similar

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sounds of tcrmmalfiu^ svllables, as 
amongst the inodernSi but in a certain 
ronsonnney and repetition o'f the same 
letters, syllables, and sounds in different 
partsr of the stanza, which produced the 
most musical tones, and affected their 
heroes with raarvcllous delight.” They 
were likewise not unacquainted with 
rhyme,*' Independent of their 136 kinds 
of vcfscs, bestcie martial songs; nor wore 
the joys of love and wine forgotten in 
this catalogue. 

Jlfuiic. 

Music, as the inseparable companion 
of poetry, was likewise mifch cultivated; 
for the poet and musician were generally 
the same person, who, with the united 
melody of his harp and voice, enlivened 
the hails of the ancient kings, princes, 
and nobles. The first musician, who 
was also a poet, was the eighth oincer 
of dignity in the courts oflhe'princes of 
Wales; and a harp, by the ancient laws 
of Wales, was one of the throe things to 
ronstitute a gentleman; nor could this 
harp be seized for debt, asChc loss of it 
would reduce the owner from his rank.t 
(Ihnrch music w'as likewise understood 
and practi.sed at this lims*; as we learn 
from Bede, who flourished in the eighth 
century, who tells us, that “ organs 
were used in some of the principal 
churchcii of England.”

AvrcDOTKs o/*ClAanTCK. 

D uring the run of the shakspeare 
jubilee, al Stratford-upon-Avon, 
in the year 1763, a lady of distinct 'on, 
who was on^tbe spot, wrote to a ffiend 
of licr’s, in London, a particular account 
of each day's eiilcriaiumont; in which, 
of course, the manager’s name was fre¬ 
quently mentioned, but under the plain 
appellation of Garrick. When the ma¬ 
nager came to town, the lady shewed 
him this letter; at which he wa.s weak 
enough to be offended for being treated 
so familiarly. This coming round to 
thte lady’s ears, she took her revenge 
by writing him a letter of apology, 
at the same lime full of irony for tlio 
omission, of the word “ Mr.” telling

him, amongst other things, that “;do-. 
thing could be farther from hei^ten- 
tdin than the most distant idea of im¬ 
propriety or neglect of corciuoiiy ; that 
she only wrote while her hlfert was fiiit 
of the great poet and his ablest corii- 
mcnlator; and under that imprt^ion, 
sly: could no myre bring herself to saj 
Mr. Garrick, than Mr. Skakspeare." 

it was amongst the ijmiliar habits of 
Garrick, who was generally an early, 
riser, to •stroll about the purlieus of 
Cuvent-garden, to see that the bill- 
.slickers did their duty at the proper 
hours. In one*of those morning ram¬ 
bles, he dropped into a poulieror’s 
shop near King-street, and pretended to 
cheapen some rabbits. The man (who. 
kmMv Garrick very well) shewed him 
si'veral, but none would do—some were 
loo fat, others too lean, and others at 
which, he turned up his nose as if they 
stunk. This irritated the poulterer so 
much, that he suddenly put them ail by, 
andsaid he would .sell him nothing; for 
that, thank Codl ho was bred to biisi- 
iies.s, and ndt brought up to acting 
farces. On this, Garrick took the hint, 
and was retrc.iling toiyards the door; 
when the poulterer, following hriw, 
bawled out as loud as his lungs would 
let him, “ My horse 1 My horse 1 My 
kingdhin for a horse!” on^hich seve¬ 
ral people cnnie up to him to know what 
was the matter! “ I really can’t tell 
the whole of the story,” saiil the'man; 
” hut there's amu/nr/icr juslpas.sedtbat 
can loll j oil till about it."

VTEll this celebrated Italian singpr 
L left England, Philip, the then King 
of Spain, happenii^ to languish under a 
complaint for which, according to his 
physicians, there was no cure but mutie, 
FaViiicIli immediately repaired to Ma-.

The inu- 
ment we begin to speculate ^>r, rather 
than to earn our successes, from that 
instant wc put prery thing to a risks 
we forsake the plain road for a shorter 
way, but the path of which is along jhe 
edge of a precipice where a fall may he 
every instant expected.

T is with pleasure, and indeed pride, 
the editor* rdflert that the; have, in 
thecounc of theiriaboiirs, hem able to 
draw the attention of th« jj^biie tOkiueh:

When we behold the rcpresedthlli^' 
of an ancient building operated ii|0ti'o]r 
time, and batoning to decav, it il'^sO 
natural to consider it not 'Oniy iwa pihy 
turesque, hut « |^itosophica| point ttt 
view, that the imnd can be 'out half 
satisfied with its delineation,'however 
excellent; it is, therefore, neressarj to 
aid the graphic-'tty*' 'the Htcrary art, nOd 
to combine the tivbotirs of the pen with' 
those -of the pencil. ' 

Impressed with'this id'ea, we mustob* 
serve, that the annexed^ptete'exhibits a 
view of the ardiicpiscopal palace, or, as 
it has in later periods beenst'ermed, the 
manor-house, at Oroydon, in the county 
of Surrey. Th'is baiiding, which, it will 
lie observed, has as yet sufiTered but lit¬ 
tle by the lapse of ages, in comparison, 
with many others, waslbimd^d neat the 
site of a’royal nnlacfwwnich the king 
bestowed upon Inc archbishops of Cnn.> 
terbiiryi (iioiigh, in process of time, 
they dilapidated it, and, with llm mate¬ 
rials, erected, nearer the river Wandle, 
which has its soArce in thift parish, the 
fabric to, which we would wish to di¬ 
rect the attciitiod of our readers.

was given m ArcH^bop Cranmet to 
Henry Vlll.lnexciiaugc for other lands; 
byt it reverted hgaw to the archbishop, 
by another grant, in the reign of Iid« 
ward VI. 

The palace, or manorial-ifouse, which 
is situated near the church, was, fur 
several centuries, the residence of th« 
anciibishops, of Canterbury ^ of whom 
there base been few thk have not 
dated their public acts IVom it. Ar^'i 
Vishop Courtney rocciyed bii pall with 
great solemnity iq the hail of this palace, 
in the paesence of a great number of 
persons. His successors, Arundel, Chi¬ 
chele, and Sta^ord, resided here very 
frequently. It seems probable, that 
James I. King of Scotland, who was 
prisoner by the ^giish on hjy 
passage to Prance, and who was kept 
in. confinement eighteen years,* was 
ia^ tlie custody of .\rchbishop Arundel t 
a charter of hts being extant, by which 
ho graxtlt»‘ the barony of Drumlanrig to 
Sic -Wflliaia ilooglas, dated at Croydon, 
141*. . 

. A^hbisiiop Parker, so eminent for 
his fenawlrdgp of Saxon literature, his 
general Jearomg,. add fur his virtues, 
made this pMacc his principal residence. 
In the mouth -of July, 1S7", lie enter* 
tained Cluceu Elisabeth and her whole 
court seven days at Croy don. It appears 
that her majesty honoured him with an¬ 
other visit* the ensuing year, or, at least, 
that such a visit was in contemplation. 
The following original memorandum of 
the arrangement mrhcrreciiption, writ¬ 
ten by Mr. Bower, gentleman of tlie 
black rod, is Round up with a manuscript 
copy of the History of Croydon, depo¬ 
sited in the library at Lambeth.

Archbishop Whitgift, whom we Jiave 
before mentioned, is said ** mure than 
once to have entertained Queen Kliza- 
beth at bis palace ^f Croydon.. I'pon 
the refusal of the archbishop to aca'pt 
the high office of lord ciiaiicellor, Sir 
C^hrUtopher Hatton was in this place 
made lord high chancellor. !t appears, 
by a letter of Howland White's, that 
the queen dined at the arclihishops, 
at Croydon, in ItOO His successor 
Abbot was frcajuently there. 

“ Being at Croydon when the procla- 
rauHon tor permitting sports and pas¬ 
times upon the Lord’s-day was ordered 
to be read in churelies, he peremptorily 
forbad its bciirg read there.” 

Hiiriog the civil wars, the parliament 
seis^’d on the possessions of the see of 
Canterbury, aud leased the palace at 


Croydon to the Rarl of Xottingban. 
After Archbishop Laud’s death, it came 
iuto the bands of Sir William Brercton : 

a notable man,” says a pamphlet 
writer of that day, ** at a thanksgiving 
dinner, having terrible long teeth and a 
prodigious stomach to turn the arch¬ 
bishop's chapel at Croydon into a kit¬ 
chen. also' to swallow up that palace 
and lands at a morsel.” 

Archbishop Juxon repaired and fitted 
up the palace, rdktoring it lo its former/' 
state. He and his successors resided 
there occasionally till Archbishop See¬ 
ker’s time. 

It isronj,ee4urcd by Dr. Diicarel, Mr. 

' Howe Morl-es, and Dr. Milies, that the 
whole of the biiilding which forms the 
subje^ of our plate has been erected 
since the middle of tlic fourteenth cen¬ 
tury. How far the pointed orches of the 
gate and chequered work of tiie middle 
part of the walj may repress our confi¬ 
dence ill that conjecture, it is not neces¬ 
sary here to stale. 

“ Of the present structure,” says Ly- 
sons, 1 tnink it seems sufficiently evi¬ 
dent that the guard chamber was buUt 
by Archbishop Arundel, whose arms are 
placed there,qpd tjie haji by Archbishop 
Stafford; the coats of arms with which 
it is oriiamoiilcd, and its style of archi¬ 
tecture, earli adding support to thecon- 
jectiire. There seems to be no satisfac¬ 
tory evidence to shew when the chapel 
was built; it appears to have been re- 
*^paired and ornanftented by Archbishops 
Laud and Jii^ro;?. Several large sums 
of money have been expended on the 
palace by the succeeding prelates, par¬ 
ticularly by Archbishop Wake, whe built 
the great gallery, and Archbishop Her¬ 
ring, by whom the whole was com¬ 
pletely fitted up and repaired. The ma¬ 
terials, in the survey of 1646, were valued 
at l,'.tOUl. In the year IT80, the palace, 
nut having been inhabited for above 
twenty years, was become much out of 
repvfir; in consciiuence of which an act 
of parliament was obtained for disposing 
op it by sale, and vesting the produce in 
the funds, towards the building of a new 
palace upon Fark-iiill, about half a mile 
from ihc town. It was sold under this, 
act, October 10 , 1780, to Sir Abraham 
Fitches, Knt. for 3,5201. It is now let to 
tenants who carry on the calico-printing 
raaiinfaclory upon the spot: the garden 
is used as a hleadiing-ground.” 

The inhabitants of Croydon have ob¬ 
tained the use of the (^apel as a Sunday 
school.

Gentlemen of this Grand Jurjif, 

I T is now the twenty-first year of my 
judicial attendnuce in this court; — 
a period, in which more “ si^ns and 
wonders,” more “ distress of nations,'’ 
and more awful changes (not of etiipir;; 
alone but of man.) have convulsed, and 
have desolated the wftrld, than ever 
took efiect in so limited a compass of 
time. 

Yet, in the midst of such alarming 
visitations around us on* every side, 
tliis island—this little spot in the map, 
holds up its head, and covers under 
its wing the most envied commuu^ty of 
the inhabited earth. 

What is it that has accomplislic^ 
this unexampled security, and this 
elev'ated character? 

Is it the army?— is it the navy?— 
is it the peasant, or the merchant? 

It is not any one of these, nor all of 
them united, though each of them tells 
powerfully in the balancebut it is the 
soul whicu animates them: in the con- 
atitntioii of the governiynt, and the 

native spirit of the people. 

These are vital parts of u), which the 
tyrant of Paris caiiiipt reach ; which 
his inordinate wealth cannot impoverish s 
anti which hit* gifted abilities* in seduc- 
tioii, cannot mislead. ^ ^ 

We cherish these bsfrriers against him 
the more, because wf» lAve taken a 
note from tlie example of his friends. 
The enemy there has been our friend. 
A reluctant wituess against his own 
credit is, in courts of justice, tlilfe most 
powerful advocate upon earth for the 
interest of truth. 

A time was—it was a passing cloud 
—that some of us were tinged with 
levelling principles j but the good sense 
of the national mind and spirit soon 
recovered its tone, and with prophetic 
sagacity escaped in time trora thote 
vipers of the iMisom. * 

' What is it that we now live to see, 
in the wisdom of that awlnl instructor. 
Time?—Kugrafted upon the savage 
freazy of popular clamour against all 
eoternment (whether of God or of 
man}, is a despotism tJie most un- 
hridli^, and the most insolent that ever 
degraded the Hherty it overcame. 

Beswy nominal slake for which inno¬ 
cent blood was.lbd order of the day, 
and the policy of the .gnillotiuc, has 


been morej^an niperseded—It has 
bem ilirowis into wanton ridicule by 
th# parade of that suiiercession. 

Kings were to be dethroned and 
nuirdered—Regicide was :ui attribute 
of honour—the very name of king” 
was to be a curse. 

All imporial kiug has not only taken 
the sceptre of hu own “ French terri¬ 
tory,” as be calls it, into his personal 
hand, but, as it to laugh at the tool he 
has enslaved, has littcjiied, it’t suay use. 
that phrase, half the contincut with 
petty sovereigns, at the mercy of bis 
breath: 

“ Whatlccm their hcAds 
“ The liko.vsb of :i rnvil crown imvc on.” 

• 

The pillars of the church were to be 
subverted—the pope of the day was 
banislicd, was degraded, was impri.soiK‘>l, 
was a rambling logitive, under a guard, 
and shewn to the multitude as itn object 
of derision; it was a murder—it broke 
his heart. 

The 8ucre.ssnr of that pope (terrified- 
or corrupted) is received into tlie very 
heart of Farii^ and consecrates the im¬ 
perial diadem with all the imposing' 
fopperies of the catholic altar. 

The nobles were to sink into the 
dust—all were to be citizens. One of 
the noblesse, who was descended from 
the Bourbon race, took the name of 
D’Bgalite, and paid for it with his 
hcaif 

’ What is become of that vulgar and 
brutal spirit now ? 

Ask the di^kcs and princes, elevated 
into the peernge, for being janizaries 
to the usurper, who animates their 
energies by terror, not by love I 

All badges of honour were to be torn 
ofl', trampled under foot, and abjured, 
as humiliating memorials of slavery to 
kings. ^ 

They arc now spread over a court iw 
full of parade as that of Louis the 
Fourteenth; and are wantonly ex¬ 
changed in the coquetting intercourse 
of a regal confederacy, against the nh- 
stinatc, though solitary, embers ofr 
spirit, independence, or freedom left 
upon earth! 

We thank him for this note, which 
he has given to history—for this living 
proof, upon a record, which ” be who 
runs may read,” that “ rebellion 
” against the legitimate, principles of 
“ government, and of region, is the 

unequivocal parent of tyranny ia 
” the cliurch and stato.’*

IS ietlt our Heiigal pilot the end 
of, April last, and stretched 
across the hay itU the 4111 of May, when, 
in the latitude of 16 deg. .67 min. north, 
longitude, 01 deg. 7 iiiiu. east, we en¬ 
countered a .ocverc gale, accompanied 
with a heasy swell, iii s^ich the ship 
laboured much, and became leaky. 
The gale incrc-islng, it became neces¬ 
sary, lor the preservation of the ship, 
to cut away the main and iiiixen-iiiasts. 
Oiiring the violence of the storm, it 
was with itiiiiculty' that the incessant 
working of the pi^ps could keep ihe 
ship free; and from her masts being 
gone, she was eximsctl to the swell, 
which broke over the bull with such 
force and lVr»{uCncy. that we were 
twery moment in dread .of foundering! 
Ill this alanuiiig situation, our. com¬ 
mander not ouh displayed the utmost 
profes.'iioiial skill, hut, by his presehcc 
of uitiid, by. bis doilcclcd, iiixnly^ and 
judicious eondiict, alfoi'ded au example 
that served to raise our hopes, aud to 
animate our c.vcrtiuiis. 

Ou the 'J61h of May, at 8 A. M. tlie 
wealner haying cousiderably moderateil, 
fouud kiiiiost, the whole of our 
wiiter'hti!ls stove in, so that, iudepend- 
<nl of other material w.'iuts, it became 


blows with violence, we bad no otb«jr 
choice than to make the land in any 
point that the disabied state of our 
vessel would adVnit. We accordingly 
stood before the wind, and made the 
coast, after a short rim in the vicinity 
of the Broken Isinnds, and sent a boat 
oil shore some leagues to the north¬ 
ward of the river Bar toon, for an 
immiuiiate supply of'fresh water. In 
this v|ie< were disappointed. The coast 
where the boat landed was a barren 
desert, and although wells were sniik hi 
various places along the beach, in tlio 
hope of reaching water, all our at¬ 
tempts proved fruitless. We were there¬ 
fore obligcil to make what sail we could 
before the wind, to the northward, in 
qiicvt of water. M was proposed to put 
into Chednba, but uiifortuuately we 
fell to leeward of the island, and found 
it necessary tivnnehor otfSaduha, where 
we obtained water aud some provisions, 
iHit as we sould not there repair the 
losses of the ship, so as to enable ns 
with safety to put to sea, we were 
desirous, if -possible, to roach either 
Cbedtiba or Chittagong. On the tdlii 
*of June, we weighed and stood out 
from Seduhat Jii the moan time the 
leak was hicreasiDg, insunmeh that it 
required the conslaut working of tho 
pumps, both night and day, to keep 
the sliijl clear. While in this situation, 
on'the 17th of 4uu«, tho day after 
leaving Sadiiha, we e,\pericticed a se¬ 
cond gale of wind, as violent us the 
first, in the now disabled condition of 
our ship, and the exhausted slate of tho 
crew, from 'emistaot labour at the 
piuftps, ne had no other alternative 
than tu endeavour to run the vessel 
oft shore, in tiie Lojia of saving tho 
lives of the paoplu ou board t while in 
pursuance ot tbi.t design,-we were so for¬ 
tunate as to run into a bay, where 
being sumewhat shelterod from the 
slurm^ we came to anchor at six P.M. 
triie pumps incessantly working, aud tbo 
leak'ratli.cr gaining on us in spite of 
ail our exertions At 1 l.^P,M, the gale 
still increasing, the ship drove from ber 
ancliors, aud soon afterwards struck 
upon a narrij^w itisnkted cock, oix 
urUiuh it was eridoolshti ivuuld quickly 
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#o fo ^114 uMhakte misd of 

6ur commander wi4 now eminently div 
played. Finding thnt fhe ship innst 
certainly go to pieces, and that the 
people could ho longer continue on 
board with safety, he ordered the long 
boat to be got out, himself super' itcnd- 
iog the operatioDi which wsis not» ' ed 

without difficulty. As soon as th >at 
was in readiness, tlie supercargo, U' ' f, 

and as many nf the pebuk; as she ci/..Id 
carry, wereembarkenl when the captain, 
oumindfut of his o^n safety, ordered us 
to quit the wrdck,' and to make the 
best of our way to the shore. As the 
Vdat pould hot contain all the people, 
some sought their safrty upon spars, 
planks, hen-coops, &p. while the captain 
and five or six of his people coptitfoed 
with the wreck, endeavouring to pre- 
are a raft. We, who were iii the long 
oat, passed a dreary night, ignorant of 
the fate of oar companions, and de¬ 
spairing ourselves of reaeliing the shore 
alive, the gale still continuing in all its 
fury. At length the siiii arose, when we 
had the mortification to fmd, that our 
brave and faithful friend, our late coin- 
mander, had voluntarily sacrificci; his 
life to a sense of duty-»he who so well 
deserved abettor fate*, and the men who 
were with him, pcrisficd with the 
wreck, which went to pieces in the 
night. 

Tlie long boat did not gel on shore 
till noon, when we landed, and were 
soon afterwards seized and conducted 
by the natives, as priwmeis, to the ure- 
sence of the rajah, in the capital ol 
Smtuha, where we were detained for 
four months, during which tii]je we o\- 
pcriciicod every privation and mcrijinily 
from a barbarous government, aliRe in¬ 
sensible to the claims of justice or of 
humanity. 

At length, after incessant entreaties, 
We,-with the exception of the super¬ 
cargo, his brother-in-law, the juirser, 
and four others, were, on Ihc lTtb of 
last month, set at lirge. The persons. 
detained were to be marched up to the 
presence of his majesty at Ava. They 
were to bo accompanied by some of the 
ehesls of opium, and bales of cotton, 
which Boated on shore from the wreck. 
Of the cargo that came oa shore, the 
4 ;hief part was seized and sold by tlio 
inhabitants of Saduha. 

W'e who were released, to the num¬ 
ber of forty-list* were providiM with a 
Miiall-fisbing-bbat, in which we hastened 
to icas'c the inboepitablc shore of 
iiaduha. 1ft our uneasiness to embark, 


vrb ncgicct<|||' a "propier au|iply of wbtec 
and provisions, and ovfti'looKed the in- 
Aiffieient accommodations of oUT boat s 
we wertv however, but a simrt lime kt 
sea, before we fonud ours^ves cramped 
fiu^rodm, and so much exposed to tho 
inclemency of the weather, that we 
preferred going on shore, wholly uftpro- 
^ded as wc w«rO, determined to tra¬ 
verse the woods, and to seek ony way 
to Chittm^oog on foot. Having ibaded. 
we proce(.*dcd ftlofrg <he (Xiast, and after 
walkinj^day and night, without vefredi- 
ment iwfood, wc ahrived, at the end of 
thefOiirlii day, more dead than alive, 
at Chittagons: hOTe bur wants were 
doomed to be completely removed: 
hefc o*or sufferings were soothed t^'tbo 
.tendetest qlKres of humanity. 

James Itruce tning, Estj. judge and 
magistrate of Chittagong, aniiiiated by 
sentiineiits honourable to humanity, 
and congenial to the Hritisli characteri 
succoured our distrctscs with a zeal, 
promptitude, and liberality, calcuiatod 
to excite both our giafitude and adiiii-. 
ration. 1 have uo expression equivalent 
to my seuse of tiie Ixaicficencc amt 
generosity experienced from this gen¬ 
tleman, ill the kindness of whu.so atten- , 
tioiis all my companions and myself lost 
every trace ef our late distresses, ex¬ 
cept their remembrance. I trust that 
my country meu, whct]iei*in Europe nr 
in India, will justly appretiate foch 
benevolence, a-id that they will be 
proud to ar.kaowiedge its chum to our 
natioinl and individual gratitude, by 
eiiiployiiig«i.‘vcry opportunity that may 
present iisc'i'to reliuvo a distressed or 
shipwrecked Briton. 

Mr. Laing was desirous to detain the 
people some time lunger at this place, 
under the spprchcn»ion that they were 
■lot fully recruited. A longer stay was, 
however, uuncc||ssary. ^ The jrascaid 
being amply provided with money a^ 
other requisites for their journey, set 
out some days ago for Lukepore, oa 
.their way to Calcutta. Tlie Kiiropcans, 
iiino in number, and' two Chinese, bciuf- 
equipped from thj^‘ same liberal source,' 
with a boat, money, and whatever was 
required for their voyage, proceeded 
hcncc a few days ago, for Calcutta.

*V.wEea we came withih 40 miles of 
CarttcTona, the wind became direct 
weit>'andblow a gale. Wc svero several 
times close to the island of OlMid, but 
f ould not land on account of the ice; 
but that would not have prevented our 
atlenijpting it, had not the captain said 
that there was no place for anchora|-e, 
nor was there a harbour; so wc tacbed 
about till the 6th, all the* time the 
pumps going, and all hands baling the 
ship; but we did not gain on the Teak, 
aiul had always four or live feet water 
in the hold. 

“ On the 6th instant, at noon, 
Colonel Pollen asked the captain if he 
tliought the ship would stand the sea? 
lie answered, that * It was ynpossible 
whence it wouldappcar,thathu Colonel 
Pullen not put that question, the ship 
must the next day have fonndcred with 
lit all. Upon receiving that answer 
from the captain. Colonel Pullen order* 
cd him immediately to put back, and 
make the first port (lliis was Mcinel); 
and os it blew a gale, and the wind 
quite.fair, wc were sure of reacliing it 
early next morning. During the wlwle 
of the day mid ni^it we wery employed 
in clearing the ship of water, and pre* 
rented it exceeding five feet. At two 
o'clock on tile morning of the 7th, wc 
saw the coast, and, at four, JMcincl. 

I immediately went into the bold, open* 
t'd iny desk, and took out what money I 
had there, placing it^iii the pocket of 
uiy ki bilker, Lliat 1 might secure it at a 
moment’s warning, in case of danger. 

<< Wbeu.l came upon deck, we were 
close to the bar ; 1 had nut been there 
file minutes, when the ship struck with 
sucli violence, that the ladies and cbil* 
dreo in the cabin, and the passengers iu 
tliti bold, had^st time to reach the deck, 
^beu the ship filled with water, ami 
iuimcdialely after the rudder was knock* 
el oil'. Thb women now took refuge in 
the sailors' cabin on deck, where 1 also 

S ul the cliilibren. The sea running 
rcadfnlly high, we were obliged to cut 
away the mast ^ prevent the sliip up* 
setting i the bouts were then cut loose 


and launched, and Lord Roystoa witli 
three or four others,* jumped inttf 
them, but were onset in a momenta 
I determined to take my chance with 
the women, and followed them into the 
round house, where 1 found eleven per¬ 
sons : Mrs. Pollen, and three servants, 
Mrs. Barnes, three children, and maid, 
Pereyra, and Focke. AII-the rest of our 
dear friends, except those who were 
lost by getting into the boats, were im- 
mcdiateTy washed bverbuard. 

“ Shortly after, the life.boatt came 
alongside, and found the captain and 
three sailon upon the bow-iprit, who, 
telling the captain of the life boat that 
every one else was washed overboard, it 
ut off, leaving us 12 in the round- 
ousc, p water up to the middle.' 

'* In order to shew the people on 
shore that there were still living people 
on board, it was necessary for some of 
us to shew ourselves occasionally. Mrs. 
Pollan’s two servants, Anthony and 
Hearn, and myself, were the only three 
who would venture out, and one of us 
did so every quarter of an hour. During 
this day, the life-boat niado four or 
live attempts to relieve us, but could 
nut come uear^ on account of the tre* 
mendons sea. 

Next mqrtiing, at nine o’clock, 
Anthony who was out, gave notice that 
the life-bout was at ttie bowsprit. I 
went out with Mrs. Pollen and the 
youngest child; Mrs. Pollen with grerat 
illfficiiity reached the life-boat. 1 was 
twice knocked* dQjrn by the sea, with 
the child in one arm, hut succeeded in 
keeping fust hold uiib the other. Find¬ 
ing, however, my strength failing me, 

I gave thi child to Ann (Mrs. Barnes’s 
maid)*, desiring her td remain where she 
was, till I could send one of the men 
from the life boat to take the ctilld. 
Wheliicr she attempted to follow me or 
uut I cannot say, but just as I threw 
myself into the boat, the sailors called 
out tlmt the woman with the diild and 
a man were washed overboard; this 
niait-was Hearn, Mrs. Pollen’s servant.

Mr< M. ob> 
serves, that, in May, 1724, the White 
Lion,* in Wych<street, sthich had been 
long famed for riotous assemblies, under 
the pretence of concerts, was, by the 
activity of the police suppressed; and 
that among the company some females 
of distinction were discovered, also 
tradesmen’s ivives and their daughters, 
mingled with common prostitutes. 

There are a great*variely of other 
matters noticed in this chapter; of which 
we. can only mention a few: but the 
reaider will observe, that they are chiefly 
extracted from the public papers of 
those times; though he has also, with 
great industry, collected from the works 
of travellers, pamphleteers, and^poets, 
those kind of materials which seemed to 
bear upon the subject. 

The royal visits of George II. to the 
city, October 2‘J, 1727, and that of their 
present majesties, November 9, 1762, 
are included in this chapter, which also 
abounds with a great variety of other

Carter’s muse to be as we have 
atated, hut lie wilU perhaps, with us, 
wonder at some of the ihythmitdl de¬ 
fects which are, in several instauccs of 
the hrst and l£t stanza of the last, and 
iddeml in many other of the poems in 
this volnme, too apparent, and wbicii, 
if th^ did sot arise from inattention, 
shew that her ear was not sufficiently 
attuned to the harmony of fiumbers to 
njent the cpuiberant, the unequivocal 
P»i«e bestowed qn her by Lo^d Lyttel¬ 
ton, however exouisite wq may deem 
his lordship’s judgment,, as exerased 
upon those that came under his iiispec-

The MQond divtsioft of this volume 
coDtamamisceUauiet m prose, consisting 
of letten, saaswes, thoughts, and ex< 
tmets, aim inemdiiw numhers XLIV.

of jloemi. These pieces seem roost ad*
